EXCLUSION  OF  ASIATICS 


LONDON,  Eng\,  Nov.  «.— The  Union- 
ists were  victorious  today  In  the  bye- 
election  in  Reading  made  necessary  by 
the  withdrawal  of  Sir  Rufus  D.  Isaacs, 
Id  assume  the  Lord  Chief  Justtcesnrp- 
,  There  was  great  Interest  in  the  con- 
test. Captain  L.  O.  Wilson,  Unionist,, 
won  the  seat  with  5,144  votes.  George 
Peabody  Gooch,  Liberal,  received  4,031, 
and  the  Socialist  candidate,  Mr.  But- 
ler, 1.0S3.  The  Socialist  cut  into  the 
Liberal    vote. 

Analysis    of    the    returns    shows    that 
the  increase   In   the   total   vote   was   149, 
and    that    was    the   Increase    in    Captain 
.Wilson's  vote  over  1910.  In  other  words, 
'the   additional   ballots   all    went    to   Cap- 
tain   Wilson. 

At  the  last  election  Sir  Rufus 
ilsaacs  poled  5,094  votes  against  4,995 
'received  by  Captain  Wilson.  The  Linerr 
al  and  Socialist  votes  today  totaled 
•  the  same  as  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs'  vote  in 
1910. 

The  Socialists  made  a  feature  of  the 
Marconi  controversy,  in  which  Sir 
Isaacs  figured,  but  the  Unionists  avoid- 
ed mention  of  Marconi  and  made  their 
opposition  to  Home  Rule  and  the  In- 
Insurance    Act    their    rallying    cry. 

Militant  suffragettes  supported  Cap- 
tain Wilson.  Just  before  the  polls 
I  cloeed,  a  large  squad  of  militants  ar- 
rived. The  town  hall  when  ant- 
ing took  place,  *vas  guarded  by  a  dou- 
ble force  of  police.  While  the  polling 
1  luces  were  carefully  watched  through- 
out the  day,  as  an  attack  on  the  ballot 
boxes   was   feared. 

The  Liberal  candidate,  Mr.  Gooch. 
was  formerly  a  member  for  Bath.  He 
entered  the  Reading  constituency  on 
the    eve    of    the    contest. 

Idnlithgow  Election 
In  Linlithgow  yesterday,  the  Liberal 
candidate,  Mr.  Pratt,  was  elected,  but 
by  a  greatly  reduced  majority.  His 
vote  was  5,615,  and  that  of  Mr.  Jarne* 
Kidd,  the  Unionist  candidate,  5,094. 
Majority  for  Mr.   Pratt,   631. 

Linlithgow  was  represented  for 
twenty  years  by  Mr.  Alexander  Ure, 
who  was  recently  appointed  Lord  Presi- 
dent of  the  Court  »f  Sessions,  with  the 
following  majorities:  1895,  731;  1900, 
793;  1906,  2,521;  1910,  Jan.  2,  915;  1910, 
Dec.    3,    2,077. 

The  contest  was  most  strenuous,  the 
Unionists  relying  entirely  on  the  Home 
Rule  Issue.  Mr.  Pratt,  the  member- 
elect  is  an  ex-rmilllo.  of  Glasgow,  and 
8.  well-known  temperance  advocate, 
while  the  defeated  candidate,  Mr.  Kidd, 
who  also  contested  the  seat  in  the  last 
general  election  with  Mr.  Ure,  is  a 
solicitor  of  Bowness.

Nov.  S: — Maurice  Chevilliard, 
at  Buc  today  made  Pegoud  look  like  a 
child  with  a  toy  aeroplane  In  compari- 
son with  -his  own  wonderful  upside- 
down  stunts,  spirals  an.l  lOOP-the-lOOps, 
performed  in  a  fifty-mile  gale.  On  his 
return  to  Paris.  Chevilliard  challenged 
Pegoud    to   an   aeronautical   duel. 

Pegoud  works  in  a  specially-built 
Blerlot  monoplane,  with  wings  adapted 
for  upside-down  flying,  the  aviator  being 
strapped  In  his  peat,  with  a  harness 
over  his  shoulders'  to  prevent  his  falling 
out.  Chevilliard  took  a  light-weight 
stock  Farman  biplane,  out  of  the  hangar 
at  Buc,  tested  the  machine,  glanced  • 
ually  at  the  overcast  sky  and  the  clouds 
scudding  before  the  fifty-mile  wind, 
shrugged  his  shoulders,  stepped  Into  his 
car,  adjusted  a  single  light  strap  around 
his  waist  and  sailed  aloft  and  lightly, 
casually  nnd  unconcernedly  as  a  wisp 
of  smoke  from  a  cigarette  which  he  hud 
just  cast  aside. 

Tossed   by   the    Wind 

To  the  little  group  of  reporters  for 
whom  the  exhibition  was  given,  the  bi- 
plane seemed  to  be  tossed  by  the  wind 
like  a  small  boat  In  the  seas  of  a  rag- 
ing gale  in  the  mid-Atlantic:  but  soon, 
by  a  wide  curve,  Chevilliard  was  seen 
returning,  and  was  then  lost  in  the  fog 
and  lowering  clouds.

lug  reports  of  the  most  sensa- 
tional Character  to  be  circulated  here. 
The  Admiralty,  It  la  alleged.  Is  hiding 
the  true  facts  in  fear  that  if  the  actual 
facts  were  known,  there  would  be.  a 
great  outcry  In  the  country,  not  only 
for  a  bigger  and  better  navy,  but  also 
for    conscription. 

It  will  be"  recalled  that  two  fleets  were 
engaged  in  the  manoeuvres,  representing 
approximately  the  relative  strengths 
of  the  English  and  German  navies.  Sir 
John  Jellicoe,  one  of  Britain's  most 
capable  admirals,  commanded  the  "Ger- 
man" fleet,  and  landed  troops  at  sev- 
eral points  on  the  northeast  coast  of 
England. 

It  is  now  claimed  that  the  report  of 
the  results  shows  that  Admiral  Jelli- 
coe's  success  caused  the  complete  col- 
lapse of  the  English  fleet  under  Sir 
George  Callaghan.  It  was  paralyzed  by 
the  "enemy's"  celerity,  while  the  "Ger- 
man" submarines  created  a  "veritable 
reign  of  terror"  among  the  defending 
craft. 

Sir  John  Jelllcoe's  success,  it  is  added, 
was  so  complete  that  he  was  on  the 
point  of  sailing  triumphantly  up  the 
Thames,  when  the  Admiralty,  In  alarm, 
prematurely    stopped    the    manoeuvres. 

The  ofllcial  view,  as  submitted  today, 
is  that  this  sensational  picture  of  the 
result  of  the  naval  manoeuvres  Is  in- 
correct. The  manoeuvres,  the  Admiralty 
says,  showed  that  what,  was  known  be- 
fore, namely,  that  small  bodies  could 
be  landed  at  various  points  along  the 
east  coast  nf  England.  This  Is  obvious 
by  the  fact  that  It  Is  Impossible  and 
quite  unnecessary  to  defend  each  in- 
dividual mile  of  coast  line.  These  un- 
supported and  isolated  landings  could 
easily    be    dealt    with.

"Generally  speaking,  Canadian  women 
are  n&t  as  witty  nor  as  entertaining  as 
the  women  from  over  the  border,  neither, 
however,  are  they,  as  highly  strung  and 
m-rvous,  and  they  do  not  age  nearly  so 
quickly. 

"The  older  women  have  charming 
manners,  and  are  very  klnd-hearted(.hos- 
pi table  and  thoughtful,  but  the  girls 
often  seem  to  adopt  an  off-hand  man- 
ner, which  rather  spoils  them  in  an 
Englishwoman's  eyes,  artd  have  a  way 
of  paying  very  scant  attention  to  their 
mother's  guests,  withdrawing  into  an- 
other room  with  their  own  more  youth- 
ful friends  in  a  manner ,  that  would  be 
considered  extremely  rude  If  practiced 
by    I  English' girls  In   their  homes. 

"Both  women  and  girls  are  indepen- 
dent, self-reliant  and  self-confident— 
they  all  seem  to  be  imbued  with  a  com- 
forting sense  of  their  own  personal  im- 
portance   in    the    world    as    individuals.

The  fa- 
mous Australian,  furthermore,  is  cred- 
ited with  being  the  greatest  and  most 
formidable  wielder  of  the  racquet  In 
the 'world.  No  official  rating  list  is  is- 
sued each  year  by  the  English  asso- 
ciation, as  is  customary  in  this  country, 
The  critic  "Argent"  names  the  leaders 
each  season,  however,  and  his  list  Is 
generally  accepted  as  being  a  fair  and 
impartial  rating. 

With  Wilding  -at  the  top,  the  other 
nine  men  on  the  roll  of  honor  are 
placed  in  the  following  order:  John 
C.  Parke,  Gordon  Lowe,  A.  E.  Beam- 
Ish',  Charles  P.  t»xon,  Stanley  N,  Doust, 
T  M  Mavrogordato,  W.  C.  Crowley,  and 
If.  M.  Zimmermann.  Six  of  this  group 
have  appeared  on  American  courts,  und, 
with  the  single  exception  of  Wilding, 
all  have  yielded  to  American  players.

In  the  last  twenty  minutes  California 
made  a  desperate  rally,  and  only  the 
work  of  Carroll.

How  fruit  growers  in  the  Province 
may  largely  increase  their  profits  has 
been  demonstrated  in  the  Okanagan  ter- 
ritory, where  they  have  inaugurated  a 
central  selling  agency  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Provincial  Government,  and 
where,  as  a  result  of  the  operation  of 
the  same,  fruit  has  been  profitably 
shipped  not  only  to  the  Coast  and  the 
Prairies  during  the  season,  but  also  to 
London,    F:ngland. 

Some  information  regarding  the  sell- 
ing agency  which  lias  brought  about 
this  condition  of  things  in  the  Okan- 
agan was  given  to  The  Colonist  yes- 
terday by  Mr.  W.  A.  Lang,  a  prominent 
resident  of  the  Interior,  and  one  who 
has  been  keenly  Interested  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  fruit  industry  in  the 
vicinity  of  Peachland.  where  he  has  his 

home. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  selling 
agency  U  is  declared  that  the  revenue 
to  the  producer  has  gone  up  const 6 
ably,  but  the  fact  that  a  steady  market 
has  been  secured  is,  perhaps,  even  more 
Important.  i  Hiring  ih»  coming  year 
those  connected  with  the  agency  expect 
to  produce  even  better  results  and  to 
demonstrate  to  other  sections  of  the 
Province,  the  advisability  of  adopting 
a  similar  system  i»  order  to  overcome 
the  difficulties  of  the  situation.  The 
headquarters  of  the  selling  agency  are 
located  at  Vernon,  hut  at  all  the  dif- 
ferent points  on  the.  I^ake  there  are 
local  centres  where  the  fruit.  i»  coll.,  i- 
ed,  graded  and  packed  for  transporta- 
tion. After  Inspection  by  the  repre- 
s.niatives  of  the  agency  it  is  shipped 
to  Vernon  and  from  there  distributed 
according  to  the  conditions  of  the 
market.  All  around  the  district,  If 
l«  stated.  the  fruit  growers  are 
satisfied  with  the  agency  and  expect 
great     things    from    It 

In  essence,  the  .selling  agency  is  a 
kind  of  stock  company.  It  is  Incorpor- 
ated under  the  amendment  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Associations  Act.  Subscribers 
are  required  to  pa>  only  a  certain  per- 
centage, the  balance  being  advanced  by 
the  Government,  at  the  rate  of  I  per 
cent.  Provision  Is  also  made  for  a 
sinking  fund,  and  the  whole  can  be  re- 
paid to  the  Government  over  a  term  of 
rorty  years.  And  In  order  that  the  or- 
ganization may  be  unhampered  in  the 
initial  stages  of  Its  development  DO 
payment  Is  required  by  the  Covern- 
ment    for    the    first    few    years. 

The  selling  agency  was  organized  in 
the  okanagan  when  It  was  realized  that 
one  of  the  great  things  that  militated 
against  the  marketing  of  fruit  was  the 
fact  tha  they  had  no  assoclnlon.  that 
they  were  all  competing  against  each 
other  Instead  of  co-operating  with  each 
other.  Now,  in  consequence  of  the  ad- 
mitted success  of  the  Okanagan  agency,, 
It  is  anticipated  that  other  districts  will 
shortly    follow    suit.

IL  LINES  OF  STOCK 


After  Brief  Showingof  Strength 
List  in  General  Sags  to  Low 
Points — Uncertainty  in  Sit- 
uation. 


NEW  YORK,  Nov.  8. — The  weakness 
of  today's  two-hour  session  in  the  stock 
market  was  a.  fitting  sequel  to  the 
heavy  anrl  dull  conditions  of  the  preced- 
ing days  of  the  week,  augmented  as  it 
seemed  to  be  by  renewed  apprehension 
concerning  the  Mexican  situation,  and 
uncertainty  regarding  the  outcome  of 
pending   currency    legislation. 

The  local  market  manifested  some 
steadiness  at  the  opening  despite  the 
irregular  range  of  our  securities  abroad 
but  weakness  in  New  Haven  and  Amer- 
ican Telephone,  both  of  which  fell  to 
low  record  prices,  soon  had  Its  effect 
elsewhere. 

The  movement  comprehended  a  num- 
ber of  obsc"  laities  in  the  iudus- 
t  r  lal  dlviaion,  and  later  -spread  to  tb* 
metal  and  railway  shares,  many  of 
which  sank  to  the  lowest  mark  for 
many  months,  while  others  established 
the  lowest  quotations  In  their  history. 

News  bearing  more  or  less  directly 
on  the  securities  market  was  meagre 
and  conflicting.  The  mercantile  agen- 
cies continue  to  report  trade  recessions, 
and  rumors  of  additional  gold  Imports 
were  In  circulation.  Last  week's  nomi- 
nal deficit  in  the  actual  reserves  of 
the  bunks  was  reversed  to  an  Increase 
of  over  810,000,000  with  a  loan  con- 
traction of  o\c-r  J3.!,o00,000,  and  a  cash 
gain   of   nearly    $4,000,000. 

The  bond  market  was  Inclined  to  sag. 
Total  sales,  par  value,  SRfiO.OOO.  United 
Slates  Government  bonus  were  un- 
changed   on    call    during    the    week.

ROM  July  until  now  they  have 
been  at  it,  reaping  the  silver 
harvest  of  the  Pacific  salmon,  a 
harvest  which  Nature  has  yielded 
for  years  of  her  bounty,  unsown 
by  man,  with  a  regularity  and 
lavishness  unaffected  by  the 
chances  and  accidents  of  the  gol- 
den harvest  of  the  Prairie,  and 
with  every  fourth  year  a  bumper 
crop  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Prodigal  man  has  been  waste- 
ful and  extravagant  in  the  way 
.  he  has  greedily  helped  himself 
to  Nature's  bounty,  and  she  began  to  warn 
him  that  if  he  taxed  her  resources  too  heavily 
without  helping  her  in  the  least  to  keep  up 
her  supplies,  the  harvest  would  surely 
diminish. 

Before  it   was  too  late  the  warning  was 
heeded,  and  by  the  wise  policy  of  regulating 
more  carefully   the  close  seasons  and   estab- 
lishing hatcheries,  much  is  now  being  done  to 
ensure  the  regularity  and  liberality     of     this 
silver  harvest  which  once  seemed  inexhaustible. 
The  Atlantic  salmon  is  just  a  salmon.     On 
the  Pacific  it  is  different.     The  salmon  is  not 
merely  a  salmon,  he  may  be     a     sockeye,  a 
coho,  a  spring,  king,  tyee,  or  Chinook   (these 
•last  three  aliases  of  the  spring),  a  lowly  dog- 
salmon,  or  e'en  a  humpback,  and,  if  he  be  a 
steelhead,  he  cannot  be  quite     supe     himself 
whether  he  be  a  salmon  or  a  trout,  and,  like 
the  different  races  and  tribes  of  the  human 
family,  these  various  tribes  of     the     salmon 
family   vary  somewhat  in   habits,     character- 
istics and  qualities. 

For  many  years  all  these  different  sorts  of 
salmon  were  enshrouded  In  mastery;  but  one 
or  two  things  were  known  for  certain  about 
them  by  the  commercial  fisherman  and  the 
canners.  They  knew  that  every  year,  prac- 
tically at  the  same  time,  they  ran  to  the  rivers 
from  the  sea  in  countless  multitude,  that  the 
sockeyes  were  the  most  numerous  and  the 
most  valuable  fish  for  preservation  in  tin,  by 
reason  of  their  rich  color  and  oily  flesh,  and 
they  also  knew  that  every  fourth  year  there 
came  a  bigger  run  than  in  the  three  years  pre« 
ceding,  and  that  this  was  an  invariable  law. 

Of  later  years  the  scientists  have  studied 
these  fish  more  closely  and  can  tell  us  many 
interesting  things  about  them,  though  many  of 
their  peculiarities  are  still  mysterious.  Why 
is  It  that  there  is  a  big  run  regularly  every 
fourth  year?  Why  is  it  that  the  yearly  run 
Invariably  means  that  our  creek  beds  all  along 
the  coast  are  full  and  their  banks  covered 
with  rotting  and  rotten,  dead  and  dying,  sal- 
mon of  different  species?  Must  their  lives 
be  ever  limited  to  a  span  of  four  years?  Must 
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they,  like  the  butterfly,  lay  their  eggs  and 
die?  What  brings  each  salmon  that  survives 
unerringly  back  to  the  stream  in  which  it  was 
hatched,  as  seems  now  to  be  a  proven  fact? 

There  are  still  many  apparently  inex- 
plicable peculiarities  about  the  Pacific  salmon, 
his  ways  of  life  and  the  laws  by  which  this 
life  is  bound.  Among  them  is  one  which 
stands  out  prominently,  and  that  is  that, 
though  certain  sorts  of  salmon  run  up  every 
coast  stream  big  enough  to  hold  fish,  other 
sorts  run  up  certain  rivers  only. 

For  instance,  the  sockeye  runs  up  some  of 
our  rivers,  but  is  never  known  to  enter 
others,  for  no  obvious  reason.  Campbell 
River,  on  Vancouver  Island,  is  famous  through- 
out the  world,  where  fishermen  do  congregate, 
for  its  enormous  "tyee"  salmon.  The  same 
giant  among  the  salmon  species  can  be  caught 
with  equal  facility  in  many  other  places  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  of  British  Columbia,  but  is 
never  seen  at  the  mouths  of  many  other 
streams,  crowded  though  they  may  be  with 
cohoes,  dog-salmon  and  humpbacks.  The  pro- 
fessional fisherman  can  tell  you  what  kinds 
of  salmon  run  up  any  particular  river  in  the 
district  In  which  he  operates. 

Many  an   article  has  been   written  about 
the  Pacific  Coast  salmon,  to*  many  a  theory 
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propounded  to  account  for  their  dying  In 
thousands  after  running  up  the  streams  to 
spawn;  the  reason  for  the  big  run  every  fourth 
year  seems  to  be  no  clearer  than  before;  but 
there  is  another  fact  concerning  their  annual 
appearance  which  seems  to  be  just  as  mysteri- 
ous to  the  reflective  mind,  and  that  is  the 
regular  order  of  the  appearance  of  the  differ- 
ent species,  which  follow  each  other  in  set 
sequence.  First  comes  the  Winter  run  of 
"springs,"  followed  in  some  places  by  an 
early  spring  run  of  small-sized  cohoes.  Then 
for  a  month  or  so  there  are  no  salmon  to  be 
caught  except  a  few  odd  "springs." 

In  mid-Summer,  after  a  second  run  of 
"springs,"  the  sockeyes  make  their  appear- 
ance, almost  toothless  fish,  whose  habits  of 
feeding  appear  to  be  quite  different  from 
those  of  the  other  salmon  species.  When 
caught,  their  stomachs  are  invariably  empty, 
though  salmon  of  other  varieties  will  be  found 
gorged  with  the  young  of  their  own  and  other 
fish  species.  This  makes  no  difference  to  the 
canner,  but  to  the  sportsman  and  the  man  who 
fishes  for  his  own  food,  it  makes  all  the1  dif- 
ference. 

The  appearance  of  the  sockeyes,  running 
in  their  millions,  is  usually  the  signal  for  many 
an  enthusiastic  sportsman  to  get  out  in  his 
boat  and  start  to  troll  for  the  cohoes,  which 
have  not  yet  arrived  on  the  coast;  he  may  per- 
haps catch  an  odd  spring  or  even  a  coho,  which 
has  arrived  as  a  forerunner  of  the  main  body, 
Dut  his  bait  will  be  ignored  by  the  sockeyes, 
even  though  they  may  be  leaping  and  sport- 
ing all  round  his  boat.  It  is  tantalizing  and 
puzzling  to  the  •  novice,  but  the  explanation 
Is  simple  to  the  old  hand.  He  knows  the  fish 
seen  are  sockeyes  and  that  it  is  useless  to  try 
and  tempt  them  with  a  spoon  or  other  bait, 
and  he  knows  that  the  cohoes,  who  will 
greedily  take  his  imitation  of  their  cannibal 
food,  are  not  due  until  the  run  of  sockeyes 
is  virtually  at  an  end. 

The  commercial  fishermen  and  the  can- 
ners know  this  sequence  in  the  run  of  the  dif- 
ferent species  to  be  a  law  adhered  to  every 
season  without  an  exception,  and  make  their 
plans  accordingly.  They  know  within  a  day 
or  two  when  to  expect  the  big  Summer  run 
of  springs;  if  the  sockeyes  do  not  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance by  a  certain  date  in  July  they  begin 
to  be  anxious;  as  soon  as  the  humpbacks  ap- 
year  (every  other  year  only)  they  realize  that 
the  sockeye  run  is  drawing  to  a  rapid  close, 
while,  after  1he  sockeyes  have  all  finished 
running,  they  may,  turn  their  attention  to  the 
dog-salmon,  which,  while  of  little  value  to 
them  for  canning  purposes,  find  a  ready  mar- 
ket in  the  Orient,  when  cured  whole.    . 

As  regular  as  seed-time  and  harvest  is  the 
run  of  the  salmon,  and  just  as  different  crops 
are  ripe  for  the  harvest  at  different  times  of 
the  year,  so  it  is  with  the  different  species  of 
salmon,  which  are  ripe  fer  spawning  at  dif- 
ferent times,  and  therefore  make  their  run 
from  their  unknown  ocean  habitats  to  "the 
fresh  water  streams  of  our  coast  in  a  perfect- 
ly regular  rotation. 

A  description  of  the  salmon  run  of  this 
part  of  the  world  Is  a  thing  hard  to  believe  by 
those  who  have  never  actually  seen  It  for 
themselves.  Every  river  and  every  Uttti 
creek  on  the  coistlirte,  containing 
water  for  a  salmon  to  make  its  w< 
be  packed  with  fjsh,  bruised  *f 
their  frantic  struggle  to  work.' 
and  further  upstream  ovjt

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T  is  only  after  a  disaster  such  as 
that  which  occurred  at  Aisgill  that 
we  obtain  a  measure  of  how  much 
inventive  talent  there  is  in  the 
country,  writes  an  engineering 
correspondent  of  The  London  Daily  Telegraph. 
Hundreds  of  patents  relating  to  train  signalling 
and  lighting  have  been  rushed  through  during 
the  past  month,  many  of  these  having  been 
evolved  by  persons  possessing  only  the  slight- 
est, if  any,  practical  knowledge  of  railway 
working;  As  an  example  of  the  latter  class  we 
make  take  a  recently  filed  provisional  specifica- 
tion lor  "Improvements  in  signalling  devices 
for  use  on  railways,"  the  invention  of  a  city 
merchant,  who  -tates  that  the  main  object  oi 
his  invention  is  "to  provide  means  of  prevent- 
ing the  occurrence  of  accidents  such  as  may 
occur  owing  to  a  train  passing  an  adverse  sig- 
nal. Under  conditions  such  as  prevail  in  exist- 
ing railway  systems,  a  signalman  is  powerless 
in  any  way  to  signal  a  train  which  has  passed 
signals  under  his  control,".and  the  object  of  the 
invention  is  to  provide  means  whereby  a  sig- 
nalman may  in  such  cases  provide  a  warning 
which  may  be  audible  and  visible  to  the  driver 
or  guard  of  a  train. 

AERIAL  SIGNALLING

a  detonating  apparatus  which  is  designed,  on 
exploding,  to  afford  a  visual  signal  in  addition 

to  the  audible  signal  due  to  the  detonation.  For 
example,  says  the  inventor,  'for  night  work 

the  appliance  may  be  caused  to  discharge  a 
rocket  showing  red  sparks.or  the  like,  whereas 
for  day  work  shot  carrying  small  red  streamers 
may  be  discharged  by  the  detonating  apparatus. 
In  cither  case  U  will  be  understood  that  the 
rocket  or  equivalent  device  is  directed  towards 
the  train  which  has  passed  the  signal  in  order 
thai  the  attention  of  the  driver  or  other  officials 
of  Hie  train  may  be  arrested.  The  detonating 
device  is  arranged  to  be  exploded  by  an  elec- 
tric current  under  the  control  of  the  signalman, 
who  merely  has  to  depress  a  switch,  when  the 
discharge  immediately  follows."  This  system 
would  be  impossible  at  a  busy  junction  with 
trains  practically  always  passing,  rendering  it 
impossible  for  the  signalman  to  keep  his  eye 
on  all  ot  them  as  well  as  to  attend  to  his  mul- 
tifarious other  duties.  Moreover,  such  a  sys- 
tem directly  violates  a  most  important  and 
fundamental  rule  of  safe  railway  signalling, 
•iz.,  "every  defect  which  could  possibly  arise, 
f.uch  as  from  accidental  injury  or  from  lack  of 
maintenance,  and  which  could  prevent  the  nor- 
mal working  of  the  system,  should,  if  it  occur, 
be  followed  by  the  'safe'  error."  If  the  battery- 
should  become  exhausted  or  a  wire  break,  it. 
would  not  be  possible  in  this  aerial  system,  to 
warn  the  train  of  danger  ahead. 

DECREASING  THE  PERSONAL  ELEMENT 

No,  the  personal  element  in  railway  sig- 
nalling must  be  decreased  rather  than  added  to, 
and  this,  can  best  be  done  by  the  adoption  of 
the  electrical  devices  that  are  now  available, 
e.g.,  the  system  of  track  circuits  and  that  of  cab 
signals.  On  the  former  the  Midland  Railway 
Company  is  said  to  have  decided  to  spend 
£100,000,  yet  the  system  would  seem  to  be 
quite  useless  for  the  prevention  of  accidents  of 
the  Aisgill  type,  where  the  disaster  was  caused 
i\\  over-ninning  the  signals,  fchough,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  would  prevent,  accidents  such  as 
that  which  occurred  at  Colchester.  Mechanical 
cab  signalling  ol  -i  somewHat  primitive  type  is 
1  be  seen  in  operation  on  the  London  electric 
railways.  Here  we  have  the  "trip-cock"  type, 
in  wnich  a  'slop  arm?'  placed  near  the  rails 
and  working  in  conjunction  with  fixed  signals 
at  the  side  of  the  line  is  raised  or  lowered  ac- 
CorJiiK;  as  the  signal  is  at  danger  or  not.  If 
at  danger,  it  comes  into  contact  with  the  trip- 
cock  on  the  train  and  thus  applies  the  brake. 
For  open  line  work  1 1 1  i -  system  is  unsuitable, 
as  it  is  affected  in  its  workings  by  snow,  mis- 
placed ballast,  or  dirt;  further,  it  is  not  impos- 
sible for  the  slop  arm  to  stick  in  the  "clear" 
position.  In  "trip-cock'-  systems  it  is  custom- 
ary to  effect  the  return  of  the  stop-arm  to  the 
"danger"  position  by  a  spring,  0/  by  mechani- 
cally connecting  the  arm  to  t lie  fixed  signal: 
but  neither  ot  these  expedients  accords  with 
good  signal  engineering  practice. 

CAB  SIGNALLING 

These  dangers  are  minimized  in  systems  of 
cab  signalling,  in  which  a  fixed  ramp,  or  tap- 
ered rail,  placed  between  the  rails,  is  use  J,  but 
here  there  is  liable  to  be  trouble  with  the 
••shoe,"  or  ramp  engaging  member  hanging  be- 
low the  engine,  this  wearing  considerably  at 
high  speeds.  Both  the  (ireat  Western  Railway 
and  the  Midland  Railway  have  cab  signals  of 
the  ramp  type  in  u>c,  but  trouble  has  occurred 
with  broken  shoes;  farther,  dangerous  errors 
may  arise  if  the  wires  connecting  the  shoe- 
controlled  switch  to  the  cab  whistle  magnet 
become  "earthed."  The  latter  remark  applies 
also  in  the  case  of  the  system  adopted  on  the 
Chemin  de  Fer  du  Nord,  France,  but  here  the 
shoe  difficulty  is  eliminated  by  the  use  of  a 
wire  brush,  which  eliminates  impact  trouble  be- 
tween the  fixed  ramp  and  the  moving  contact 
piece  on  the  locomotive.  A  fatal  objection  to 
the  French  type  is  that  current  is  required  to 
indicate  danger;  whatever  be  the  system  of  cab 
■ignalling,  it  should  be  so  arranged  that  current 
is  required  in  the  circuit  before  the  "clear"  sig- 
nal is  given. 


By  employing  a  rotable  wheel  instead  of 
the  shoe  mentioned  above,  the  impact  trouble 
is  reduced  50  per  cent,  and  better  ramp  con- 
tact is  obtainable;  in  addition,  wear-and-tcar  is 
reduced,  so  that  the  system  becomes  more  re- 
liable. 

THE   DAMMOND    SYSTEM 

This  latter  system  is  used  in  the  Dammond 
system,  the  invention  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Dammond, 
of  West  Bridgford,  Notts,  who  recently  had 
his  system  of  visual  and  audible  cab  signalling 
thoroughly  tested  on  a  full-size  scale  during 
twenty  months  (including  two  whole  Winters) 
on  an  industrial  locomotive  running  on  a  piece 
of  standard  gauge  track  in  Nottingham. 

In  the  Dammond  system  there  is  a  battery 
on  the  engine,  this  being  connected  to  the  case 
in  the  engine  cab  which  contains  the  signals, 
another  battery  being  beside  the  track  at  each 
signal-post,  and  connected  to  the  ramp.  When 
a  locomotive  is  above  the  ramp,  the  suspended 
and  insulated  wheel  makes  electrical  contact 
with  the  ramp,  so  that  when  the  line  is  clear 
-the  circuit  is  completed,  and  the  indicator  gives 
the  "clear"  signal  in  the  cab.  However,  if  the 
signal  beside  the  line  be  at  danger  the  circuit 
is  broken  at  the  ramp,  arid' so  the  alarm  is 
given  to  the  driver.     As  at  present  arranged, 
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the  resulting  errors  are  of  a  dangerous  charac- 
ter. 

Mr.  Dammond  claims,  in  this  connection, 
that  his  full-size  installation  has  been  most 
thoroughly  and  severely  tested,  in  that  it  was 
deliberately  put  out  of  order  many  thousands 
of  times  in  order  to  ascertain  whether,  under 
derangements  at  all  possible  to  occur  in  prac- 
tice, the  safety  of  the  train  would  be  imperilled, 
and  it  is  stated  that  the  system  never  failed 
when  so  tested. 

"WIRELESS"   TRAIN   CONTROL 

As  regards  "wireless"  train  control  this  pos- 
sesses serious  disadvantages  as  compared  with 
the  various  non-"wireless"  types;  and,  as  yet 
the  "wireless"  systems  have  not  afforded  any 
advantage  over  the  ramp  systems  to  compen- 
sate for  drawbacks  apparently  inseparable  from 
"wireless"  action.  Incidentally  it  is  notewor- 
thy that  many  of  these  so-called  "wireless" 
systems  require  more  wire  for  their  installation 
than  some  of  the  non-"wireless"  systems;  fur- 
ther, they  are  more  complicated.  Thus,  in  one 
"wireless"  system  a  high  tension  transformer 
is  required  for  each  block,  and  for  each  trans- 
former there  is  a  pair  of  sparking  balls  which 
spark  conspicuously  in  track  sections  that  are 
clear.  Electric  oscillations  are  thus  generated. 
and  these  are  fed  into,  or  cut  out  from,  a  Urtw. 
running  along  the  track  in  the  block  considered. 
A  relay  connected  to  the  block  ahead  is  ener- 
gized-or  de-energized  in  the  ordinary  way,  thus 
controlling  the  admission  of  electric  oscilla- 
tions to  the  wire  on  the  track.  The  system  re- 
quires pot  fewer  than  five  maignets  to  do  the 
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MEMBERS  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment hydrographic  survey  party 
sent  to  locate  a  harbor  at  Port 
Nelson,  the  future  terminus  of  the 
Hudson  Bay  Railway,  have 
brought  back  to  civilization  interesting  tales  of 
a  Winter  spent  in  that  outpost  of  civilization, 
says  The  Toronto  Globe.  Leaving  Winnipeg 
on  June  10,  1912,  the  overland  party,  consist- 
ing of  four  engineers,  six  halfbreeds  and  six  In- 
dians, went  by  foot  as  far  as  Norway  House. 
From  here  the  journey  was  by  canoe  down  the 
Hayes  River  to  York  Factory,  which  was 
reached  early  in  the  month  of  July.  Port  Ne! 
son,  the  final  destination,  lay  across  the  mouth 
of  the  river,  some  fifteen  or  sixteen  miles  from 
York  Factory. 

The  locality  chosen  as  the  site  of  a  future 
town  and  terminus  is,  rather  low  and  swampy, 
and  presented  a  desolate  appearance,  with  the 
marshy  ground  covered  with  patchy  growths  of 
small  spruce  and  tamarac.  Mosquitoes  and 
black  flies  abounded,  and  added  their  quota  to 
the  discomforts  of  the  party.  The  first  few 
days,  of  course,  were  spent  in  the  erection  of  a 
Summer  camp,  tents  being  pitched  and  provi- 
sion's stored  for  the  Fall.  --Early  in  October  sev- 


But  what  of  the  nights?  Several  miles 
away  was  York  Factory,  with  its  handful  of 
souls — the  factor  and  his  family,  the  minister 
and  his  wife  and  a  few  traders.  York  Factory 
offered  little  in  the  way  of  social  enjoyment. 
The  result  was  that  the  party  spent  the  long 
evenings  at  headquarters,  amusing  themselves 
with  cards  or  reading  the  small  library  brought 
in  under  considerable  hardship.  Once  or  twice 
in  the  long  Winter  the  monotony  was  broken 
by  calls  from  transients,  who  arranged  to  pass  a 
night  with  the  "boys,"  the  Mounted  Police 
patrol  making  several  such  visits.  Then,  of 
course,  there  was  Christmas  Day,  when  several 
fancy  touches  were  given  the  menu  card  and 
when  two  engineers  dropped  in  from  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Split  Lake  to  enjoy  the  festivities  of 
the  day.  Every  second  Sunday  during  the  Win- 
ter season  the  minister  from  York  Factory  ap- 
peared at  headquarters,  bringing  with  him  his 
two-by-four  hand-organ,  and  the  way  was  ob- 
served with  due  decorum. 

Communication  with  "the  outside"  was 
practically  cut  off  for  several  months,  the  first 
mail  after  October  arriving  by  dog-train  about 
January  12.  In  the  Summer  it  came  in  by 
canoe  from  Norway  House.  This  isolation  was 
rendered  less  serious  by  the  abundance  of  good 
fOptf  to  tftfr  CQOk/S'  larder.     During  the  entire 
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This  photo  of  October  7,  1913,  shows  the 
frame  of  the  central  portion  of  the  new  Hotel 
Vancouver  up  to  its  full  height  of  fifteen 
stories;  also  the  last  remaining  corner  of  the 
original  hotel  designed  by  Mr.  Sorby  and  built 
in  1887.  Its  removal  was  commenced  October 
10,  1 9 1 3 ,  and  is  now  demolished. 

The  two  taken  together  typifies  the  growth 
of  the  C.  P.  H.  in  all  lines.  The  original  hotel 
""•was  put  up  in  the  cheapest  possible  manner, 
leaving  out  all  architectural  finish;  the  new 
structure  speaks  for  success  in  the  past  and  con- 
fidence in  the  future. 

The  original  drawings  for  the  Hotel  Van- 
couver were  prepared  in  Montreal,  where  1 
was  acting  as  architect  to  the  C.  P.  R.,  and 
were  approved  by  Mr.  Van  Home.  The  small 
amount  of  completion  they  required,  after  a 
survey  of  the  site,  was  done  in  Vancouver. 
Everything  was  completed  and  ready  to  hand 
over  to  Mr.  Abbott,  the  then  superintendent  of 
theC.  P.  "R.,  on  Saturday,  June  12,  1 886,  when 
Mr.  Abbott  informed  me  that  he  did  not  pro- 
pose employing  me  in  the  superintendence  of 
the  building,  but  a  building  superintendent,  as 
had  been  done  in  stations  1  had  designed  for 
Toronto,  Winnipeg  and  many  other  places.  As 
1  had  come  out  from  Montreal  to  act  for  the 
C  P.  R.,  this  was  contrary  to  our  tacit  arrange- 
ments; 1  therefore  decided  not  to  deliver  the 
drawings  until  this  matter  could  be  settle. 1  on  a 
more  satisfactory  basis. 

Sunday.  June  13,  1886.  was  a  very  hot  day 
with  a  freshening  breeze  from  the  West,  and 
my  afternoon  siesta  was  disturbed  by  Mr.  Fer- 
guson tapping  at  my  door,  saying  that  the  town 
was  afire!  1  hastened  to  the  G.  P.  R.  offices, 
which  adjoined  mine'  in  the  Ferguson  Block, 
and  got  them  to  work  to  collect  all  their  books 
and  helped  them  to  rush  them  to  a  rowboat 
close  to  the  Suunyside  Hotel.  Finally  I 
jammed  my  hat  on  my  head  and  rushed  through 
the  smoke  and  fire  and  tumbled  into  the  boat 
and  escaped  to  Safety.  Everything  1  possessed 
was  destroyed,  including  the  completed  draw- 
ings which  1  had  failed  to  deliver!  The  irony 
of  fate!   .That  $3,000  had  gone  up  in  smoke. 

Well,  I  had  to  begin  all  over  again  and  build 
it  up,  as  best  I  could,  from  the  plans  Mr.  Van 
Home  had  approved. 

The  C.  P.  R.,  as  represented  by  Mr.  Ab- 
bott, had  but  small  belief  in  the  prospects  of 
Vancouver;  the  bricks  used  in  the  lower  story 
were  made  in  Victoria  at  a  brick  field  some- 
where above  the  Gorge  bridge  (not  now  in 
t existence),  they  were  so  soft  no  one  in  Victoria 
would  use  them.  However,  the  C.  P.  R. 
bought  the  lot  cheap.  The  frosts  of  the  first 
Winter  pitted  the  whole  front  so  badly  that  they 
were  obliged  to  cement  the  whole  store v  to  sc-

The  advantages  of  such  cab  signalling  are 
almost  too  obvious  to  require  further  emphasis, 
the  outstanding  advantage  being  that  a  driver 
need  not*  attempt  the  impossible  task  ol  seeing 
and  interpreting  hundreds  of  fixed  block  signals 
every  day,  as  he  can  depend  upon  his  audible 
cab  signal — the  whistle — to  warn  him  of  dan- 
ger. However,  before  this  can  be  done  with 
safety  the  system  ought  to  be  tested,  not  only 
when  everything  is  known  to  be  in  perfect 
working  order,  but  preferably  by  putting  things 
out  of  order,  so  as  to  include  in  the  test  every 
derangement  ever  likely  to  occur  in  practice, 
and  the  system  is  worthless  if.  when  so  tested, 
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cure  a  decent  face.  Every  bit  of  decoration 
was  left  out.  The  roof  was. covered  with  the 
cheapest  tinned  iron  shingles  and  leaked  like  a 
sieve,  at  which  time  they  called  me  in  to  finish 
the  work. 

With  this  experience  and  being  burnt  out 
twice,  I  decided  to  come  to  Victoria.  Sir 
George  Stephen  told  me  that  l  had  shown  my 
appreciation  of  Vancouver  by  turning  my  back

eral  log  shanties  were  constructed,  and  into  the 
comparative  comfort  of  these  the  men  moved 
during  that  month. 

The  Winter  sets  in  early  in  latitude  67  de- 
grees North,  and  the  working  day  soon  con- 
tracted to  the  period  between  8:3o  a.m.  and 
4  p.m.  The  sounding  was  continued  through- 
out the  Winter,  the  channel  being  frozen  over 
for  a  distance  of  twelve  or  thirteen  miles  from 
shore.  Each  morning  the  party  left  the  com- 
fortable log  hut  headquarters  and  proceeded  to 
the  spot  set  for  the  day's  operations.  Here 
a  tent  was  generally  pitched  on  the  ice  and  a 
hole  broken,  through  which  the 'apparatus  could 
be  lowered  into  the  water.  If  far  from  head- 
quarters the  members  of  the  party  ate  their 
lunch  in  the  tent,  and  thus  saved  a  midday 
trip  to  the  shore.  In  this  way  the  channel  was 
sounded  directly  out  to  the  open  water  during 
a  Winter  when  the  average  temperature  was 
23  degrees  below  zero. 


season  fresh  meat  was  daily  on  the  table,  the 
party  finding  plenty  of  game,  such  as  caribou, 
wild  geese  and  ducks,  and  ptarmigan.  This 
supply  of  fresh  and  appetizing  food  no  doubt 
contributed  much  to  the  health  of  the  men. 
Though  a  doctor  was  among  their  number  till 
the  month  of  April,  1913,  practically  not  a  case 
of  a  serious  nature  demanded  his  attention.

IRRIGATION  SYSTEMS  IN  INDIA 


It  is  well  known  that  the  system  of  irriga- 
tion in  India,  especially  in  Northern  India,  is 
one  of  the  most  ambitious  undertakings  in  the 
world.  Speaking  at  the  engineering  conference 
at  Simla  recently,  the  Hon.  R^  P.  Russell  gave 
some  interesting  facts  and  figures  relating  to 
the  work  which  has  been  done  in  this  direction 
curing  the  last  30  years. 

Thirty  years  ago  66  irrigation  projects  were 
in  operation  under  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment in  India,  pn  which  the  total  capital  out- 
lay was  about  £1 3,000,000,  and  the  net  rev- 
enue derived  from  them  was  nearly  £670,000. 
Twenty  years  later  the  number  of  irrigation 
projects  had  increased  to  124,  and  the  capital 
outlay  to  about  £28,000,000,  while  the  net 
revenue  per  annum  had  risen  to  nearly  £1,- 
800,000  sterling. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  in  operation 
188  irrigation  systems  under  the  P.'W,  D.  hav- 
ing a  capital  value  of  nearly  £36,000,000,  and 
bringing  in  a  neat  revenue  of  about  £2,700,000 
sterling.  Ten  years  ago  there  were  in  opera- 
tion more  than  43,000  miles  of  canals  and  dis- 
tributaries. During  the  last  10  years  10,000 
miles  have  been  added  to  that  total. 

Thirty  years  ago  the  area  served  by  irriga- 
tion systems  of  all  kinds  amounted  to  about 
1 1,000, ooo. acres-.  Twenty  years  later  this  had 
been  increased"  to  about  19,000,000  acres,  and 
the  present  area  under  irrigation  is  about  23,- 
000,000  acres.  When  the  works  now  under 
construction  are  completed  it  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  the  irrigated  area  will  amount  to 
fully  2  7,000,000  acres.  The  total  area  which 
under  this  system  is  practically  immune  from 
famine  is  considerably  over  100,000  square 
miles,  or  an  area  almost  equal  to  that  of  the 

British  Isles.

LARGEST  DYKE  IN  EUROPE 

The  greatest  valley  dyke  in  Europe  is  rapid- 
ly approaching  completion,  and  will  be  opened 
this  vear.     It  is  situated  at  Hemfurth,  in    the 
principality  of    Waldeck,    and    has   been    con-" 
structed  at  a  cost  of  20,000,000  marks.    . 

The  massive  wall  is  380  metres  long,  30 
metres  thick'  at  the  base,  and  six  at  the  top. 
It  can  dam  up  200,000,000  cubic  metres  of. 
water.  No  fewer  than  five  villages  and  ham- 
lets have  had  to  make  way  for  the  colossal 
undertaking.  These  walls,  built  across  a  val- 
ley, to  bar  the  river,  have  become  very  general 
Of  late  years  ia  Germany. 

They  serve  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
valleys  from  damage  in  case  of  floods,  whils! 
the  water  collected  in  the  basin,  and  which  de-( 
velops  thousands  of  horsepower,   is  used  for 
driving  turbines.     At  the  foot  of  the  Hemfurth, 
dyke  are  a  number  of  exits  through  which  the' 
water  pours  with  enormous  force  into  the  ma-1 
chine  houses.     Thus  the  great  expense  of  con-1 
struction  is  more  than  defrayed  within  ft  few- 
years.

Edward  was  an  event  of  very  great  .  im- 
portance to  England  and  the  Empire.  The 
veil  has  been  drawn  over  some  of  the  incidents 
which  marked  the  early  years  of  the  reign  of 
Queen  Victoria,  but  occasionally  it  is  lifted 
sufficiently  to  give  us  a  glimpse  of  things  of 
which  contemporary  history  says  little.  It  is 
the  simple  truth  to  say  that  the  accession  of 
the  girl  queen  was  not  hailed  with  universal 
delight  among  her  subjects.  There  were  those 
who  had  not  forgotten  the  days  of  George  IV., 
and  especially  the  memory  of  the  time  when 
he  was  Prince  of  Wales.  These  people,  and 
there  were  not  a  few  influential  people  among 
them,  in  the  lifetime  of  William  IV., 
had  done  not  a  little  talking  about  the  de- 
sirability, of  supplanting  the  daughter  of  the 
Duchess  of  Kent  by  placing  the  Duke  of  Cum- 
berland on  the  throne,  and  he  was  of  a  char- 
acter that  would  have  made  the  Court  of  St. 
James  rather  the  reverse  of  puritanical.  While 
they  made  no  .great  demonstration  against 
Victoria,  they  were  by  no  means  cordial  to  her, 
and  their  feelings  were  not  rendered  less  un- 
sympathetic when  Albert  of  Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha  was  chosen  as  her  husband.  He  was 
known  to  be  a  man  of  rather  stern  morality, 
and  it  was  felt,  with  good  reason,  that  his  in- 
fluence with  the  young  queen  would  strengthen 
her  resolve  to  surround  herself  only  with  those 
whose  manner  of  life  commended  itself  to  her 
high  ideals. 

There  was  also  at  that  lime  a  great  deal 
of  uneasiness  among  the  people  at  large,  which 
found  expression  in  the  Chartist  riots.  There 
is  no  question  that  it  would  have  taken  very 
little  at  that  time  to  have  inflamed  the  popu- 
lace against  the  Monarchy.  The  birth  of  a 
young  prince,  who,  if  he  Jived,  would  one  day 
wear  the  crown,  caused  a  wonderful  expres- 
sion of  sympathy  for  the  young  mother,  then 
little  more  than  a  girl.  The  heart  of  the  mother- 
hood of  'Great  Britain  went  out  to  her,  and 
from  that  hour  her  place  and  that  of  her 
descendant  on  the  throne  and  in  the  affections 

of  the  people  was  secure.

This  well-known  authoress  has  given  us  in 
Waitstill  Baxter  a  character  equal  to  her  best. 
In  this  young  girl  are  bound  up  all  the  quali- 
ties which  made,  the  greai  women  of  the  pioneer 
days  of  New  England,  the  nameless  patience, 
the  unswerving  loyalty,   the  deathless  courage 
and  the  passion  which  could  sleep  for  the  most 
part,  but  when  roused  to  action  was  as  irresist- 
ible and  invincible  in  its  strength  as  the  mighty 
river  in   its  last  leap   to  the   sea. 

Waitstill  is  the  daughter  of  old  Deacon  Bax- 
ter, a  man  renowned  for  his  miserliness  and  his 
hardness  of  heart  generally.  The  daughter  of 
his  first  wife,  she  becomes  a  second  mother  to 
her  step-sister  after  the  hitter's  mother  died. 
This  step-sister  is  almost  as  attractive  a  char- 
acter as  Waitstill  in  a  totally  different  fashion, 
and  the  story  concerns  itselt  with  the  love 
affairs  of  these  two  young  girls. 

There  are  a  dozen  minor  characters  in  the 
story,  each  one  good  in  its  particular  way  and 
cleanly  and  consistently  drawn,  and  one  finds, 
as  in  Miss  Wiggins'  other  stories,  plenty  of 
quaint  philosophy  and  a  fund  ot  humor,  tem- 
pered by  just  sufficient  pathos  to  make  an  har- 
monious whole.  The  Deacon  is  very  much 
criticized  by  the  people  of  his  village,  as  is 
every  member  of  the  community  for  that  mat- 
ter, and  the  widow  Tillson,  who  afterwards  be- 
comes the  Deacon's  fourth  wife,  receives  her 
due  share  of  comment.  In  her  it  is  to  be  sup- 
posed that  the  Deacon  gets  his  deserts,  for 
she  is  described  as  "a  regular  syreen,  one  o' 
them  critters  that  set  on  rocks  hewilderin'  and 
bedevilin'  men-folk-  out  o'  their  senses."

On  the  meantime,  Mrs.  Quickly,  with  a 
note  to  Falstaff,  has  visited  the  latter.  Fal- 
staff, opening  the  letter,  finds  that  Mrs.  Ford 
has  asked  him  to  call  upon  her.  More  con- 
vinced than  ever  of  his  powers  of  fascination, 
Falstaff  gladly  accepts  the  invitation.  When 
he  reaches  Mrs.  Ford's  house,  and  while  he  is 
waiting  for  that  worthy  lady,  he  is  set  upon, 
put  in  a  large  clothes  basket,  tied  down  securely 
and  thrown  from  the  window.

Miss  Teyte's  intentions  evi- 
dently did  not  keep  pace  with  the  imagination 
of  her  press  agent,  however,  for  she  com- 
promised by  posing  for  the  camera  men  in 
"knicks,"  and  then,  donning  feminine  raiment 
for  her  descent  of  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  der 
Grosse  gang  plank.

This  is  I  he  way,  according  to  newspaper 
report,  that  they  lionized  Caruso  when  he  sang 
in  Vienna:  The  three  appearances  of  Caruso 
at  the  Hofoper  formed  the  musical  sensation 
Of  last  week.  They  were  attended  by  the  usual 
i  seat-,  despite  the  trebly  raised  prices. 
On  each  of  the  dais  on  which  the  great  singer 
appeared  persons  gathered  in  front  of  the  Hofo- 
per as  early  as  5  in  the  morning,  hoping  to  be 
first  in  line.  On  the  evening  of  the  second 
appearance  of  Caruso,  a  sudden  raid  was  made 
by  the  police  on  the  speculators  who  had  taken 
up  their  station  on  the  sidewalk  across  the  way 
from  the  opera  house,  and  the  consequent  ar- 
rests were  attended  by  turbulent  scenes. 


In  his  forthcoming  tour  in  America,  Pade- 
rewski  will  give  eighty  concerts,  tor  which  he 
will  receive  $100,000.  Paderewski  gave  his 
first  concert  in  America  twenty-two  years  ago. 
He  was  then  thirty-one  years  of  age.  In  an 
interview  with  Musical  America,  he  spoke  very 
feelingly  of  his  own  country,  of  her  many  trials 
and  her  struggles  for  independence. 

•'I  think  I  have  the  right  to  ask  America's 
sympathy  for  Polish  freedom,"  he  said. 
"America  surely  has  not  forgotten  Pulaski  and 
the  "ther  Poles  who  fought  for  her  independ- 
ence in  the  revolution.  I  dp  not  think  that  the 
history  of  your  people  shows  any  Russian  or 
Prussian  fighting  for  your  independence.  I 
have  the  right  to  ask  your  sympathy  for  Po- 
land. In  the  Polish  schools,"  continued  Pade- 
rewski, "the  Russian  and  the  German  languages 
are  used.  Our  development  is  confined  to  a 
small  portion  ot  territory  owned  by  Austria. 
['here  is  a  university  in  Cracow  and  another 
in  Lemberg.  There  are  fewer  schools  today 
in  Russian  Poland  than  there  were  in  1820. 
And  this,"  he  added,  "is  the  result  of  a  deliber- 
ate attempt  to  establish  illiteracy  among  the 
Poles.  In  some  parts  of  Poland  75  per  cent 
ot  the  population  is  illiterate.  When  we  start 
private  schools  the  Russians  stop  us.  They 
imprison  the  teachers  and  the  owners  of  the 
school  houses." 

"Paderewski  at  fhe  age  of  thirty,"  says  Mr. 
Henderson  of  The  New  York  Sun,  "when  he 
first  swept  the  American  public  off  its  feet  with 
the  wondrous  beauty  of  his  playing,  was  a  very 
different  man  to  the  Paderewski  of  today.  ,

The  barrenness  of  Irish  musical  talent  at  the 
present  moment  can  find  no  more  forcible  il- 
lustration, says  a  Dublin  dispatch  to  The 
Brooklyn  Eagle,  than  the  fact  that  a  German 
professor  has  had  to  come  along  to  rescue  it 
from  complete  extinction. 

Carl  Hardebeck,  who  is  described  as  the 
best  living  authority  on  Irish  music  and  sing- 
ing, is,  however,  going  to  make  big  sacrifices 
to  restore  the  musical  glories  of  the  Irish.  He 
believes  that  the  most  promising  material  is 
to  be  found,  not  among  the  fashionable  folk 
of  our  cities  and  large  towns,  but  in  the  un- 
cultured atmosphere  of  Connemara.  He  and 
a  few  of  his  interested  friends  have  already 
secured  premises  in  picturesque  Spiddal,  away 
on  the  shores  of  Galway  Bay,  where  they 
hope  to  found  in  a  short  time  a  flourishing 
school  of  Irish  singing.  The  professor,  un- 
fortunately, cannot  agree  with  the  popularity 
which  "Moore's  .Melodies"  enjoy  among  the 
Irish  people.  He  claims  that  the  famous  bard 
Was  sponsible  for  mutilating  Irish  musift  by 
setting  his  lines  to  what  he  supposed  were 
Irish  airs.  Sevensort,  he  says,  sinned  in  a 
similar  manner,  so  that,  according  to  him, 
Irish  music  lovers  have  little  reason  to  respe^F 
the  memory  of  either.        Jag 

The  professor's  theory  is  that  one  must 
know  the  Irish  language  before  one  can  under- 
stand Irish  music.  Holding  this  view,  he  set 
himself  some  time  ago  to  learn  Gaelic,  which 
he  now  speaks  with  native  eloquence,  and 
which  is  the  basis  of  his  new  singing  system. 

A  letter  from  Italy  reproduced  in  The 
New  York  World,  has  this  to  say  of  Caruso, 
the  tenor: 

Many  people  would  be  surprised  to  lean: 
that  Caruso  is  not  half  so  proud  of  his  glorious 
voice  as  he  is  of  his  activities  as  a  gentleman 
farmer,  and'  that  he  rather  fancies  himself  an 
art  collector.  He  is  the  possessor  of  several 
large  estates  in  Tuscany,  where  he  has  been 
spending  a  strenuous  holiday. 

The  most  extensive  of  his  estates  is  the 
Villa  Bellosguardo  at  Signa,  with  a  charming 
country  house  perched  on. the  top  of  a  hill,  a 
magnificent  park  and  long  avenue  of  sturdy 
oaks. 

At  Bellosguardo,  Caruso  personally  man- 
ages no  fewer  than  twenty  farms,  yielding 
many  tons  of  fruit  and  corn  and  many 
thousands  of  gallons  of  Chianti  wine.  And 
woe  betide  the  unlucky  man  who  would  utter 
the  word  music  to  him  on  his  own  land. 

Lately  he  has  developed  an  acute  craving 
for  art,  and  he  has  been  buying  for  years  a 
large  collection  of  works,  ancient  and  modern, 
which  are  now  accumulated  in  gigantic  heaps 
In  a  few  spare  rooms,-  but  will  soon  find  a 
place  in  a  very  elaborate  art  gallery  which 
Caruso  is  having  built  in  front  of  his  house  at 
Bellosguardo. 

The  art  gallery  is  to  be  a  long  marble 
"portico"  in  the  eighteenth  century  style, 
where  floods  of  sunshine  will  penetrate  through 
the  high-arched  columns.  And  in  the  middle 
of  the  gallery  will  be  the  "laurel  hull,"  where 
the  laurels  bestowed  on  Caruso  by  admirers 
all  over  the  world  will  be  displayed. 

A  part  of  the  statuary,  however,  will  have 
to  find  a  place  in  another  of  his  country 
houses,  which  is  situated  six  or  seven  miles 
from  Bellosguardo.  This  is  called  "Belve- 
dere," and  is  surrounded  by  sixteen  farms,  each 
containing  a  piano. 

Caruso  would  thoroughly  enjoy  his  holi- 
day were  he  not  pestered  by  a  flood  of  beg- 
ging letters.  He  also  receives  not  a  few 
blackmailing  letters,  almost  all  of  which  come 
to  him  from  America.  These  he  files  care- 
fully, and  he  will  eventually  exhibit  them  in 
one  of  his  houses  as  a  very  remarkable  col- 
lection of  human  documents. 

Caruso  now  gets  no  less  than  £500  a 
night,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  to  anybody 
bold  enough  to  offer  him,  say  £45o,  he  would 
answer  in  his  bluff,  good  hearted  way,  as  he 
did  recently  to  Mr.  Hammerstein:  "Really, 
I  can't  do  it,  old  boy;  it  costs  me  more." 

When  the  late  Mr.  Pierpont  Morgan  of- 
fered him  £1,200  two  years  ago  to  sing  at  an 
evening  party  in  Italy,  the  singer  coolly 
answered  that  he  could  not  possibly  oblige,  as 
he  had  invited  his  life-long  friend,  Leoncavallo, 
to  dinner  the  same  night. 

Some  time  ago  he  was  asked  by  an  in- 
discreet friend  how  much  his  gramophone 
records  brought  in. 

"Guess,"   snapped  Caruso. 
His  friend   said,   tentatively,    "£2,000." 
"Right,"   answered   the      tenor;      "only   I 
make  that  monthly,  you  know." 


And  His  disciples  asked  Him,  saying:  "Mas- 
ter, who  did  sin,  this  man  or  his  parents  that 
he  was  born  blind?  "

Stories  of  Old  Rome — Pompey 

(Continued 

After  his  conquests  in  Armenia,  Pompey 
left  that  country  in  charge  of  Africanus  and 
began  his  long  chase  after  the  fugitive  Mit-h- 
ridates.  His  way  led  him  through  many 
countries,  and  he  left  behind  him  a  bloody 
trail,  for  the  battles  he  I  ought  were  fierce  ami 
numerous.  Mithridates  still  had  friends  among 
the  warlike  nations  inhabiting  about  Mount 
Caucasus.  But  in  nearly  all  instances,  Pompey 
was  successful,  though  in  one  case  he  was 
obliged  to  go  back  and  subdue  a  people  for 
the  second  time.  £ 

These  people  in  question  were  the  Al- 
banians, who  had  agreed  to  keep  the  peace, 
and  when  Pompey  heard  of  their  revolt  he 
was  fiercely  angry.  For  he  was  then  on  the 
march  toward  the  BOsphorus,  but  as  yet  was 
a  long; way  off  from  his  destination,  and  his 
way  presented  almost  insurmountable  diffi- 
culties. But  he  had  been  told  that  Mithridates 
was  somewhere  near  the  Maeotian  Sea  in  hid- 
ing, and  all  other  matters  had  taken  secondary 
place  with  Pompey  to  the  capture  of  n  this 
wonderful  old  warrior  king.     He  turned  back, 


however,  to  fight  the  Albanians  over  again, 
and  had  a  every  painful  and  tedious  march  over 
difficult  country  to  do  so.  The  battle  which 
took  place  when  the  two  armies  met  was-caieL 
of  the  bloodiest  of  all  that  long  series.  There 
were  75,000  Albanians,  and  they  made  a 
frightful  array  drawn  up  in  battle  line,  all  clad 
in  the  skins  of  wild  beasts,  shouting  and 
shrieking,  and  pounding  on  their  kettle-drums, 
while  they  waved  their  knives  and  spears 
aloft.  And  mingled  with  the  deeper  note -of 
the  men's  voices  was  a  shriller,  more  piercing 
sound.  The  Amazons,  those  wonderful  fight- 
ing women,  had  come  down  from  the  hills  to 
aid  the  Albanians.  But  the  Romans  were  vic- 
torious in  the  engagement  which  took  place, 
and  at  evening,  when  the  battle  was  done, 
they  came  among  the  slain  seeking  the  bodies 
of  the  women  warriors.  Not  one  did  they 
find,  some  of  their  clothing  was  there  on  the 
bloody  field,  and  some  of  their  arms,  but  no 
other  trace  of  the  Amazons. 

So  Pompey  took  up  his  way  again,  and 
everywhere  success  followed  his  arms.  Scores 
of  the  castles  of  Mithridates  fell  into  his  hands 
and  much  gold  and  treasure.  Many  of  the 
chiefs  through  whose  country  he  passed  sent 
him  their  voluntary^submission  and  rich  gifts  to 
buy  his  favor;  for  instance,  the  King  of 
Iberia  gave  him  a  bedstead,  a  chair  and.  a 
table  of  state,  all  made  of  solid  gold.  But 
Pompey  showed  no  great  love  for, riches,  and 
this  fine  present,  together  with  many  another, 
was  given  to  the  public  treasury  for,  the  use 
of  the  Co.mmonwe.aith.  In  Mithridates' 
castles  countless  slaves  and  many  concubines 
were  found,  but  Pompey,  unlike  too  many  of 
the  Roman  conquerors  gave  the  most  of  them 
their  liberty,  sending  the  women  away  to 
their  parents  and  relations,  for  the  concubines 
in  many  cases  were  the  daughters  or  wives  of 
princes  and  great  commanders. 

It  was  when  the  Roman  Army  was  not 
far  from  Petra,  whither  Pompey  had  gone  to 
fight  against  the  kings  of  the  Arabs,  and 
Pompey  himself  was  riding  up  and  down  be- 
fore the  camp,  that  a  crowd  of  horsemen  ap- 
pearing in  the  distance,  the  Roman  leader  went 
forward  to  meet  them. 

The  newcomers  were  camp-couriers  from 
Pontus,  and  they  carried  their  spears  with  the 
heads  down,  and  the  handles  of  the  spears 
were  festooned  with  laurel.  Pompey  knew 
they  were  bringing  good  tidings.  He  took  the 
letters  they  gave  him  and  the  soldiers  of  the 
Roman  Army  came  up  about  him  all  eager 
and  clamoring  for  news.  Pompey  broke  the 
seals  of  the  letters  and  read.  Seeing  his  face 
light  up,  the  soldiers  were  more  impatient  than 
ever  to  know  the  contents  of  the  letters.  They 
set  up  a  great  heap  of  pack  saddles  for  Pompey 
to  stand  upon,  and  he,  dismounting  from  his 
horse,  climbed  this  military  substitute  for  a 
tribunal,  and  gave  the  great  news  forth,  and 
all  the  army  of  Romans  fell  a  shouting  and  a 
screaming  with  joy,  and  hastened  to  thank  the 
gods  and  to  do  a  vast  deal  of  sacrificing. 

And  yet  all  that  the  letters  contained  was 
the  story  of  how  a  sad,  old  man  had  died.  For 
Mithridates,  broken-hearted  because  his  son 
Pharnaces  had  revolted  against  him,  had  put 
an  end  to  his  own  life.  So,  after  all,  the  Ro- 
mans need  not  have  been  quite  so  triumphant, 
and  probably  Pompey \s  joy  was  not  untinged 
with  disappointment.  For.  in  a  way,  it  seemed 
as  if  that  brave  King  of  Pontus  had  still  out- 
witted the  Romans,  and  that  death  had  merely 
crowned  his  victory.  Had  he  lived,  he  might 
have  raised  another  army,  as  he  had  done 
countless  times  before.  But  he  preferred  to 
die,  and  he  remained  a  great  king  until  the 
end. 

Afterwards,  the  body  of  Mithridates  was 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  Pompey,  but  he 
would  not  bring  himself  to  look  upon  the  face 
of  it.  "He  admired  the  richness  of  his  robes, 
no  less  than  the  size  and  splendor  of  his 
armor,"  and  because  he  could  not  help  having 
a  great  and  deep  respect  for  the  dead  king,  he 
had  the  body  sent  in  great  state  to  the  city 
ofSinope.  J 

The  lonfc  war  with  Mithridates  now  beinc 


really  at  an  end,  Pompey  took  up  his 
triumphant  journey  home.  And  if  his  way 
out  was  marked  with  blood,  his  way  back 
was  marked  by  peace  and  joy.  To  many  of 
the  subdued  cities  he  gave  their  freedom,  and 
distributed  largesse  with  a  lavish  hand.  He 
was  going  home,  home  to  his  wite  whom  he 
so  dearly  loved,  and  to  the  country  which  he 
had  served  so  well,  and  which  he  knew  was 
awaiting  to  honor  him  a>  it  had  never  hon- 
ored another.

On  the  death  of  Henry,  Louis  of  Bavaria 
and  Frederick  of  Austria  were  rivals  for  the 
Imperial  Crown,  although  the  rivalry  was  not 
of  their  own  making.  They  were  warm  per- 
sonal friends,  and  Louis  gave  Frederick  a 
promise  of  his  support,  but  when  the  votes 
came  to  be  taken,  it  was  found  that  he  him- 
self had  been  selected.  Frederick  did  not 
waive  his  claim.  While  Louis  was  being 
crowned  in  the  city  of  Cologne,  Frederick  was 
crowned  outside  of  the  walls.  For  years  there 
were  bitter  strivings  between  these  too,  but 


of  bodies  were  cast  into  huge  pits.  Death  was 
on  the  sea,  too,  as  well  as  on  the  land,  and  the 
imagination  Is  quickened  to  the  realization  of 
the  terrible  mortality  by  accounts  of  ships 
without  crews,  the  crews  dead  and  putrifying 
mi  the  decks  of  the  aimless  hulls- — drifting 
through  the  Mediterranean,  the  Black  and  the 
North  Seas,  and  cursing  with  their  contagion 
the  shores  Op  winch  the  winds  or  tides  hap- 
pened to  cast  them." 

Following  the  plague  there  came  in  Ger- 
many a  fierce  persecution  of  the  Jews,  who 
were  blamed  for  it.  This  arose  out  of  the  pro- 
cessions of  the  Flagellants,  a  religious  order 
which  overran  Central  Lurope,  preaching  re- 
pentance, condemning  the  Church  for  abuses 
and  rulers  for  their  wickedness.  It  was  a  time 
of  intense  excitement.  Something,  no  one  is 
quite  sure  what,  directed  this  feeling  against 
the  Jews,  and  they  were  slain  by  thousands. 
So  terrible  was  the  massacre  that  in  some 
places  the  Jewish  population  slew  themselves 
by  hundreds  as  the  easiest  way  of  escaping 
from  the  torture  of  their  persecutors.  Taken 
all  In  all,  it  is  doubtless  true  that  the  years  im- 
mediately preceding  and  immediately  follow- 
ing the  death  of  the  Emperor  Louis  were  the 
most  terrible  m  all  the  history  of  the  world,  so 


far  as  any  lecuids  gu.

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kind;  whether  they  are  so  to  other  creatures 
we  do  not  know.  The  question  is  what  be- 
comes of  the  energy  which  produces  these  at- 
mospheric pulsations  ?  It  cannot  be  annihil- 
ated. 

While  speaking  of  sound,  mention  may  be 
made  of  a  few  interesting  facts  relative  to  the 
vibrations  which  cause  it.  Sound  is  carried 
through  the  air  at  approximately  1,000  feet  per 
second,  the  rate  varying  with  the  temperature. 
Through  water  it  is  carried  from  four  to  tive 
times  as  fast,  the  rate  varying  with  the  amount 
of  matter  held  in  solution  by  the  water. 
Through  iron  it  passes  at  from  fifteen  to  seven- 
teen times  as  fast  as  through  the  air,  the  differ- 
ence being  dependent  upon  the  temperature. 
Along  the  fibre  of  wood  its  rate  is  between 
10,000  and  15, 00(4  .feet  per  second,  the  differ- 
ence depending  upon  the  kind  of  wood;  across 
the  fibre  the.  rate  is  about  one-third  of  this.

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QUEST  OF  THE  OCCULT 

St.  Paul  believed  in  the  occult.  Writing  to 
the  Ephesiahs  he  said  of  Christ,  "For  by  Him 
were  all  things  created  that  are  jn  Heaven  and 
that  are  on  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether 


Mey  be  thrones,  in"  Uuuiiiiiuiis,  ui  principali- 
ties or  powers."  To  the  Ephesians  he  wrote: 
"For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood, 
hut  against     pijncjpaljties,     against     powers, 

against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this 
world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high 
places."  To  the  Romans  he  wrote:  "For  I 
am  persuaded  that  neither  death  nor  life,  nor 
angels,  nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor 
things  present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor  height, 
nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature  shall  be  able 
to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord."  The  key  to  these 
three  quotations  is  in  the  second,  "We  wrestle 
not  with  flesh  and  blood."  The  language 
clearly  indicates  that  Paul  believed  that  there 
are  occult  powers  of  evil  which  must  be  over- 
come. "Thrones,  dominions,  principalities 
and  powers"  were  terms  used  in  the  early 
days  of  Christianity  to  define  the  various  orders 
of  angels.  Dante,  in  the  "Inferno,"  accepts 
this  explanation,  and  we  find  traces  of  the 
same  idea  in  ''Paradise  Lost."  Very  great  in- 
terest attaches  to  this  in  view  of  the  very  re- 
markable revival  of  the  quest  of  the  occult 
now  in  progress.  To  most  people  the  utter- 
ances of  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  at  the  opening  of 
the  late  session  of  the  British  Association  came 
as  a  surprise,  but  not  to  those  who  have 
watched  the  progress  of  this  investigation.  To 

The  address  of  Sir  Oliver  was  so  long,  and 
so  much  of  it  was  occupied  with  abstruse 
scientific  dissertation,  that  it  has  not  been  very 
widely  published,  and  hence  not  generally  read. 
The  paragraph,  which  may  be  regarded,  ap- 
parently as  epoch-making,  is  as  follows:  "The 
evidence  to  my  mind  goes  to  prove  that  dis- 
camate  intelligence,  under  certain  conditions, 
may  interact  with  us  on  the  material  side,  thus 
indirectly  coming  within  our  scientific  ken; 
and  that  gradually  we  may  hope  to  attain  some 
knowledge  of  a  larger,  perhaps  ethereal,  ex- 
istence and  of  the  conditions  regulating  inter- 
course across  the  chasm.  A  body  of  re- 
sponsible investigators  has  even  now  landed 
upon  the  treacherous,  but  promising,  shores 
pf  a  new  continent,  and  there  is  more  to  say 
than  that  The  methods  of  science  are  not 
the  only  way,  though  they  are  our  way,  of  be- 
ing piloted  to  truth."  In  reading  this  we 
must  remember  that  the  words  were  spoken 
by  one  of  the  greatest  physical  scientists  of 
the  day  to  the  greatest  scientific  assemblage 
in  the  world. 

Sir  Oliver  is,  we  think,  yet  president  of 
the  Psychical  Research  Society  in  the  ,chair  of 
which  have  been  such  distinguished  men  as 
the  Hon.  Mr.  Balfour,  at  one  time  Prime  Min- 
ister; Prof.  Balfour  Stewart,  Sir  William 
Crookes  and  Prof.  William  James,  of  Harvard. 
It  was  founded  in  1 882  by  Prof.  Sedgewick, 
and  therefore  has  for  thirty-one  years  devoted 
itself  to  the  scientific  study  of  the  occult. 

We  direct  attention  to  the  parallel  be- 
tween one  of  the  remarks  by  Sir  Oliver  Lodge, 
above  quoted,  and  one  made  by  St.  Paul.  The 
distinguished  president  of  the  British  Associa- 
tion said:  "The  methods  of  science  are  not 
the  only  way,  though  they  are  our  way,  of 
being  piloted  to  truth."  The  great  apostle  to 
the  Gentiles  wrote  of  what  he  called  "The 
hidden  wisdom,  God,"  that  "these  things  are 
spiritually  discerned."  Read  the  whole  of 
Chapter  2  pf  the  1st  Epistle  to  the  Cor- 
inthians and  the  parallel  between  the  two 
statements  will  be  the  more  apparent.  In  this 
chapter,  Paul  very  clearly  points  out  that  there 
are  other  ways  than  that  of  human  wisdom  of 
"being  piloted  to  the  truth." 

The  only  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
point  out  the  nature  of  the  quest  of  the  occult 
and  to  show  that  it  is  by  no  means  necessarily 
hostile  to  religion,  but  rather  in  accordance 
with  the  ideas  expressed  by  the  great  Apostle, 
who  did  more  than  anyone  else  to  formulate 
Christianity  in  a  distinct  religion.  It  Is  not 
for  us  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  con- 
clusion to  which  these  things  point.  We  con- 
fess to  being  quite  unable  t©  do'so.  It  may  be 
conceded  that  some  persons  will  retard  the 


utterances  of  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  as  impious,  and 
look  upon  the  whole  effort  of  the  Psychical 
Research  Society  as  an  unwarranted  invasion 
of  a  field  wherein  man  has  no  business  to 
tread.  But  there  is  no  use  in  advancing  such  a 
contention.  Facts  are  facts,  and  opinions  can- 
not alter  them.  Facts  in  the  realm  of  psychical 
research  must  be  proved  in  the  same  way  that 
other  things  are  proved,  and  if  the  result  is 
that  some  of  our  ideas  are  overturned,  it  will 
be  only  what  has  happened  in  a  thousand 
other  instances.  If  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  and 
those  who  think  as  he  does  are  wrong,  they 
will  prove  themselves  out  of  the  court  of 
human  judgment.  If  they  are  investigating  a 
realm  of  truth,  their  discoveries  may  be  of 
enormous  value  to  mankind.  It  is  quite  pos- 
sible, indeed  one  might  be  justified  in  saying  it 
is  extremely  probable,  that  they  are  only  as  yet 
seeing  "through  a  glass  darkly."  In  every 
other  range  of  human  enquiry  this  has  been  the 
way.  When  Columbus  found  America  he  was 
looking  for  Asia.  We  do  not  know  to  what 
the  quest  of  the  occult  will  lead.  But  there 
is  one  thing  to  which  it  will  not  lead,  namely, 
to  a  conclusion  that  Love  is  not  the  fulfilling 
of  Law,  or  that  we  should  do  unto  others  as  we 
would  that  they  should  do  unto  us.    The  ex- 


pectancy of  the  World  is  a  life  beyond-that  pro* 
cess  which  we  call  death.  The  late  William 
T.  Stead  wrote:  "The  period  of  growth  and 
probation  is.  no  mbre.^inplete  at  death  than 
it  is  on  leaving  school,  finishing  an  apprentice- 
ship or  retiring  from  business.  The  environ- 
ment is  changed.  But  the  principles  of  growth, 
of  evolution,  of  endless  progress  towards  ideal 
perfection  continues  to  be  the  law  of  life."  This 
is  singularly  like  an  expression  in  the  Epistle 
to  the  Hebrews,  which  is  generally  attributed 
to  Paul.  In  this  Epistle,  reference  is  made 
to  "the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect." 
Clearly,  for  longer  than  most  of  us  think,  there 
has  been  an  expectancy  of  the  character  of 
which  we  are  now  speaking,  and  if  it  has  been 
largely  lost  sight  of  in  religious  teaching,  if 
we  have  grown  to  think  that  the  future  life  is 
now  progressive,  possibly  we  may  have  been 
in  error.  Possibly  we  have  been  misreading 
the  teachings  of  the  Fathers.  The  new  line 
of  thought,  which  is  obtaining  so  great  a 
vogue  at  the  present  time,  may  result  in  the 
broadening  of  Christianity.

in  the  end  Louis  was  successful  and  Frederick 
was  taken  prisoner.  This  did  not  end  the 
strife,  because  Leopold,  Frederick's  brother, 
^was-resolvcd-  nut  tu  yield  to  Luuis,  but  the 
latter  put  an  end  to  the  strife,  by  bringing 
Frederick  out  of  his  prison  and  crowning  him 
as  joint  emperor.  Louis  died  in  1347,  after  a 
very  turbulent  reign,  the  story  of  which  is 
hardly  worth  the  telling.  During  it  the  Pope  and 
the  King  of  France  were  virtually  the  rulers 
of  Germany.  Readers  of  English  history  will 
remember  that  the  blind  King  of  Bohemia  was 
slain  at  Crecy,  and  that  the  Prince  of  Wales 
adopted  his  crest  and  motto.  The  quarrel  of 
which  Crecy  was  the  outcome  really  did  not 
concern  Germany,  and  the  participation  of 
German  princes  in  the  war  was  so  little  to  be 
expected  tha"t  King  Edward,  viewing  the  field 
of  Crecy  and  seeing  so  many  bodies  of 
soldiers  from  across  the  Rhine,  exclaimed, 
"O  ye  Germans;  how  could  ye  die  for  a 
French  king."  The  most  permanent  political 
event  of  this  reign  was  the  declaration  of  in- 
dependence of  several  of  the  Swiss  cantons, 
and  the  establishment  of  a  confederacy, 
which  yet  continues.  But  if  the  reign  of 
Louis  was  not  fruitful  of  many  important 
political  results,  it  will  be  remembered  for 
other  reasons.  In  1337  a  great  comet  ap- 
peared, and  the  whole  of  Europe  was  stricken 
with  terror.  That  the  end  of  the  world  was 
approaching  was  the  opinion  of  nearly  every- 
one. The  comet  vanished  in  due  course,  but 
in  the  three  years  following  enormous  num- 
bers of  locusts  appeared.  The  terror  of  the 
people  had  hardly  subsided  when  the  Em- 
peror died  in  1347.  Indeed;  the  last  days 
were  even  then  supposed  to  be  at  hand,  and 
when,  in  the  following  year,  a  frightful  earth- 
quake happened,  the  people  were  .  stricken 
with  terror.  This  earthquake  was  perhaps  the 
most  severe  of  which  we  have  any  record.  It 
devastated  Greece,  Cyprus,  Italy  and  the 
southern  part  of  Switzerland.  How  much 
further  it  extended  is  not  known,  but  its 
severity  wa^  such  that  in  several  places  moun- 
tains were  swallowed  up  and  the  whole  face 
of  the  country  was  changed.  Even  if  we  as- 
sume that  the  accounts  which  have  come  down 
to  us  have  been  exaggerated,  the  period  must 
nave  been  one  calculated  to  appal  even  the 
stoutest  heart.  The  air  was  thick,  pestilential 
and  stifling,  say  historians  who  pro!  ess  to  be 
relating  the  facts.  Countless  meteors  appeared 
in  the  heavens.  One  account  tells  of  a  gigan- 
tic pillar  of  fire  which  stood  in  the  heavens 
above  the  city  of  Avignon.  Eight  years  later 
there  came  another  earthquake,  not  so  ex- 
tensive as  that  of  1347,  but  equally  severe 
where  it  occurred.  Concurrent  with  these 
events  was  the  Black  Plague.  It  is  thought 
to  have  originated  in  China  but  it  swept  over 
Asia  and  Europe  as  no  other  pestilence  either 
before  or  since.  There  is  no  means  pf  ascer- 
taining just  when  it  began,  but  it  seems  first  to 
have  appeared  in  China  in  1333.  For  fifteen 
years  that  country  suffered  horribly.  The 
plague  was  not  the  only  evil.  There  were 
droughts,  floods,  famines,  earthquakes,  vol- 
canic eruptions,  swarms  of  locusts  and  even 
what  seemed  to  be  complete  reversals'  of  the 
seasons.  There  is  nothing  recorded  in  history 
at  all  comparable  to  the  afflictions  under 
which  China  and  the  whole  Orient  suffered 
during  those  fifteen  years.  The  climax  was 
the  plague,  or  Black  Death.  A  contemporary 
writer,  speaking  of  the  coming  of  the  plague 
to  Italy,  says  it  was  preceded/ by  a  thick  and 
awful  fog,  which  came  out  otf  the  East.  The 
pestilence  lasted  until  1 35  L<  its  greatest  vio- 
lence being  during  the  years  I  H«-'50.  in  China 
alone  13,000,000  people  died;  in  the  rest  of 
the  Orient  the  victims  were  estimated  at  24,- 
000,000.  It  is  said  that  $5,000,000  was  a 
moderate  estimate  for  the  death  roll  of  Eu- 
rope. How  many  millions  died  in  Africa,  no 
one  pretends  to  know.  II  is  perhaps  within 
the  mark  to  say  that  at  least  100,000,000 
people  perished.  One  writer  says:  "Every- 
where was  death.  All  animal  life  was 
threatened.  Rivers  were  consecrated  to  receive 
corpses  that  no  one  darei  kury.     Thousands 


RIDDLES  OF  NATURE 
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(Continued) 
Last  Sunday  we  spoke  of  the  riddle  which 


Nature  presents  us  when  we  seek  to  discover 
what  becomes  of  the  energy  which  produces 
the  undulations  of  the  ether,  which  in  their 
turn  produce  light.  The  ether  itself  is  an  in- 
soluble riddle  apparently.  Its  existence  is  not 
known;  it  is  only  inferred  as  a  working  hypo- 
thesis. We  described  in  a  former  article  what 
a  working  hypothesis  is.  Scientific  men  assume 
that  something  must  pervade  the  Universe 
everywhere,  or  else  there  would  be  no  medium 
for  the  transportation  of  light,  electricity  or 
other  forms  of  energy.  The  ether  pervades 
the  most  solid  substances  as  well  as  the  vast 
realms  of  space.  Indeed  the  whole  visible 
Universe  is  afloat  in  the  ether.  A  piece  of 
wood  afloat  on  the  water  displaces  a  certain 
amount  of  the  water;  but  the  Earth,  floating 
in  the  ether,  displaces  none  of  it.  There  has 
been  a  great  deal  of  scientific  speculation  con- 
cerning this  mysterious  thing,  and  the  latest 
view  is  that  it  is  an  incompressible  substance, 
many  million  times  less  dense  than  anything 
else.  There  can  be  no  greater  riddle  than 
this:  What  can  be  the  nature  of  that  which 
cannot  be  seen,  or  touched,  or  weighed  or 
measured,  which  has  neither  color  nor  odor, 
which  is  everywhere  and  yet  we  are  uncon- 
scious of  it? 

Light  is  due  to  undulations  of  the  ether; 
sound  arises  from  pulsations  of  the  atmosphere. 
Sound  originates  in  vibration.  Primarily  there 
must  be  a  displacement  of  the  atmosphere  or 
there  will  be  no  sound.  /  note  of  a  piano  is 
struck:  the  wire  on  which  the  hammer  strikes 
vibrates.  The  vibration  is  communicated  to 
the  adjoining  air  particles  and  is  passed  on  from 
them  to  the  next,  and  so  on  until  the  ear  is 
reached  and  a  sound  is  heard. .  Here  are  five 
billiard  balls  lying  on  the  table  touching  each 
other;  a  sixth  ball  is  rolled  gently  against  one 
of  the  end  balls;  the  ball  at  the  other  end  rolls 
away,  but  neither  the  ball  struck  nor  the  inter- 
mediate balls  move.  In  like  manner  the  vibrat- 
ing string  of  the  piano  imparts'"^  pulse  to  the 
air  particles  next  it,  and  each  of  these  passes  it 
on  until  it  reaches  the  ear-drum,  or  whatever 
it  may  be  that  we  hear  with,  and  so  it  reaches 
the  brain  and  we  hear  the  sound.  Here  we 
get  the  reason  of  the  apparently  absurd  ques- 
tion: [f  a  tree  should  fall  in  the  forest  with  no 
living  creature  to  hear  it  would  it  make  any 
noise'  The  answer  seems  to  be  that  it  would 
cause  sound,  but  not  noise,  for  noise  is  the 
effect  of  sound  upon  something  capable  of  de- 
tecting it.  But  there  is  no  riddle  in  this.  The 
riddle  is  as  to  what  becomes  of  the  energy 
which  produces  sound,  if,  as  we  are  told,  en- 
ergy cannot  be  annihilated,  although  it  may  be 
Converted  into  another  form. 

This  may  need  a  little  explanation.  If  we 
hammer  an  object  it  becomes  warm;  that  is, 
the  energy  of  our  blows  is  converted  into  heat. 
Certain  people  are  able  to  produce  fire  by  rub- 
bing two  pieces  of  wood  together  in  a  certain 
way.  A  person  who  can  do  this,  and  any  one 
can  if  he  learns  how,  eats  certain  food;  this 
food  enables  him  to  exercise  energy;  he  im- 
parts this  energy  to  a  piece  of  wood;  the 
energy  is  converted  into  heat;  the  heat  takes 
the  form  of  fire;  the  fire  may  he  made  to  com- 
municate its  heat  to  water  and  so  produce 
steam;  the  steam  may  drive  an  engine,  and  so 
on  ad  infinitum.  The  blow  of  the  piano  ham- 
mer creates  sound,  what  becomes  of  the  sound, 
that  is,  of  the  energy  which  produced  the 
sound  )  We  are  told  that  force  is  indestruc- 
ible.  What  becomes  of  the  force  with  which  we 
strike  the  note  of  the  piano  to  set  the  string 
vibrating,  to  cause  the  air  to  pulsate,  to  set 
our  ear-drums  in  motion  ?  By  analogy  with 
other  things  we  are  bound  to  assume  that  the 
process  does  not  stop  at  this  point.  The  at- 
mosphere is  full  of  sound  pulsations.  Some  of 
.'them  are  so  slow  that  we  cannot  hear  them; 
others  are  so  rapid  as  to  be  inaudible  to  man- 
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Tracing  the  peculiarly  unique  development 
of  art  in  Egypt  from  the  primitive  scratchings 
on  stone  of  the  earliest  period  to  the  wonder- 
fully executed  sculpture  of  later  years,  Mr. 
C,  T.  Currelly,  director  of  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum  of  Archaeology,  Toronto,  delivered  ah 
instructive  and  withal  entertaining  lecture  on 
sculpture  and  painting  in  Egypt,  before  the 
Montreal  Art  Association. 

Dealing  with  the  reason  for  sculpture  in  the 
earliest  days  of  the  Egyptians,  the  lecturer  said 
that  the  primitive  idea  was  that  by  making  a 
picture  of  an  object  one  obtained  possession  of 
that  object.  So  there  were  many  pictures  of 
animals  sciatched  in  the  rock  so  that  the  artist 
might  obtain  control  of  the  animal  represented. 
Then,  too,  the  early  art  of  the  Egyptians  was 
to  a  very  great  extent  religious.  In  the  best 
period  of  art  embalming  was  as  yet  unknown 
and  art  was  practically  dead  when  that  science 
was  practiced.  The  idea  was  that  when  a  man 
died  his  soul  went  to  the  underworld,  but  his 
double  remained  near  the  body.  As  the  body 
could  not  be  preserved  a  representation  of  it 
was  painted  or  drawn  or  carved  in  stone.  So 
it  was  believed  the  double  would  be  kept  in  ex- 
istence, for  it  was  believed  that  if  the  double 
ceased  to  exist  so  did  the  soul  and  the  result 
was  annihilation. 

So,  said  Mr.  Currelly,  religion  occupied  an 
important  place  in  Egyptian  art.  The  tombs 
were  decorated  and  the  sculptures  were  most 
often  connected  with  religion  in  some  way.  In 
this  connection  the  inscriptions  on  the  walls 
of  tl.r  tombs  were  wonderfully  executed,  each 
unit  having  a  different  relation  to  the  whole  and 
being  carefully  thought  out  in  their  relations 
to  each  other.  The  sculptures  made  of  granite, 
contrary  to  what  many  believed,  were  beaten 
out  with  hammers  and  not  cut  with  chisels. 
The  lecturer  told  of  actually  finding  a  number 
of  these  hammers  beside  a  carving. 

The  Egyptians,  continued  Mr.  Currelly,  had 
inherited  the  real  skill  and  science  of  making 
their  hands  do  what  their  minds  wanted.  From 
rough  scratches  in  stone  the  sculpture  had  de* 
veloped  to  a  wonderful  perfection.  Some  par- 
ticularly fine  specimens  were  illustrated,  some 
of  these  sculptures  being  over  10,000  year! 
old.  A  feature  of  the  early  Egyptian  sculpture 
was  that  it  rarely  expressed  motion  in  the  sense 
that  the  art  of  other  nations  expressed  tt.  Thfe 
figures  were  usually  in  fixed  attitudes,  although 
at  times  the  anatomical  knowledge  displayed"  iq| 
the  execution  was  considerable,  while  in  soma 
of  the  work  the  expression  was  well  portmvifci 
* —

It  was 
mounted,  and  to  it  was  attached  the  fly  with 
which  1  had  but  lately  failed  to  hook  any  of 
the  fish  risen.     Now,  at  the  second  throw  a  fish 
feeding  in  midstream  took  the  fly  well,   and 
before  long  the  net  went  under  as  pretty  a  two- 
pounder  as  one   could   wish  to  see.      In  the 
course  of  an  hour  five  of  his  comrades  followed 
him  into  the  basket,  and  only  one  trout  was 
risen  and  not  hooked.    Then  1  got  weeded,  a 
breakage  ensued  and  most  of  the  frayed  and 
ancient  cast  was  lost.     It  was  replaced  by  the 
rather  deeply  stained  one  with  which  I  had 
originally  started  fishing.       Promptly  the  old 
game  of  short  rises  began  again,  and,  now  be- 
lieving that  darkness  of  the  gut  was  the  cause 
1  asked  my  attendant  if  he  knew  of  an  un- 
stained cast  or  two.    He  said  he  had  some  at 
nis  (Sottage,  "and  started  off  to  get  them.    To 
snorten  his  return  journey  1  followed  Some  way 
downstream  before    beginning  to  fish  again. 
Here  the  :banks  were  higher  and  there  were 
lots  of  bushes,  close  under  which  most  of  the 
fish  were  rising.    These  took  my  fly  fairly  well

We  make  innumerable  changes  of  fly  in 
the  hope  that  thus  we  shall  eventually  select, 
or  stumble  on,  a  pattern  which  will  be  fatally 
alluring  to  hitherto  recalcitrant  trout.  Many 
of  us  usually  begin  the  choice  of  a  succession 
of  artificials  by  selecting  those  of  which  the 
colors  most  nearly  approximate  to  those  of  the 
natural  insects  which  at  the  moment  may  be 
on  the  water.  Afterwards  Individual  fancies 
are  probably  our  guides  in  the  selection.  Re- 
cent experiments  have  indicated  the  probable 
appearance  that  the  fly  presents, to  the  fish, 
namely,  that  of  an  object  seen  as  a  silhouette 
against  the  light,  showing  only  a  little  rather 
vague  coloring,*  and  this  due  principally  to  the 
transparency  or  light  radiation  of  or  from 
various  colored  fibres  or  tinsels.  Nevertheless, 
old  habits  still  induce  the  average  angler  to 
study  the  fly  held  so  close  that  the  light  shines 
on  not  through  it.  Mere  color  as  seen  by  us 
cannot  be  of  importance  if  from  any  cause  that 
color  is  non-existent  so  far  as  the  fish  is  con- 
cerned. Although  a  color  per  se  may,  when 
seen  from  under  water,  be  unnoticeable,  yet  it 
may  have  a  considerable  secondary  effect  on 
the  visibility  of  the  fly  and  its  apparent  shape, 
incidentally  increasing,  diminishing,  or  altering 
these  according  to  circumstances. 

The  gut  cast  is  generally  selected  with  care- 
ful regard  only  as  to  its  degree  of  fineness.     In- 
sufficient or  ill-directed  thought  is  bestowed  on 
its  tint.     A  dark  fly  is  often  exchanged  for  one 
of  a  lighter  hue  on  the  ground  that  the  latter 
is  more  visible  when  the  light  fades  and  back- 
grounds darken.  Yet  how  seldom  do  we  change 
the  cast  for  a  similar  reason  but  with  an  oppo- 
site motive.     Recent  experiments  with  the  sub- 
aqueous camera  show  that  the  man  at  the  end 
of  the  rod  is  recorded  either  as  a  prominent  and 
gigantic  figure    or  as  a  barely    visible  squat 
dwarf,  and  these  differences  of  result  are  large- 
ly owing  to  the  variations  in  coloring  of  his 
clothing   in   relation   to   the   character  of  the 
background.     I   think  that  these  experiments 
can  be  also  applied  to  the  tinting  of  gut,  and 
that  this  therefore,  becomes  principally  a  ques- 
tion of  against  what  particular  background  will 
the  fish  be  most  likely  to  view  it.    To  illustrate 
this:     Some  years  ago  I  was  fishing  a  section 
of  the  Kennet,  which  there  ran  between  insig- 
nificant banks  amidst   broad    open   meadows, 
immediately  behind  which  the  ground-line  rose 
very  gradually  from  the  plane  of  the  river. 
Therefore,  any  object  on  or  near  the  surface 
of  the  water  and  more  than  a  few  inches  away 
from  the  low  banks  was  necessarily  outlined 
only  against  the  sky  to  the  trout  below.     Fish 
were  rising  and  taking  some  duns,  of  which  I 
had  in  my  fly  box  what  appeared  to  be  a  per- 
fect imitation.     Nevertheless,  my  creel  remain- 
ed empty,  and  though  1  rose  many  fish  none 
fastened.     Timing  of  the  strike  seemed  correct, 
the  gut  was  fin«,  and  I  kept  myself  and  the 
rod  out  of  sight  as  much  as  possible.    Presently 
a  man  arrived  with  my  lunch,  and  he  watched 
the  proceedings  with  interest.     1  kenw  him  to 
be  a  very  practical  and  successful  angler,  who, 
being  in  the  employ  of  the  owner  of  the  water, 
was  occasionally  deputed  to  catch  a  brace  of 
trout  as  required  for  the  house.       On  these 
quests  he  was  not  as  a  rule  absent  very  long, 
yet  he  seldom  returned  without  fish,   and  he 
employed  none  but  the  most  orthodox  methods 
for  their  capture.     1  invited  him  to  inspect  my 
tackle  and  note  possible  defects.     Both  fly  and 
quality  of  gut  met  with  his  approval,  and  he 
failed  to  find  any  reason  for  the  short  rises. 
Presently,  whilst  I  lunched,  he  mentioned  that 
my  cast  wVs  stained  a  little  darker  than  he 
thought  good  on  such  a  clear  day,  and  he  in- 
dicated with  motions  of  head  and  elbow  the 
cloudless  expanse  above  us.    1  handed  him  the 
fly  book,  told  him  to  select  what  he  consid- 
ered a  good  colored  cast,  and,  lunch  finished, 
I  again  started  fishing  with  the  same  results  as 
before.     I  rose  fish,  but  did  not  hook  or  even 
touch  them. 


and  by  the  time  the  man  had  returned  i  naa 
landed  twO  and  lost  the  same  number.  Think- 
ing to  better  this,  I  put  on  one  of  the  unstained 

casts  that  had  just  been  brought  to  me.  Now 
the  effect  was  reversed  and'  trout  rose  short  at 
all  flies  on  the  white  gut.  These  things  hap- 
pened many  years  ago,  and  I  did  not  at  the 
time  think  of  the  successful  use  of  the  white 
or  stained  gut  respectively,  with  any  idea  of  the 
relation  of  their  tints  to  the  background,  but 
just  idly  accepted  what  my  temporary  mentor 
told  me,  i.e.,  that  on  clear,  bright  days  he 
used  a  white,  on  dull  ones  a  slightly  stained 
cast.  Long  afterwards  it  occurred  to  me  that 
as  he  usually  fished  in  an  open  stretch  of  water 
free  from  trees  and  bushes  the  cast  had  thus 
always  been  more  or  less  assimilated  to  the 
hue  of  the  sky  overhead. 

I    used  to  go    bottom    fishing  in  a  small 
stream  over  which  from  each  bank  tall  alders 
arched  till  their  branches  were  almost  inter- 
mingled.    The  bed  of  the  stream  was  thickly 
lined  with  a  black  debris  of  dead  limbs.     Even 
the  coarse  fish  therein  for  a  generation  at  least 
defied  capture,  save  on  the  rarest  occasions. 
One  day  I  tried  absolutely  black  gut,  and  for 
the  first  time  in  my  life  took  a  full  basket  from 
that  stream.    Subsequent  trials  confirmed  a  be- 
lief in  the  virtue  of  sable  strands  if  used  on  that 
darkly  lined  and  shaded  little  river.     With  a 
friend  I  discussed  the  reason  of  my  successes 
in  this  case,  and  we  decided  that  as  the  color 
of  the  water  was  normal,  it  could  only- be  the 
color  of  the  background  that  necessitated  black- 
ened gut.    That  point  decided,  we  experiment- 
ed on  other  rivers  with  casts  colored  so  that  if 
they  did  not,  quite  match,  they  at  all  events  did 
not  violently  contrast  with  the  surroundings. 
These  experiments  sometimes  produced  satis- 
factory results  in  the  shape  of  good  baskets  of 
fish.     The  contents  of  ink,  tea  and  coffee  pots 
were  our  most  useful  adjuncts,  and  the  first  two 
of  these  while  tinting  seemed  at  the  same  time 
actually  to  strengthen  the  gut.     Beware,  how- 
ever, of  various  makes  of  fancy  inks.     Some 
red  ink  which  1  used  as  part  of  a  staining  mix- 
ture, rotted  gut  in  less  than  a  week.     Cheap 
dyes  can  now  be  bought  even  at  village  shops, 
and  these,  so  far  as  I  have  tried  them,  seem  to 
have  no  bad  effects  on   the  strength  of    the 
cast. 

If  the  water  is  fairly  transparent,  although 
perhaps  at  the  same  time  it  may  be  highly  col- 
ored,   I  do  not  think  that   its  color  should   be 
allowed  to  influence  the  selection  of  a  cast.     If, 
however,  the  water  is  nearly  opaque,  owing  l" 
the  addition  of  road  washings  or  similar  soiiJ 
matter,  its  hue  may  be  taken  as  a  guide.     One 
often  hears  a  remark  made  to  the  effect  that 
the  gut  is  'very  visible  in  the  water."     This  is 
misleading,  inasmuch  as  it  may  be  true,  only 
from  the  point  of  view  of  an  observer  on  the 
bank,  who  is  looking  at  the  cast  with,  instead 
of  against,  the  light,  and  it  would  also  be  out- 
lined   upon    an    entirely    different    background 
from  that  against  which  it  is  seen  by  the  fish. 
If  we  could  obtain  absolutely  transparent  gut, 
it  would  be  invisible  because  of  such  transpar- 
ency, although  rays  reflected  from  it  might  be 
seen.     A  suitable  and  perfectly  transparent  sub- 
stance not  being  procurable,  it  seems  obvious 
that  the  next  best  thing  is  to  render  what  we 
have  as  inconspicuous  as  possible  against,   its 
probable  background.     This  would  seem  to  be 
most  effectively  accomplished  by  its  artificial 
endowment  with  what,  when  shown  in  various 
forms  of  animal  or  insect  life,  is  called  "pro- 
tective coloring."     Variations  in   the  color  of 
casts,  which  should  range  from  light  to  dark 
shades,  according  to  circumstances,  seem  to  be 
quite  as  necessary  and  useful  as  changes  of  fly.

in  the  hills  were  frozen  fast.     It  was  impossible 
for  herds  of  antelope  -to  get  either  food    or 
water.     In  thousands  they  drifted  towards  the 
Platte  River,  where  there  is  always  open  water, 
because  of  the  great  fall  in  the  land.    The  last 
open  season  for  antelope  was  in  1905.     Dur- 
ing this  interval  they  had  increased  at  a  great 
rate.     No  one  dreamed  there  were  so  many 
till  the  thing  happened  which  I  am  about  to 
tell.     We  had  a  great  pasture  adjoining    our 
place  in   Morgan   County,   Colorado.        It  lay 
along  the  sand-hills,  South  of  the  river,    about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile.      At   that  particular 
point  there  must  have  been  some  wind  dur- 
ing the  storms.    At  any  rate,  the  tall  sand-grass 
stood  in  many  places  for  several  hundred  yards 
among  the  breaks  in  the  hills.    No  road  passed 
the  pasture.    On  the  morning  of  Thanksgiving 
Day  a  strange  sight  met  our  eyes.    A  drifting 
herd  of  antelope  came  into  sight  over  the  hills 
to  the  West  of  us.     They  came  slowly  and 
warily  toward  the  house.    When  they  came  to 
a 'barbed  wire,  fence,  they  knelt  as  gracefully 
as  ever  bride  knelt  at  the  altar  and  went  under. 
When  they  came  near  enough  to  the  house  so 
we  could  get  a  count,  we  found  there  were  over 
a  hundred  of  the  beautiful  creatures.     These 


son  comes  again,  there  will  be  a  new  kink  in 
the  law  that  will  again  postpone  it.  Not  for 
much  money  would  we  have  missed  the  pretty 
sights  that  we  saw  that  Winter  on  the  glorious 
wind-swept  plains  of  the  great  Centennial  State.

RAISING  GOLD  FISH 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  AN  ANTELOPE  HERD 

The  Winter  of  1909-10  was  a  very  hard 
Winter  in  the  plains  States.  The  snow  came 
early,  without  wind  to  drift  it,  and  it  lay  so  deep 
that  it  covered  the  tops  of  the  sagebrush.  The 
short,  sweet  gramma  grass  lay  far  below  the 
level  white  surface.    All  itlW-ns  of  water  out 


were  does,  yearlings,  anfl  little  uues.  Tlieic 
were  only  a  few  bucks  with  horns.  They 
seemed  evry  thin,  and  naturally  very  shy,  but 
Uhey~.drifted  by,  and  a  halj^iattft  frfoer  Mck 
reached  the  pasture.  Here  was  plenty  of  feed. 
The  hills  sheltered  them  to  the  North.  Water 
was  near.  They  never  left  the  pasture  but  once 
that  Winter. 

We  notified  the  nearest  game  warden  and 
then  gave  the  matter  such  publicity  as  we  could, 
so  that  hunters,  if  inclined  to  come  there,  would 
know  that  the  herd  was  being  watched.     One 
night  we  heard  dogs  running  in  the  pasture. 
The  next  morning  our  antelope  were  found  to 
be  drifting  back  past  the  place,  over  the  same 
trail  they  had  come.     We  took  a  team  and 
sleigh  and  went  to  head  them  off.     We  had 
to  keep  a  half-mile  from  them  and  work  back 
and  forth  across  the  path  they  evidently  pro- 
posed to  take.     After  hours  of  hard  work  we 
succeeded   in  getting  them   back.     Our  team 
was  exhausted,  and  we  were  hungry  and  tired, 
but  it  paid  us,  for  we  had  the  beautiful  crea- 
tures to  make  a  study  of  all  the  rest  of  the 
Winter.      Others  came  till   there"  were   three 
hundred.     There  was  but  one  antelope  killed 
in  the  pasture  all  Winter.     It  was  one  of  a  pair 
of  twins,  and  for  weeks  its  twin  fed  near  where 
it  lay  dead.    There  were  a  pair  of  huge  eagles 
in  that  neighborhood,  with  a  nest  somewhere  in 
the  hills.     These  found  a  weakened  yearling 
antelope,  and  with  a  cunning  malignity,  taking 
turns,  pursued  it  till  it  dropped  from  exhaus- 
tion.   Then  they  proceeded  to  kill  it,  by  reach- 
ing the  brain  through  the  eyes,   and  feasted 
upon  it  so  long  as  the  cold  weather  lasted.   The 
mother  of  the  dead  yearling  did  not  show  the" 
same  feeling  for  it  that  its  twin  did.    We  never 
saw  her  lingering  about. 

The  antelope  went  into  the  pasture  very 
thin.  The  snow  had  lain  for  nearly  three  weeks 
before  they  seemed  to  conclude  that  they  must 
go  to  the  river;  then,  too,  they  had  been  chased 
by  coyotes  and  their  trails  showed  blood  every- 
where as  they  went  in.  But  in  the  breaks  of 
the  sand-hills'they  found  food  in  plenty.  They 
drank  at  night  at  the  river.  Examination  show- 
ed well  worn  paths  frequented  every  night. 
With  the  exception  of  the  one  time  when  they 
were  chased  with  dogs,  nothing  ever  molested 
them  save  this  one  pair  of  eagles,  and  when 
they  began  to  go  away,  as  they  did  in  late 
Spring,  they  were  in  good  condition.  Many 
people  visited  the  pasture  besides  ourselves. 
Very  soon  the  antelope  grew  accustomed  to 
us  and  permitted  us  to  drive  about  among  them 
not  too  close,  however.  We  went  among  them 
nearly  every  day  while  the  snow  lasted.  We 
had  more  than  a  hundred  days  of  sleighing  that 
Winter,  so  we  saw  them  many  times. 

It  was  said  that  there  were  fully  ten  thous- 
and antelope  in  Morgan  County  that  Winter. 
It  had  not  been  believed  that  there  were  so 
many  in  that  part  of  Colorado,  until  this  deep 
snow  and  long  continued  hard  freeze  drove 
(hem  out  of  the  hills;  the  oldest  inhabitant 
had  never  seen  any  such  sight  before.  Some 
of  the  herds  drifted  across  the  railroads  in  the 
storms  and  were  killed  by  fast  trains.  In  one 
or  two  places  that  we  knew  of  some  were 
killed  by  hunters.  One  large  herd,  with  many 
big  bucks,  was  located  near  the  mouth  of  Bijou 
Creek,  and  people  drove  out "by  hundreds  to 
see  them.  Every  herd  in  the  county,  save  and 
except  the  one  in  our  pasture,  was  fed  by  the 
State.  We  set  every  possible  bit  of  wire-pull- 
ing to  work  that  we  knew  of  to  have  these  fed 
by  the  State;  but  it  was  finally  decided  that 
they  were  doing  well  enough  as  it  was,  so  they 
never  had  a  mouthful  of  feed  all  Winter,  ex- 
cept what  they  got  of  sand-grass  from  the  pas- 
ture. Not  till  late  Spring,  when  the  mother 
antelopes  began  to  drop  their  young  did  they 
leave.  Then,  one  and  two  and  three  and  four 
at  a  time,  they  drifted  back  into  the  hills  where 
they  came  from,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a 
scattering  few  none  were  left. 

The  laws  of  Colorado  are  excellent  for  the 
protection  of  her  game.  There  has  been  no 
open  season  on  antelope  for  many  years,  and 
the  chances  are  that,  by  the  time  the  open  sea- 


LUCRATIVE  SPORT 

In  New  York  a  new  industry  has  been  flour- 
ishing for  the  last  year — the  raising  of  rare  and 
splendid  goldfish  in  back  yards.  Not  the  ordinary 
five-for-a-quarter  variety  of  red  and  copperish 
glass-bowl-and-a-tumbler-of-water      type      of 
goldfish,  but  a  royal  breed  of  flaming  sunset 
fish  that  was  first  bred  in  far-away  China,  and 
which  .because  of  its  gorgeous  dress  and  rarity, 
has  long  commanded  high  prices  from  fish-lov- 
ers, whose  piscatorial  affection  does  not  take 
the  form  of  feeding  on  the  finny  tribe. 
'      One  breeder  of  back-yard  goldfish  was  re- 
cently reported  to  have  cleared  $120  a  year 
from  his  little  fish  farm,  and  that,  too,  although 
he  devoted  to  his  experiment  only  such  time 
as  he  could  spare  before  and  after  office  hours. 
The  man  knew  a  great  deal  about  fish_  pets.

|tfpne  of  the  cleanest,  most  intensely  inter- 
esting and  least  troublesome  hobbies  a  person 
can  have  is  the  keeping  of  pet  goldfish.  Once 
you  have  experienced  the  pleasure  and  interest 
that  attaches  to  having  a  pair  of  these  hand- 
some creatures,  you  have  found  a  hobby  that 
will  endure.  And  if  you  would  have  big  re- 
turns for  your  outlay  of  time  and  money,  try 
your  hand  at  raising  these  pets  for  the  market." 
This  expert  last  Summer  successfully  raised 
over  20,000  baby  Chinese  and  Indian  and  Jap- 
anese goldfish  in  his  back  yard.  In  doing  so  he 
used  every  vessel  that  would  contain  water, 
from  dishpans  to  discarded  concrete  washtubs 
and  olive  casks. 

Five  hundred  years  ago,  instead  of  the  dull- 
eyed  mild  little  goldfish  that  nowadays  amuse 
children  in  their  semi-somnolent  glides  around 
the  interior  of  glass  bowls  and  tanks,  fierce, 
wonderful  and  beautiful  types  of  goldfish  were 
first  bred.  Until  five  years  ago  these  fish  re- 
mained in  China;  but  at  that  time  the  Phila- 
delphia Aquarium  Society  imported  some  rare 
specimens  by  way  of  Germany.  This  variety 
is  known  as  the  veil-tailed  dragon-eyed  gold- 
fish. 

As  much  as  one  hundred  dollars  or  even 
52,800  has  been  realized  by  the  sale  of  perfect 
specimens  of  this  fish,  and  inasmuch  as  there 
are  scarcely  more  than  a  score  of  grown  speci- 
mens in  America  these  are  virtually  priceless. 
In  the  last  year,  however,  several  thousand 
young  were  bred,  and  the  price  of  these  has 
fallen  to  about  five  dollars  each.  Few  of  them, 
however,  have  seen  the  interior  of  bird  and  fish 
stories  as  yet. 

The  color  scheme  of  these  fish  is  very  beau- 
tiful. *They  have  few  or  no  scales  and  the 
scattered  scales  here  and  there  appear  like 
spangles  of  gold  on  a  ground  of  blue,  purple, 
crimson,  orange,  white  and  pearl.  Only  one 
fish  in  5,000,000  hatched  is  regarded  as  per- 
fect. 

The  change  In  styles  of  goldfish  in  recent 
years  are  numerous.  There  are  the  old-fash- 
ioned fantail  and  the  fringe-tail  and  the  teles- 
scope  yet,  but  these  are  greatly  changed.  Now 
the  eyes  on  the  dragon-eyed  Chinese  Veiltails 
are  over  an  inch  in  circumference,  and  the 
bodies  are  like  eggs  or  rubber  balls,  with  long 
sweeping  tails — each  tail  separate  and  distinct, 
and  two,  three  and  sometimes  four'  to  a  fish. 
Some  of  these  tails  are  turned  uyward;  others 
are  turned  straight  ahead;  and  some  are  ellip- 
tical, like  two  parenthesis  on  their  sides. 

Then  there  are  the  lettered  dragon-eyes, 
on  which  there  seem  to  be  written  Chinese 
words  in  black  on  scarlet  or  pearl  bodies,  and 
tiger  dragon-eyes,  with  stripes  of  orange  and 
black  like  the  tiger.  Then  again  there  are 
the  Calico  fish,  which  have,  great  blotches  and 
stripes  of  all  colors,  like  a  piece  of  old-fashion- 
ed calico  or  a  crazy  quilt.  There  are  the  Dol- 
phin-Owls, with  great  staring  eyes  like  owls  and 
long  dolphin-shaped  bodies  and  tails.  There 
is  also  the  Ofanda  Shishigashira,  or  Lion-heart- 
ed Fringetail,  which  has  only  this  year  been 
successfully  bred  in  America,  and  which  grow* 
a  hood  and  a  long  mane  like  a  lion  from  its 
second  year,  onward.  These  fish,  the  only 
grown  pair  of  which,  fully  developed,  are  now 
in  Philadelphia,  cost  $1,000. — Dr.  Leonard

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DEER  HYPNOTIZED  BY  STEEL  RAILS 


As  the  engineer  in  charge  of  a  railroad 
track  running  through  Megantic,  Que.,  dis- 
trict was  running  over  his  division  in  a  track 
car  propelled  by  a  gasoline  engine,  he  saw  a 
tine  deer  on  the  track  before  him.  His  bridge 
Inspector,  who  accompanied  him,  being  .  a 
keen  sportsman,  at  once  sent  the  car  along  at 
full  speed  after  the  swiftly  flying  animal,  says 
a  writer  in  The  Family  Herald  and  Weekly 
'tar.  These  cars  are  supposed  to  be  able  to 
-un  along  at  the  rate  of  thirty  miles  an  hour, 
although  the  deer  had  a  good  start,  it  was 
caught  up  \flth  after  about  a  mile's  racing. 

For  fear  of  a  smash-up  resulting  from  a 
l<  llision,  the  foreman  slacked  up  as  the  car 
c;ime  up  to  the  frightened  creature,  and  both 
men  shouted  vigorously  to  it  to  clear  the 
track.  The  only  result  wap  another  spurt  <'t 
speed,  which  was  kept  up  until  the  nimble  feet 
-lipped  through  a  high  treble,  and  the  help- 
less deer,  a  three-year-old  male,  was  made  into 
venison. 

The  curious  featme  of  this  not  unexciting 
hunting  ty.as  the  persistency  with  which  the 
Mag  kept  tp  the  track  between  the  rail-,  in- 
stead of  turning  aside  to  the  safety  which  a 
bound  or  two  would  have  afforded  in  the 
bush. 

.The  engineer,  in  reporting  the-occurrer 
says  that  three  or  four  times  during  the  past 
Summer  he  has  been  obliged  to  stop  his  motor 
car.  to.  get  the  deer  to  leave  the  track.  This, 
and  the  fact  that  the  engine  drivers  say  that 
they  have  several  times,  run  down  moose  and

deer  in  hunting  districts,  lea  to  an  enthusiastic 
sportsman  doing  a  little  investigating  on  his 

own  account.  ■    v 

From  personal  experience,- and-mucluin*~ 
formation  received,  a  very  ingenious  explana- 
tion of  the  refusal  of  the  deer  to  leave     the 
track  between  the  metals  has  been  deduced. 

It  is  a  fact,  known  to  experimentalists,  that 
if  a  chicken's  bill  is  held  to  the  floor  to  a  chalk 
line  drawn  straight  before  it,  the  bird  becomes 
fascinated  and  apparently  unable  to  withdraw 
itself  from  it.  So  it  appears  that  when  fear 
is  driving  from  behind,  the  two  shining  rails 
from  the  right  and  left  have  a  fascinating  or 
hypnotizing  effect  upon  deer,  and  as  long  as 
they  are  kept  moving  swiftly,  they  are  unable 
to  turn  to  either  side. 

The  driver  of  a  freight  train  in  the  Gati- 
neau  Valley  drove  a  pair  of  deer  twenty-four 
miles  in  a  little  over  an  hour,  his  train  mov- 
ing at  a  fairly  uniform  rate  all  that  time.  At 
the  end  of  the  run,  one  of  the  deer,  which  was 
very  fat,  collapsed  and  fell.  The  other 
stood  stupidly  staring  at  the  big  engine  as  it 
stopped,  but  when  the  men  descended  from  it, 
jumped  from  the  track  and  escaped. 

The  deadly  fascination  of  the  steel  rails 
was  well  exemplified  on  the  Kazubazua  Plains 
in  the  same  section,  when  a  pair  of  Scotch 
staghounds  were  seen  passing  from  the  open 
country  from  the  North  driving  a  deer  before 
them.  Without  heeding  the  shouts  of  the  men 
at  the  station,  the  hunted  thing,  which  had 
evidently  come  from  a  long  distance,  bounded 
along  with  some  difficulty,  following  all  the 
curves  of  the  track  down  to  Stag  Creek  Bridge, 
through  which  it  tripped  and,  was  then  lulled 
by  the  hounds. 

The  section  men  on  the  Pontiac  Railway 
chased  a  little  herd  of  three  deer  on  a  down 
grade  for  some  miles  with  their  hand  car,  and 
ran  them  right  up  to  an  approaching  engine. 
As  they  stopped  to  lift  their  machine  clear  of 
the  track,  the  poor  things  slackened  speed, 
looked  helplessly  as  they  ran  on  to  right  and 
left  and  allowed  the  engine  to  send  them  all 
to  destruction.  Probably  at  night  it  is  the 
glare  of  the  headlight  which  attracts,  confuses 
and  then  hypnotizes  the  deer,  and  causes  their 
death. 

An  engine  "running  light,!'  one  dark  night, 
was  derailed  by  a  big  bull  moose  it  had  run 
into.  The  driver  explained  that  he  had  seen 
the  animal  standing  on  the  track,  staring  in- 
tently a  I  the  approaching  headlight,  but  until 
Close  up  to  it  had  not  imagined  that  it  would 
remain  there  to  be  killed.  He  had.  however, 
whistled,  and  then  reversed  his  engine  as  it 
drew  near  the  mouse.  For  this  he  was  great- 
ly blamed  by  the  superintendent,  who  ex- 
plained that,  having  made  the  mistake  of  sup- 
posing that  the  m0,ose  would  not,  or  could  not 
divert  its  gaze  from  that  glaring  light,  he 
should  have  crowded  on  all  steam  in  the  hope 
of  throwing  the  huge  carcass  aside  with  the 
cowcatcher. 

Old  locomotive  drivers  are  well  aware  of 
the  hypnotizing  effect  of  the  headlight  of  an 
engine  upon  the  deer  family,  and  when  pos- 
sible stop  and  drive  the  creatures  aside. 

A  little  group  of  these  men,  discussing  the 
matter,  recited  numerous  instances  of  running 
into  deer,  which,  when  once  they  have  fixed 
their  eyes  on  it,  stand  as  though  paralyzed  in 
the  fierce  light  of  the  locomotives.  One  of 
them  spoke  of  having  on  two  occasions  actual- 
ly, with  his  hands,  pushed  deer  from  before  his 
train,  the  poor  things  having  apparently  lost 
their  power  of  movement. 


1  VERY  observer  of  human  nature  is 
aware  that  mankind  are  subject  to 
prejudices  and  notions.  In  these 
days  such  prejudices  and  notions 
are  frequently  created  by  sensa- 
tionalists who  desire  to  bring  themselves  into 
prominence  at  whatever  cost  to  other  people. 
During  the  last  ten  years,  cert.1  in  sensationalists 
have  advanced  the  idea  that  oysters  are  an 
unwholesome  and  dangerous  food,  and  many 
timid  persons  who  do  not  knbu  ho?/  03  ters  are 
produced  have  been  Influenced  in  tins  way.  But 
within  the  last  two  or  three  year-  the  highest 
authorities  in  the  country  have  decided  entirely 
f.rorabh  to  the  oy-ter  as  a  wholesome,  nutri- 
tious, palatable  and  economical  food. 

Dr.  Carl  L.  Alsherg,  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Cnejhistry  of  the  United  States  Department 
Of  Agriculture,  has  given  special  consideration  ., 
to  this  subject  and  has  said:  "1  could  wish 
that  the  number  of  dangerous  sources  of  milk 
supply  was  as  small,  and  that  the  percentage 
of  pure,  wholesome  milk  was  as  great  as  the 
proportion  of  wholesome,  safe  oysters  that 
reach  our  tables.  .  .  There  is  a  further 
economic  reason  for  the  interest  of  this  depart- 
ment. Every  pound  of  food  taken  from  the 
sea  relieve*  jthe  land  of  producing  a  correspond- 
ing amount  of  meat  and  so  releases  so  many 
acres  for,  the  production  nf-  grain  and  frmft 


GOLDEN    RULES    FOR    STREET    SAFETY 


These  "Ten  Golden  Rules  of  Safety"  have 
been  prepared  by  Peter  M.  Hoffman,  Coroner 
of  Chicago,  for  the  protection  of  pedestrians: 

Look  at  it  from  the  other  fellow's  view- 
point. 

Co-operate  with  him  to  use  the  streets, 
sidewalks,  cars  and  buildings  on  the  equal  rights 
basis  of  traffic. 

Pedestrians  on  the  streets  ^hould  give  an 


Every  pound,  of  food  produced  on  land  uses 
up  some  of  our  soil  fertility.  .^Sea  food  is  a  net 
gain  to  the  land,  and,  moreover,  furnishes  fer- 
tlHzerto^flTffTa !ut  and  directly  enriches  the  soil. 
It  is  but  natural  that  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture wants  to  stimulate  the  production  Of  sea 
food,  and  especially  oyster.  Thousands  of 
acres  of  waters  are'  available  for  oyster  beds 
all  along  our  seaboard,  and  the  oyster-produc- 
ing possibilities  of  the  Gulf  States  have  scarce!} 
been  touched.  The  oyster  .grower  of  the 
reaches  of  the  sea  is  as  much  a  producer  of 
wealth  as  the  breaker  of  new  prairie  land." 

If  the  knowledge  of  the  methods  and  places 
where  oysters  are  cultivated  was  much' more 
general,  the  prejudice  above  referred  to  would 
never  have  obtained,  as  much  consideration  as 
it  did.  Very  few  persons,  comparatively,  know 
oysters  are  grown  and  Cultivated,  but  this  sub- 
ject becomes  one  of  general  interest  in  view  of 
our  need  of  this  valuable,  wholesome  and 
economical  food,  which  is  needed  to  take  the 
place  of  such  foods  as  we  can  afford  hereafter 
but  rarely,  or  not  at  all. 

The  popular  idea  of  the  .source  of  oysters 
is  that  they  grow  wild  in  creeks  estuaries,  etc., 
and  that  men  go  out  in  little  boats'  and  catch 
them,  a  bushel  or  two  at  a  time,  somewhat 
as  clams  are  caught.  The  general  impre- 
is  that  they  grow  naturally  without  cultivation, 
like  blackberries  or  blueberries;  but,  like  man) 
other  popular  impressions,  this  is  erroneous,  ex- 
cept to  a  very  limited,  extent. 

Not  one  bushel  in  one  thousand  of  mature 
oysters  ready  for  market  is  found  growing 
naturally.  This  applies  to  the  product  of  the 
waters  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Con- 
necticut, New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  to  a  less 
degree  to  Delaware,  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
Instead  of  growing  naturally  in  the  majority 
of  these  States,  the  artificial  propagation,  cul- 
tivation and  planting  of  oysters  on  j.  large 
scale  now  produces  more  than  1,000  bushels 
of  mature  oysters,  against  one  bushel  of  ma- 
ture oysters  growing  wild. 

Oyster  farming  is  now  a  productive  in- 
dustry, as  completely. as  is  grain  farming  on  the 
enormous  grain  fields  of  the  West,  wheFe  tens 
of  thousands  of  acres  are  sown  and  harvested 
under  one  management.  Oyster  farming  is  well 
compared  to  grain  farming,  except  that  the 
growing  of  oysters  is  a  far  more  complicated, 
expensive  and  hazardous  enterprise  than  is  the 
growing  of  grain. 

A  large  oyster  farm  comprises  many  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  land  under  from  fifteen  to 
seventy-five  feet  of  water  in  the  great  bodies 
of  salt  water,  such  as  Narragansett,  Peconic, 
Gardiners,  Great  South,  Delaware  and  Chesa- 
peake Bays.  Often  these  farms  are  situated 
several  miles  from  the  shore,  so  that  a  strong 
held  glass  is  required  in  order  to  identify  the 
church  spires,  lighthouses,  hilltops  and  other 
objects  on  the  distant  land,  which  are  used 
for  ranges  in  locating  the  boundaries  of  the 
oyster  farms. 

The  small  boats  used  in  the  catching  of  wild 
oysters  would  be  useless  in  the  propagation, 
planting  or  catching  of  the  crops  on  these  great 
oyster  farms.  The  grounds  are  in  some  in- 
stances several  miles  in   extent,  and  steamers 
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and  gasoline  boats  are  employed  in  their  cul- 
tivation; some  of  the  large  steamers  are  more 
than  ISO  feet  in  length,  thirty  feet  wide,  and 
catching  8,000  ..bushels  of  oysters  per  day, 
in  water  thirty  to  sixty  feet  deep — in  other 
words,  as  deep  as  a  six-story  building  is  high. 
The  change  from  catching  the  few  wild 
oysters  that  grew  naturally,  in  the  same  way 
that  clams  and  scallops  are  now  caught,  to  a 
great  productive  industry,  constitutes  a  revolu- 
tion in  the  oyster  business— ras  complete  a 
change  as  that  from  the  village  smithy  of  for- 
mer days  to  the  hardware  factory  of  the  pres^ 
ttit  date;  employing  thousands  of  skilled  opera- 


tives,' arid'  Using  steim  or  electric  power  for 
every  operation  where  it  is  practicable  to  apply 
■it.    -■■'.■ 

As  an  illustration  oi  one  of  the  many  oper- 
ations in  the  present  oyster  industry,  one  of  the 
large  steamers  above  described  goes  out  in  the 
morning  at  7  o'clock;  by  4  or  5  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  it  has  caught  8,000  bushels  of 
seed  oysters  from  the  grounds  where  they  have 
been  artificially  propagated;  and  at  5  o'clock 
it  departs  for  the  maturing  grounds  1  20  miles 
away,  where  the  oysters  are  to  be  grown  and 
fattened,  and  where  they  acquire  the  rich,  sal- 
ty flavor  which  makes  them  palatable  to  the 
most  critical  taste. 

The  steamer  reaches  these  distant  grounds 
at  6  or  7  o'clock  the  next  morning,  and  is  then 
ready  to  plant  the  young  oysters  on  the  growing 
and  maturing  grounds.  The  oysters  are. caught 
by  steam  power,  but  ihey  are  shovelled  back 
by  a  crew  of  lit  teen  to  eighteen  men.  There 
are  a  double  set  of  officers,  engineers  and  fire- 
men, so  that  those  who  have  managed  the  ves- 
I  during  the  day  may  sleep  during  the  night, 
as  do  the  deckhands.  The  steamer  has  com- 
fortable and  convenient  living  quarters  for 
twenty-five  officer:  and  men.  She  is  navigated 
about  upon  the  ground  while  the  deckhands 
shovel  over  the  oysters  broadcast,  so  as  to  dis- 
tribute them  a,s  evenly  as  possible  over  hun- 
dreds of  acre>  or  oyster  ground. 

These  maturing  grounds  are  situated  in  the 
great  open  bays,  often  a  blind  red  miles  or  more 
from  the  places  where  the/ baby  oysters  are  pro- 
pagated, and  far  from  the  sources  of  contamin- 
ation which  may  have  existed  contiguous  to  the 
creeks,  rivers  and  estuaries  from  which  the  wild 
oysters  were  formerly  caught. 

These  great  oyster  farms,  comprising  from 
5,000  to  over  25, 000  acres  under  one  manage- 
ment, are  often  situated  several  miles  from 
land,  where  the  bottom  is  constantly  swept  by 
the  deep,  clean  currents  of  salt  water,  en- 
suring the  delicious  purity  of  the  product,  which 
commends  oysters  to  epicures.  The  use  of  the 
deep,  open  waters  in  the  great  bays  and  sounds 
has  also  been  increased  '\\  the  fact  "that  the 
oyster  grounds  in  the  vicinity  i^(  cities  and  in 
rivers,  creeks  and  harbors  ha\  e  been  largely 
abandoned,  and  these  which  are  within  several 
miles  of  such  localities  arc  now-  inspected  by 
competent  bacteriological  experts  employed  by 
state  authority. 

They  analyze  the  meat  ol  the  oysterSj  the 
liquor  in  the  shell,  also  the  water  where  they 
grow;  and  the  marketing  oi  oysters  from  a 
place  which  does  not  pass  the  standards  estab- 
lished lor  purity  is  forbidden.  Then,  too,  the 
shipping  firms  have  installed  refrigerating 
plants  and  sterilizing  plants,  and  are  using  many 
improved  kinds  of  packages  to  insure  the  de- 
livery oi  ov-ters  in  the  mosl  perfect  condition 
throughout  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  The  packing  houses  and  equipment 
are  also  inspected  by  health  authorities,  and  are 
open  to  inspection  oi  patrons. 

If  space  permitted,  I  would  describe  the 
methods  of  propagating  and  cultivating  the 
little  oysters,  also  the  enemies  which  destroy 
them  in  vast  quantites,  and  the  methods  oi  com- 
batting  these   enemies,  but   the   foregoing     is 


equal  right  to  automobiles,  street  cars  or  other 
pedestrians. 

Owners  and  operators  of  automobiles 
should  respect  the  rights  of  others.  The  pedes- 
trians on  the  streets  have  as  much  right  to  the 
use  of  the  street  as  you  have,  and  your  forcing 
them  to  submit  to  your  domination  will  call  for 
drastic  legislation  on  car-users. 

Mr.  Business  Man,  you  may  be  the  might - 
est  man  in  town  in  all  other  ways,  yet  if  you  get 
in  front  of  an  autoombile  or  street  car,  which  is 
not  a  respecter  of  persons,  you  will  get  hurt 
just  as  much  as  the  man  in  the  so-called  lower 
walk  of  life. 

Owners  and  operators  of  auto  trucks,  see 
that  your  trucks  are  operated  more  carefully, 
especially  in  the  congested  districts  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  schools,  as  the  AzXy  toll  of  injuries 
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sufficient  to  give  some  impression  of  the  valu- 
able resource  for  production  of  food  which  oy- 
sters furnish.  And  there  is  no  longer  any  ques- 
tion that  the_\  are  one  of  the  most  wholesome, 
palatable  and  economical  ol  our  food  resources. 

WHILE  THE  OYSTER  IS  KING 

The  week  October  20  to  25  has  been  desig- 
nated by  the  Oyster  Growers'  and  Dealers'  As- 
sociation of  North  America  as  "Oyster  Week," 
and  everything  possible  is  to  be  done  during 
that  period  to  promote  interest  in  and  demand 
for  the  oyster.  The  general  public  will  do  well 
to  encourage  this  effort ; to  expand|j$mat  and 
beneficial  industry.  Every  table  during^^B 
'week  should  be  especially  well  supplied  with 
oysters  in  some  style  or  other,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  American  people  will  then  learn 
to  form  a  still  higher  appreriationryrf  thft'fniwl 
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value  of  ;the  oyster  and  realize  the  economy  of 
making  it  a  frequent  part  of  their  djet. 

From  time  immemorial  the  oyster  has  been 
a  favorite  item  in  the  menu  of  the  human  ra< 
The  famous  "kitchen  middens"  of:  primitive 
times  prove  by  their  vast  heaps  of  shells  that 
the  oyster  was  a  prehistoric  article  of  diet.  And 
all  through  the  historic  ages  this  prince  of  bi- 
valves has  appealed  to  the  appetite  and  taste 
of  mankind.  The  Romans,  when  they  were 
masters  of  the  world,  were  themselves  mastered 
by  the  oyster,  their  indulgence  in  it  being  one 
ol  the  amusing  chapters  in  gastronomic  history. 
And  in  the  modern  dietetic  world  the  oyster 
holds  a  lofty  place.  It  has  a  position  all  its 
own;  it  cannot  be  imitated  nor  displaced;  it 
can  be  eaten  raw.  or  it  can  be  cooked  in  many 
ways,  and  the  lovers  of  good  eating  never  seem 
to  tire  of  it. 

Of  all  sea  foods,  the  oyster,  in  the  estima- 
tion of  most  people,  is  the  most  wholesome  and 
delicious.  It  is  not  a'  mere  delicacy,  but  a  real 
and  nutritious  food.  Thus  it  is  fitted  to  furnish 
.  bodily  strength  as  well  as  to  tickle  the  palate. 
Especially  for  persons  whose  physical  systems 
have  become  debilitated  is  it  a  suitable  form  of 
nutriment.  Easily  digested  and  assimilated,  it 
is  an  ideal  source  of  new  life  and  vigor  to  the 
invalid.  Many  an, individual  whose  digestive 
apparatus  is  out  of  order  could,  and  wisely 
should,  subsist  mainly  on  this  bivalve  until  his 
health  is  restored.  > 

•  Our  patriotic  epicures  rejoice  in  the  fact 
that  the  American  oyster  is  without  a  peer — 
it  surpasses  those  of  all  other  countries.  And 
it  is  in  America  that  the  oyster  is  most  apprecU 
ated  and  the  utilization  of  it  most  nearly  uni- 
versal. How  few  persons  there  are  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  who  are  not  familiar 
with  this  valuable  viand?  Few  families  are 
so  poor  as  not  occasionally  to  have  "a  stew, 
a  fry  or  a  raw,"  and  multitudes  of  households 
put  the  oyster  regularly  on  their  bill  of  fare, 
once  a  week,  if  not  oftener.  The  demand  for 
oysters  is  increasing  not  only  in  proportion  to 
increase  in  population,  but  faster  still.  Yet  oy- 
ters  have  played  no  part  in  the  higher  cost 
of  living.  They  are  today,  as  in  past  decades, 
a  moderate  priced  addition  to  the  larder.  This 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  natural  beds  on 
which  the  oyster  thrives  have  either  become 
exhausted  or  are  incapable  of  supplying  the 
growing  demand.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  man's 
ingenuity  has  supplemented  nature's  deficiency. 

The  oyster  is  no  longer  a  "wild  animal." 
It  is  being  cultivated  and  propagated  as  if  it 
were  a  chicken  or  a  plant.  The  "oyster  farm" 
in  the  sea  depths  Off  various  portions  of  our 
coasis  is  one  of  the  most  successful  devices  for 
keeping  up  and  enlarging  the  food  supply.  Ar- 
tificial beds  yielding  prolitieally  are  being  pre- 
pared by  skilled  oystermen  every  year,  and  the 
aggregate  area  of  these  is  expanding  so  rapidly 
•  that  there  is  no  danger  that  the  oyster  will 
become  uwxasonably  high.  This  is  a  matter 
for  Americans  to  congratulate  themselves  on, 
for  with  the  probable  still  further  advance  in 
the  market  values  of  land-animal  meats  there 
is  likely  to  be  more  and  more  resort  to  the 
oyster. — Leslie's  Illustrated  Weekly  News- 
paper.

Recent  investigations  on  the  little  known 
and  rarely  visited  Henderson  or  Elizabeth 
Island  have  led  to  the  discovery  of  a  complete 
and  curious  little  colony  of  zoological  total  ab- 
stainers. The  island,  which  is  uninhabited,  is 
situated  about  120  miles  northeast  of  Pitcaim 
Island — itself  sufficiently  out  of  the  way,  but 
famous  as  the  home  of  the  descendants  of  the 
mutineers  of  the  Bounty- 
There  is  no  water  on  it,  not  even  a  swamp, 
and  it  is  only  six  miles  long,  yet  it  harbors  quite 
a  menagerie — a  kind  of  rat,  a  lizard,  described 
as  very  abundant,  and  no  fewer  than  four  kinds 
of  birds,  all  peculiar  to  the  island.  These  are 
a  fruit  pigeon,  a  lorikeet  or  honey-eating  par- 
rakeel.  a  little  rail  or  crake  and  a  reed  warbler. 
The  strange  thing  about  the  inmates  of  this 
curious  little  natural  aviary  of  coral  rock,  sur- 
rounded b\  waves  instead  of  wires,  is  that  two 
of  its  inmates  are  birds,  one  especially  as- 
sociated with  water — the  rail  and  the  warbler. 
\et  it  is  evident  that  these,  like  the  rest, 
must  do  without  drinking  unless  the  dew  can 
slake  their  thirst,  pr  they  have  acquired  tolera- 
tion for  sea  water  as  a  beverage.  A  similar 
case  is  that  of  the  peculiar  and  very  handsome 
wild  goose  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  which  fre- 
quents the  barren  lava  flows,  where  there  is 
nc  permanent  water  supply,  but  it  feeds  on 
juicy  food,  such  as  sow  thistle  and  berries.  Here 
'we  get  an'even  more  aquatic  type  of  bird 
marooned  on  dry  land,  but  the  Sandwich  Island 
.^oose -takes  to  water  readily  enough  when  kept 
in  Europe. 

°Aii  to  the  existence. ..of  animals     without 


drinking,  it  is  well  known  that  many  have  the 
power  of  sustaining  themselves  in  this  way, 
id  the  phenomenon  occurs  irrespective  of 
ieir  diet  being  vegetable  or  animal,  at  any 
rate  in  some  cases,"  says  The  London  Standard 
in  commenting  upon  Henderson  Island  life. 
"Rabbits,  as  is  well  known,  can  live  without 
water  if  given  plenty  of  salad,  and  co  can  par- 
rots if  supplied  with  sop;  yet  both  will  drink 
on  occasions.  So  will  hawks  and  owls,  but 
these  birds  can  subsist  for  long  periods  without 
drinking  in  captivity;  in  fact  under  the  old  man- 
agement at  the  Zoo  the  owls  never  had  any 
water  given  them.  Neither  did  the  curious 
hornbills,  which  are  by  nature  chiefly  fruit 
eaters,  receive  any.  They  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  drinking  now,  but  do  it  so  awkwardly 
trying  to  peck  up  the  water  with  their  great 
bills  that  the  habit  hardly  seems  natural. 

"It  has  been  recorded  that  a  great  bustard 
lived  for  months  in  captivity  without  drinking, 
although  the  species  does  drink  occasionally, 
and  it  may  be  suggested  that  the  bustards  are 
a  family  of  birds  accustomed  to  frequent  dry 
places,  and  hence  have  acquired  the  power  of 
abstinence. 

"But,  setting  aside  the  fact  that  the  great 
bustard  is  often  found  near  water,  this  explana- 
tion would  not  serve  in  the  case  of  parrots  and 
hornbills,  which  are,  as  a  rule,  forest  birds. 
Moreover,  the  family  of  birds  most  especially 
associated  with  desert  conditions — the  sand 
grouse — do  not  show  any  terfdency  to  dispense 
with  drinking.  Indeed,  they  are  very  de- 
pendent on  water,  flying  to  their  drinking 
places  twice  daily,  and  watering  their  chicks  by 
soaking  their  own  plumage  in  the  fluid,  which 
is  afterwards  sucked  off  by  the  young. 

"The  camel  itself,  proverbial  for  its 
adaptation  to  the  desert  and  endurance  of 
thirst,  is  equally  in  need  of  drinking,  although, 
on  account  of  water  storage  arrangements  in 
its  stomach,  it  can  do  without  a  fresh  supply 
for  days.  Yet  its  endurance  of  thirst  can  be 
maintained  only  about  twice  as  long  as  that  of 
the  horse  kept  under  similar  conditions,  and 
as  an  abstainer  it  cannot  compare  with  the 
giraffe,  the  eland  and  some  of  the  other  ante- 
lopes, which  can  exist  without  drinking  for 
months  at  a  time,  and  probably  indefinitely. 

"Ability  to  exist  without  drinking  is  evi- 
dently a  physiological  peculiarity  of  certain 
species  of  families  of  animals,  and  it  is  obvious, 
from  what  has  been  said  above,  that  this  power 
is  capriciously  distributed  and  has  no  necessary 
connection  with  the  creature's  environment, 
though  under  the  pressure  of  circumstances  it 

may  become  invaluable."

RUSSIA'S  BIG  AEROPLANE 


An  aeroplane  so  large  and  powerful  that 
the  first  accounts  of  its  size  and  performance 
were  disbelieved  by  the  experts  has  been  mak- 
ing a  series  of  remarkable  flights  in  the  vidnity 
of  St.  Petersburg,  Russia,  during  the  past  Sum- 
mer, says  Popular  Mechanicr,'  -Magazine.  This 
enormous  machine  is  a  biplane  of  a  peculiar 
type,  and  its  upper  plane  is  much  longer  than 
the  lower.  The  upper  plane  has  a  span  of 
88 14  ft.,  and  a  surface  of  1,400  square  ft, 
while  the  total  weight  of  the  aeroplane  is 
6,600  lb.  It  is  capable  of  carrying,  besides  Its 
crew  and  1 0  passengers,  enough  fuel  for  a 
flight  of  20  hours,  and  an  additional  load  of 
1,760  lb.  Four  100-h.p.  motors,  which  drive 
four  propellers  furnish  the  motive  power*  the 
motors  being,  of  the  tractor  type,  placed  two 
on  each  side  of  the  cabin  and  supported  on  the 

lower  plane.

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£5lULBS  are  one  of  the  most  ne- 
glected of  the  garden's  oppor- 
tunities. Not  because  they  are 
not  appreciated,  for  their  appeal 
is  quite  universal,  but  because 
their  culture  requires  forethought — careful 
planting,  and  some  work,  many  months  be- 
fore there  will  be  anything  to  show  for  it  ex- 
cept the  gardener's  joy  in  anticipation — and 
that,  by  the  way,  is  no  inconsiderable  reward. 
The  knowledge  that  you  how  have  your  dozens 
or  hundreds  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  most 
beautiful  Spring  flowers  tucked  safely  '  away 
in  the  soil,  snugly  protected  and  awaiting  only 
the  first  warm  days  to  brighten  and  gladden 
your  home  world,  is  in  itself  a  very  good 
Winter's  dividend  on  your  small  investment  of 
cash  and  time. 

The  cheerful,  daring  little  Snow  Drops  and 
Squills,   welcome  harbingers  of  the  return  of 
the  season  of  life;  the  smiling  Crocuses  turn- 
ing their  many  colored  cups  upward  to  drink 
the  first  draughts  of  the  year's  golden  sunshine; 
Daffodils  "that  come  before  the  swallows  dare 
and  take  the  winds  of  March  with  beauty;" 
Golden  Jonquils  and  heavy-scented  Hyacinths 
— all  these,  if  you  would  see  them  at  all  next 
Spring,   will   require  your  attention  this   Fall; 
and  if  you  would  see  them  as  they  should  be 
seen,  so  planned  as  to  have  them  massed,  or 
bedded,  or  scattered  about  so   that  they     fit 
harmoniously  into  the  general  scheme  of  the 
place,   and  yet  each  bulb  tells,   they  will  re- 
quire  your   careful   consideration   now.      The 
earlier  you  can  get  in  your  bulb  order  the  bet- 
ter, but  before  you  order,  your  bulb  planting 
should  be  carefully  thought  out  and  planned, 
to  secure  best  results. 

When  buying  bulbs,  not  only     order     as 
early   as  you   possibly   can,   but  get  the  best 
bulbs  you  can  find,  if  possible  selecting  them 
personally;  although  it  is  much  better  to  order 
by  mail  from  some  large  house  which  imports 
its  own  bulbs  directly  than  to  trust     to     the 
questionable  products  of  some  hardware  store 
•or  small"  seed   store   in   a  small  city  or  town. 
The    bulb   should    be  solid,    firm    and    plump, 
and  as  even  in  size  as  possible;     the     "best" 
does   not'  mean   necessarily  either  the     high- 
priced  new  sorts,  nor  the  largest,   ihe   "mam- 
moth" or  "gigantic"  sized  bulbs,  but  it     does 
mean  the  best  grade  regardless  of  price,  and 
standard  named  sorts  rather  than  mixtures.  In 
fact,  the  latter  will  even  more  frequently  give 
satisfactory    results.        In    making      the      first 
planting  of  bulbs  that  are  to  remain     in     the 
ground  from  year  to  year, .it  is  a  good  plan  to 
use  some  of  the  smaller  size  along  with   the 
first  sized  ones,  as  these  will  then  be  in  their 
prime  when  the  others  have  passed  and  before 
the  new  offsets  formed  have  become  fully  de- 
veloped. 

In  speaking  in  the  ordinary,  perhaps  narrow, 
sense  of  the  word,  most  bulbs  cannot  be  used  to 
best  advantage  in  garden  planting  although  they 
ure  still  largely  utilized  for  this  purpose.    Hap- 
pily   that    abominable    atrocity    if    making    a 
gaping  wound   upon  a  beautiful  and     smooth 
lawn  by  inflicting  upon  it  a  crescent  or  star  or 
circle,   or  some  other  even  more  incongruous 
geometrical  design,    composed      of      alternate 
streaks  and   spots  Of   red   and   blue  and  pink 
Hyacinths  or  Tulips,  is  growing  rapidly  out  of 
practice;  but  the  whole  place  should  be  your 
garden  ,an  integral  composition,   and  in  such 
a  fixed  picture  all  of  the  bulbs  may  be     and 
should  be  used  as  most  effective  details;  also 
in  long  narrow  borders,  and  especially  against 
a  background  of  shrubs  and  hardy  flowers  or 
against  the  wall  or  veranda  of  a  house,  they 
are  not  only  quite     permissible,     but     quite 
charming.     But   on   the     whole     the     more 
naturalistic  the  effect  you  can  obtain  the  bet- 
ter it  will  be.     Bulbs  such  as  Tulips,     which 
should  be  taken  up  every  year,  may  well  be 
used  amongst  shrubs  such  as  Roses  or  among 
hardy  Perennials  which  bloom     in     a     later 
,   period  of  the  season;  but  less  annual  care  will 
be  required  and  on  the  whole  more  pleasing 
results  obtained     if  some     of     the     hardier 
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things,  such  as  the  Narcissi,  can  be  "natural- 
ized," and  especially  so  if  the  place  be  so 
fortunate  as  to  possess  some  pond  or  stream 
or  other  shaded  nook  or  corner  or  long  curve 
where  the  "naturalizing"  can  be  made  to  look 
absolutely  natural.  For  this  purpose,  too,  the 
hardy  Lilies  which  bloom  later  in  the  Sum- 
mer and  need  practically  no  attention  are 
very  valuable. 

"Do  not  be  afraid  to  look  over  your  own 
place;   and   in  solving  problems  and   in   mak- 
ing  out  your   bulb   order,    to   depart   radically 
from  what  you  may  have  xlone  before  or  what 
your  neighbors  may  be  doing.      Five  dollars' 
worth  of  bulbs  placed  judiciously     about     the 
grounds  will  make     a     more     striking     and 
noticeable   effect    than   thirty   dollars'    worth, 
massed  in  a  few  splotches  and  contortions  to 
"knock  your  eye  out" — to  say  nothing  of  the 
fact  that  they  will  be  in  infinitely  better  taste. 
Of  course,    bulbs   will   do  better   in.  some 
soils  than  in  others,  but  they  will  do  well  in 
almost   any  soil   which  you  are  likely   to   en- 
counter; especially  those  bulbs  which  are  fre- 
quently replaced,  for  the  grower  of  bulbs  has 
already  stored  up  in  it  enough  energy  to  pro- 
duce flowers  for  a  couple  of  seasons;  in  fact, 
you  will  find  upon  cutting  such  a  bulb  through 
from    the    top    to   the   bottom,    the    miniature 
"cross-section"  of  the  complete  flower  which 
is  to  be  thrown  up  the  following  year. 

But  the  question  of  soil  must  not  be  con- 
fused with  that  of  situation;  thorough  drainage 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  success  with  bulbs; 
no  matter  how  finely  worked  or  rich  your  soil 
may  be,  if  it  is  so  placed  or  of  such  a  character 
that  it  will  remain  water-logged  after  a  heavy 
rain  or  during  the  Winter,  failure  is  pretty  cer- 
tain  to  result    (some   "bulbous"  plants,   how- 
ever, such  as  Iris,  will  do  very  well  in  low,  wet 
positions).     If  the  drainage  is  not  good  natur- 
ally, it  must  be  made  so  artificially,  and  this  is 
the  first  step  to  be  taken.     Where  a  limited 
number  of  bulbs  are  to  be  set,  drainage  may 
be  very  quickly  and  certainly  secured  by  mak- 
ing the  holes  for  the  bulbs  extra  deep  and  de- 
positing In  each  a  handful  of  coarse  sand  or 
cinders  before  placing  the  bulbs.    The  soft,  true 
bulbs,  such  as  the  hardy  Lilies,  should  have  two 
or  three  inches  of  sand  beneath  them,  and  if 
the  soil  is  at  all  likely  to  be  wet,  it  should  be 
brought  up  about  the  sides  II  well. 


Bulbs  not  only  need  to  be  protected  from 
moisture,  but  from  contact  with  manure,  especi- 
ally if  it  is  at  all  fresh.  If  the  soil  contains 
much  manure,  a  little  sand  around  the  bulbs 
will  answer  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  that 
of  drainage.  If  the  soil  needs  enrichment  at 
the  time  of  planting,  it  is  much  safer  to  do  it 
with  a  mixture  of  bone-meal  and  bone-flour, 
the  latter,  being  la  a  very  line  condition,  yield- 
ing quicker  results  linn  the  former. 

Another  important  point  to  be  taken  into 
consideration  is  the  proper  depth  at  which 
to  set  the  bulbs.  In  this,  as  well  as  in  most 
garden  mailer-,  no  hard  and  fast  rule  is  pos- 
sible, but  as  a  general  thing  the  top  of  the 
bulb  after  planting  should  be  from  one  and 
one-half  to  two  times  as  far  below  the  surface 
as  the  bulb  is  thick  through.  It  will  be  safe 
to  follow  this  rule  unless  some  other  and  more 
specific  directions  are  given  in  the  catalogue 
from  which  you  are  ordering.  Where  bulbs 
of  one  color  and  of  one  variety  are  used  in 
mass,  it  is  desirable  to  make  the  season  of 
bloom  as  long  as  possible,  plant  some  al  this 
depth  and  some  an  inch  or  so  shallower  or 
deeper. 

Where  a  formal  bulb  garden  is  being  made, 
and  especially  where  different  kinds  of  bulbs  of 
several  varieties  are  being  arranged  so  as  to 
afford  a  long  succession  of  blooms,  and  they 
have  to  be  put  in  at  different  depths,  it  is  a 
very  good  plan  to  make  the  bed  several  inches 
lower  than  it  is  to  be  when  completed,  and 
lay  out  the  bulbs  which  are  to  go  deepest  in 
their  respective  positions,  put  on  an  inch  or  so 
of  soil  and  then  lay  out  the  next  layer,  and  so 
on,  until  the  bed  is  completed  to  the  top.  Each 
layer  should  be  firmed  down  with  the  back  of  a 
spade  before  putting  in  the  next  one. 

This  is  another  operation  in  which  you  can- 
not go  absolutely  by  the  calendar.  The  Spring- 
blooming  bulbs,  Tulips,  Narcissi,  Hyacinths, 
Jonquils,  Crocuses,  Squills,  etc.,  may  be  put 
in,  as  nearly  as  possible,  six  weeks  before  hard 
freezing  begins.  For  most  of  the  middle  and 
northern  States  this  will  be  from  the  last  week 
in  September  till  the  first  week  in  November. 
(The  dates  vary,  of  course,  in  both  the  locality 
and  the  season.)  The  idea  of  this  is  to  induce 
as  strong  a  root  growth  as  possible  without 
danger  of-  enough  top-growth  being  made  to  be 
Injured  when  cold  weather  sets  in.    It  is  natural 


for  all  these  bulbs  to  make  this  root-growth 
during  the  cool  Fall  weather  with  little  or  no 
corresponding  growth   of  leaves.     The  hardy 
Lilies,  such  as  Auratum  and  Speciousum,  may 
be  planted  in  late  August  or  September.     Last 
Autumn  was  so  prolonged  and  so  warm  that 
many  bulbs,   even  in  December  and  the  first 
part 'of  January,  made  top-growth  to  such  an 
extent  that  when  hard  weather  finally  did  set 
in,   they  were  more  or  less  injured.     But  as 
there  is  no  way  of  foretelling  what  the  season 
is  going  to  be,  the  best  that  one  can  do  is  to 
take  the  average  for  his  locality  and  go  by  that. 
After  the  first  good  hard  freeze,  and  before 
the  ground  has  had  a  chance  to  thaw  out  again, 
is  the  best  time  for  putting  on  the  necessary 
Winter  mulch,   which   in  cold   sections  should 
consist  of  three  or  four  inches  of  dry  leaves  or 
some  similar  material  such  as  bog-hay.    Where 
the  Winters  are  not  very  severe,  pine  boughs 
will  answer  the  purpose  just  as  well  and  are 
also  more  convenient  to  use.     The  idea  of  the 
mulch,  in  any  case,  is  not  to  shut  out  the  cold, 
but  to  prevent  the  alternate  freezing  and  thaw- 
ing which,  if  the  ground  is  not  shaded  from 
the  direct  sunlight,   is  otherwise  quite  certain 
to  take  place.     Frequently,  and  especially  in 
made-up   beds,  the   result  is  that   the  ground 
"heaves"  and  the  bulb.s  are  injured   or  even 
actually  unplaced.        Then,   too,   without  this 
protection,   they  are  apt  to  start  into  growth 
prematurely  in  the  Spring.     This  mulch  should 
be  removed  gradually — that  is,  in  two  or  three 
layers — as  the  Spring  begins' to  open  up.     If 
there  is  no  objection  to  leaving  part  of  the 
mulch  upon  the  bed  between  the  bulbs  and  the 
stems  as  they  push  up,   it  will  be  beneficial 
rather  than  the  opposite  to  leave  it  there  as  a 
protection  from  the  dry  winds  of  later  Spring. 
Where  bulbs  are  naturalized  in  the  grass, 
no  Winter  mulching   is  necessary,   as  Nature 
looks  after  this  in  her  own  manner,     in  such 
cases,  however,  and  where  bulbs  are  left  in  the 
same  place  from  year  to  year,  it  sometimes 
becomes   necessary   to   separate   the   clumps. 
When  this  will  be  necessary  depends  largely 
both   upon    the   varieties  and  'Upon   the  Cir- 
cumstances of  soil,  etc.     It  wm  be  indieaied 
by  the  blossoms  getting  smaller  or 
failing  altogether,  while  Otherwise 
seem  to  be  in  healthy  condition, 
may  be  taken  up  either  after  they  have 


through  blooming  and  the  leaves  have  begun 
to  turn  yellow,  in  the  Spring,  or  in  October 
or  early  November.  In  the  former  case  they 
may  be  cleaned  off,  after  drying,  and  stored 
in  some  cool,  dry  place  during  the  Summer, 
and  planted  out  as  you  would  new  bulbs  in  the 
Fall  season. 

Bulbs  which  are  naturalized  in  a  lawn 
which  is  to  be  kept  closely  cut,  frequently  fail 
because  the  leaves,  after  the  plants  get  through 
blooming,  are  cut  before  they  have  a  chance 
to  ripen  up,  which  is  indicated  by  their  turning 
yellow  and  dying  down.  Under  such  circum- 
stances the  lawn-mower  should  not  be  used 
until  the  bulbs  are  fairly  well  ripened,  as  the 
complete  growth  of  the  leaves  is  essential  to 
the  full  development  of  the  bulbs  in  storing  up 
food  for  next  year's  flowering. 

The  flower  stalks,  if  the  flowers  are  wanted 
for  use  in  the  house,  may  be  cut  just  as  soon 
as  the  bulbs  begin  to  open,  and  even  where  they 
are  left  to  flower  where  they  are,  the  ftower- 
stalks  should  be  cut  off  as  soon  as  the  blooms 
begin  to  go  by. 

For  the  above  reasons,  Snowdrops  and 
Squills  are  much  the  most  satisfactory  bulbs 
for  naturalizing  in  the  lawn.  They  bloom  very 
early  and  are  well  ripened  up  before  it  is 
necessary  to  begin. to  use  the  lawn-mower. 
Furthermore,  their  delicate  flowers,  born  on 
frail  stems,  need  the  background  of  turf  be- 
neath them  in  place  of  bare  earth.  When  Cro- 
cuses are  used;  as  they  often  are,  the  mowing 
of  the  lawn  should  be  delayed  until  their  leaves 
begin  to  die  down. 

As  suggested  above,  it  becomes  necessary 
with  some  of  the  bulbs  to  take  them  up  and 
replant  everyCfew  years.  With  most  of  the 
hardy  Lilies,  this  seldom,  if  ever,  is  necessary. 
In  fact,  disturbing  them  is  injurious  rather  than 
beneficial. 

Most  of  the  bulbs,  and  especially  the  hardy 
Lilies,  will  be  benefited  by  having  manure  dug 
into  the  soil  every  year  or  every  other  year. 
But  it  must  be  old  and  thoroughly  decomposed. 
If  you  can  get  old  compost  from  a  hot-bed  or 
something  of  that  sort,  it  will  be  much  better 
than  manure.  Bone-meal  also  may  be  used  to 
great  advantage,  as  there  is  no  danger  of  in- 
juring bulbs  with  it. 

It  is  advisable  to  get  your  order  for  bulbs 
in  as  early  as  possible.  In  fact,  if  you  have 
waited  until  the  present  time  you  should  do  it 
at  once.  Personally,  I  always  prefer  to  order- 
by  mail  from  a  catalogue.  The  bulbs  which 
one  finds  in  a  small  seed  store  or  a  hardware 
store  one  cannot  be  sure  of,  and  the  varieties 
are  usually  rather  limited.  Even  if  you  have 
access  to  one  of  the  big  seed  stores,  where  the 
bulbs  are.  imported  directly,  it  is  easier  and  more 
satisfactory  to  sit  down  and  study  out  of  the 
catalogue  the  things  which  will  meet  your  re- 
quirements than  to  try  to  dp  it  at  the  counter. 
The  most  important  groups  of  bulbs  for 
Fall  planting  for  Spring  flowers  are  Tulips, 
Hyancinths  and  Narcissi— the  last  including 
Daffodils  and  Jonquils. 

Of  recent  years  the  class  of  Tulips  known 
as  Darwin  has  come  into  great  popularity,  and 
along  with  them  the  cottage  garden  or  May- 
flowering  Tulips.  Both  of  these  classes,  how- 
ever, are  late  bloomers,  and  as  the  first  flowers 
in  Spring  are  highly  prized  on  account  of  thejr 
earliness  as  well  as  f of  .their  other  quattj 
every  bulb  garden  should  include  some  *im 
old-fashioned  early  Tulips,  1  *;

Very  frequently  the  reputation  for  a  cer- 
ain  quality  is  fixed  upon  men  or  women. 

When  we  come  to  examine  closely-into 
the  matter,  asking  ourselves  whether  the  units

of  the  popular  stigma  or  virtue,  as  the  case

Women  like  secrets,    men   do  not.    Wo- 
man, in  fact,  is  a  living  secret,  in  herself.   She 
has,   as  yet,   been  solved  by  very  few  men, 
though  very  many  have  spent  much  time  and' 
thought  .upon  the  question. 

But  as  regards  women  keeping  secrets,  one 
thing  must  be  borne  in  mind. 

They  are  far  less  likely  to  keep  those 
secrets  confided  to  them  by  a  woman. than 
those  which  are  given  to  them  by  a  man.

LABOR  SAVING  IN  THE  KITCHEN 


When  writing  on  domestic  subjects  I  have 
from  time  to  time  suggested  the  possibility  of 
saving  much  time  and  money  if  cooks  would 
but  plan  their  work,  and  not  cook  for  each 
day  without  consideration  for  the  morrow. 

In  one  household  two  mornings,  Tuesday 
and  Friday  are  set  aside;  in  another  (a  larger 
family)  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  are 
given  up  to  special  culinary  efforts. 

Needless  to  say  a  good  larder  is  a  necessity 
in  such  cases,  and  everything  must  be  put 
away,  and  covered  up  with  scrupulous  clean- 
liness. There  are,  of  course,  many  dishes 
which  must  be  prepared  just  before  they  are 
needed,  but  the  list. is  long  of  those  which  may 
be  made  ready  in  advance. 

Curry  is  a  concoction  which,  if  put  away  in 
a  perfectly  clean  casserole,  will  keep  quite  well 
for  two  or  even  three  days;  Meat  Pies,  Casse- 
roles, Mince,  Potato  Pie,  Rissoles,  Beef  Steak 
Pudding,  Irish  Stew,  Beef  Olives,  Hot  Pot, 
Stewed  Oxtail  do  not  deteriorate  at  all  by  keep- 
ing; while,  of  course,  everyone  knows  that 
Pressed  Beef,  Galantine,  Meat  Roll,  Tongue, 
Ham,  Gammon  of  Bacon,  will  go  on  for  days 
in  any  but  very  hot  weather. 

Then  there  are  sweets  to  be  considered. 
Sponge  Roll,  Castle  Puddings,  Tartlet  Cases, 
Fruit  Tarts,  Meringue  Cases,  Plum  Pudding, 
Marmalade  and  Fig  Pudding,  Stewed  Fruit, 
Fruit  Salad,  Jelly,  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  Cus- 
tards and  Creams  will  keep. 

For  savories  Potted  Meat  can  be  put  ready, 
also  Cheese  Straws,  cases  for  savory  Tartlets, 
Fried  Bread  Croutons,  and  when  Croutons  and 
Cheese  pastry  cases  are  to  hand  it  takes  but 
little  time  to  concoct  a  savory.  Cakes  should 
be  made  in  batches,  the  richer  or  iced  cakes' 
put  by,  and  the  plainer  cakes  eaten  first. 
Scones  and  Biscuits  of  various  kinds  also  keep 
well. 


Fish  is  not  a  good  keeper,  though  certainly 
it  may  be  prepared  one  morning  for  the  same 
night's  dinner  and  next  day's  breakfast  or  lunch 
perhaps. 

Stock  should  be  made  twice  or  thrice  a 
week,  and  it  takes  comparatively  little  time  to 
convert  it  into  soup. 

It  will,  perhaps,  assist  the  arrangement  of 
cooking  mornings  if  I  give  a  week's  menu  for 
a  household  where  there  are  husband  and  wife, 
two  children,  a  nurse,  and  a  cook-general,  and 
ivhere  there  is  a  demand  for  good  food,  at- 
tractively served.  The  presence  of  children 
necessitates  an  early  dinner  of  a  substantial 
kind,  while  the  husband  must  have  a  dinner  of 
at  least  three  courses  as  he  eats  but  a  light 
lunch  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 

Sunday  —  Breakfast:  Sausages,  Eggs, 
Scones,  Toast,  Jam.  Early  Dinner:  Roast 
Beef,  Brown  Potatoes,  Cauliflower,  Yorkshire 
Pudding,  Apple  Tart  and  Cream,  Dessert,  Cof- 
fee. Supper:  Soup,  Cold  Beef,  Salad,  Baked 
Potatoes,  Cheese  Cakes,  Cheese,  Oatcake. 

Monday — Breakfast:  Cold  Boiled  Bacon, 
Scrambled  Eggs.  Luncheon :  Barley  Broth.

Dinner:  Soup,  Fillets  of 
fresh  Haddock  cooked  in  paper  bag,  Hot  Pot 
of  Mutton,  Stewed  Prunes  and  Custard. 

Wednesday — Breakfast:  Grape  Nuts. 
Stuffed  Tomatoes,  Cold  Bacon.  Luncheon: 
Irish  Stew,  Stewed  Prunes,  Boiled  Rice,  Cus- 
tard. Dinner:  Soup,  Fish  Rissoles,  Beef  Steak 
Pie,  Sardines  on  Toast,  Fruit. 

Thursday — Breakfast:  Sardines,  Bacon 
and  Fried  Potatoes,  Scones.  Luncheon:  Scotch 
Broth,  Steamed  Suet  Roll  and  Syrup.  Dinner : 
Soup,  Casserole  of  Steak,  Potatoes,  Jelly 
Toasted  Cheese. 

Friday — Breakfast:  Dried  Haddock,  Eggs. 
Luncheon:  Fish,  Mashed  Potato,  Economical 
Sponge  "  Pudding  and  Jam  Sauce.  Dinner: 
Soup,  Fish,  Souffle,  Curry  Sauce,  Roast  Mutton 
(half  a  leg  of  Mutton),  Red  Currant  Jetty, 
Puffed  Potatoes,  Cabbage  Puree,  Apple  Char- 
lotte. 

Saturday — Breakfast:  Kedgeree,  Boiled 
Eggs,  Scones.  Luncheon:  Roast  Mutton,  Po- 
tatoes, Cabbage,  Stewed  Apples,  Tapioca  Pud- 
ding. Dinner:  Soup,  Curried  Mutton  and 
Rice,  Tapioca  Mould  and  Jam,  Sardine  Toast. 

On  Sunday  morning  in  Winter  time,  there 
is  a  Joint  to  roast  and  Vegetables  to  cook  but 
the  Tart  is  ready.  In  Summer  cold  fare  might 
be  more  acceptable. 

On  Monday  Barley  Broth,  Potatoes  in 
jackets,  and  Milk  Pudding — all  of  which  prac- 
tically cook  themselves — give  no  trouble  for 
luncheon,  while  for  dinner  the  Soup  only  needs 
to  be  finished,  the  Cutlets  and  Tomatoes  (put 
ready  in  a  bag)  cooked  and  the  Potatoes 
browned. 

On  Tuesday  the  Potato  Pie  is  made,  also 
Fig  Pudding,  the  Fish  put  ready,  the  Hot  Pot 
made,  Prunes  stewed,  Custard  made,  and  clear 
Soup  prepared  from  Beef  bones,  and  a  little 
of  the  Steak  needed  for  the  Pie,  which  is  also 
put  ready.  The  Tomatoes  are  stuffed  and 
placed  in  a  paper  bag  ready  for  Wednesday's 
breakfast,  and  the  Cake  and  Scones  baked. 
Thus  on  Wednesday  practically  no  cooking 
need  be  done,  for  the  Fish  Rissoles  for  that 
night's  dinner  could  have  been  cooked,  and 
would  only  need  reheating,  a  process  which 
will  not  hurt  them  if  made  sufficiently  moist 
in  the  first  place.  The  Scotch  Broth  and  Suet 
Roll  for  Thursday's  early  dinner  need  very  lit- 
tle attention  while  cooking,  and  to  prepare 
them  and  the  Casserole  and  Soup  for  dinner 
finishes  the  cooking  for  the  day.  The  Toasted 
Cheese  is  prepared,. while  Soup,  Meat  and  Po- 
tatoes are  heated. 

On  Friday  another  Cake  and  more  Scones 
will  be  needed,  Fish  boiled,  Sponge  Pudding 
made,  the  Souffle  prepared  but  not  put  to- 
gether, the  Curry  Sauce  made  (unless  Kroomh- 
da  curry  gravy  is  used),  and  the  puffed  Pota- 
toes given  their  first  frying. 

There  will   be  the  Joint  to  cook,   Soup, 
Souffle,  and  Potatoes    and    Cabbage  to  finish 
that   evening;   but  one  rather  heavy  cookingt 
evening  will  not  be  a  great  hardship.     The 
Apple  Charlotte,  Rice  for  Saturday's  Kedgeree,( 
Stewed  Apples  and  Tapioca  mould  can  all  be, 
ready,  and  if  Curry  Sauce  is  made  some  can 
be  put  away  for  Saturday  night's  curry,  as  when 
the  sauce  is  ready  the  meat  only  needs  to  soak! 
in  it  for  an  hour  or  two,  and  then  be  gently! 
heated. 

The  clever  cook  will  work  out  the  details, 
of  this  suggested  plan  still  further.     For    in-; 
stance,  on  Friday  she  makes  Sponge  Pudding! 
mixture,  bakes  half  in  the  pudding  mould  and' 
the  other  as  a  flat  cake,  which  she  puts  by  ta 
a  tin  and  uses,  cut  in  half,  spread  with  jam,, 
for  a  Sunday  supper  sweet.    Again,  she  maker 
a  plain  cake  mixture,  and  uses  half  with  raito* 
and  peel  for  a  cake,  the  other  portion  wtttn 
carraway  seeds  for  buns.    When  making  pastry V 
she  puts  by  some  tartlet  cases  which  inupj*^! 
for  five  or  six  days,  and  possibly,  at At 
time,  make  some  cheese  or  anchovy 
which,  if  kept  in  an  airtight  tin  and :&K 
before  serving,  may  appear  a  wttfc jUMUMtt

All  your  mothers  know  that  meat  is  getting  dearer 
all  the  time.  One  of  the  reasons  is  that  there  are  not 
enough  cattle  and  sheen  kept  either  in  Canada  or  the 
United  States.  The  British  Columbia  Agricultural  De- 
partment has  entered  upon  the  task  of  feeding  the 
people.  Horses,  cattle  and  sheep  will  be  kept  on 
the  Crown 'lands  by  men  who  have  followed  the  busi- 
ness of  cattle  ranching  in  other  places,  and  if  they 
succeed,  others  will  buy  land  for  the  purpose.  It  is 
said  that  in  Chilcotln  there  arc  large  areas  better  suit- 
ed for  grazing  than  for  any  other  purpose.  By  en- 
couraging the  use  of  these  lands,  now  idle,  Hon. 
W-  R.vRoss  is  doing  the  Province  good  service.

Mr.  James  will  be  a  good  adviser,  and  those  who 
want  to  learn  the  science  of  farming  will  have  the 
best  opportunity  of  doing  so  in  the  new  university.

mittee  of  the  Privy  Council.  This  consisted  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor  and  a  number  of  other  great  judges 
who  had  spent  their  lives  in  Great  Britain.  This  did 
not  keep  them  from  giving  wise  decisions,  as  a  rule. 
But  Lord  Chancellor  Haldane,  who  was  in  Canada 
lately,  thinks  this  court  might  be  improved  and  that 
it  might  sit  in  those  places  where  the  great  questions 
arose  which  it  was  called  upon  to  decide.  Among 
the  many  question!  settled  by  the  Privy  Council  were 
the  boundary  lines  of  some  of  the  Canadian  provinces. 
It  would  be  easier  tor  the  judges  to  decide  wisely, 
Lord  Haldane  believes,  if  the  court  could  have  been 
held  near  the  spot.  When  we  think  that  Australia, 
South  Africa,  New  Zealand,  as  well  as  Canada,  might, 
if  they  wished,  secure  the  services  of  such  a  court, 
and  might,  perhaps,  have  Judges  on  it,  as  well  as 
Great  Britain,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  such  a  court 
would  bind  all  the  parts  of  the  Empire  together  more 
closely. 


Mr-  R-  B.  Angus,  who  has  been  president  Of  the 
Bank  of  Montreal  for  a  very  long  time,  will  soon  re- 
sign and  his  place  will  be  taken  by  Mr.  ,VV.

Hon.  Herbert  Samuel,  Postmaster-General  of 
Great  Britain,  who  taught  the  people  of  Canada  so 
much  while  he  was  here,  Is  telling  English  men  and 
women  that  Canadians  are  very  loyal,  but  that  he  was 
surprised  to  learn  that  some  of  them  are  afraid  the 
British  Government  will  interfere  in  their  affairs. 
This  he  said  the  British  nation  does  not  think  possible. 
There  are  affairs  which  concern  all  parts  of  the  British 
Empire,  and  Mr.  Samuel  thinks  that,  in  time,  a  plan 
will  be  found  of  managing  these.  But  the  problem  of 
how  this  is  to  be  done  is  so  great  and  so  difficult  that 
it  will  take  time  and  wisdom  to  solve  it,  and  haste 
would  be  very  foolish.

Last  week  the  President  of  the  United  States  or- 
dered Huerta  to  retire  from  the  Government  of 
Mexico.  President  Wilson  says  that  unless  Huerta 
yields  to  this  demand,  he  will  call  upon  Congress  to 
use  stronger  methods.  The  nations  of  Europe  most 
concerned  with  Mexico  are  doing  nothing.  This 
means  that  the  United  States  will  not  be  interfered 
with.  Whether  Huerta  will  do  what  he  is  told  or 
whether  he  will  refuse  and  the  United  States  will  be 
compelled  to  use  force  is  what  all  the  world  is  won- 
dering. It  appears  that  Carranza,  who  is  lighting 
against  Huerta  and  has  lately  won  victories,  is  not 
pleased  with  the  interference  of  the  United  States. 


The  City  of  New  York  has  elected  as  mayor  the 
opponent  of  the  Tammany  party,  which  has  ruled  that 
city  for  many  years.  John  Purroy  Mitchell  is  the  new 
Mayor,  and  he  has  beaten  his  opponent,  Edward  E. 
McCall.  by  a  great  majority.  It  is  believed  that  this 
will  mean  a  more  honest  government  for  the  greatest 
city  in  the  Republic.  On  the  same  day  Democratic 
governors  were  elected  for  Massachusetts,  Virginia 
and  New  Jersey.  This  means  that  the  people  of  these 
states  are  satisfld  with  what  the  Government  has  done. 
President  Wilson  is,  of  course,  pleased  with  these  vic- 
tories. If  he  can  bring  about  peoce  in  Mexico  and 
show  its  people  how  to  govern  themselves,  he  will 
prove  himself  a  great  man  indeed. 


Somebody  has  said  "Men  are  only  boys  -grown 
,tall,"  and  that  was  how  the  Conservatives  of  Ward 
Five  felt  when  they  met  on  Thursday  night  to  listen 
to  their  Dominion  members  and  some  fine  old  songs. 
Mr.  Barnard  assured  his  hearers  they  would  hear 
something  about  the  dry  dock  before  a  fortnight  was 
over,  reminded  them  that  the  first  sod  had  been 
turned  for  the  big  dry  dock  at  Quebec  and  said  th:lt 
these  dry  docks  were  part  of  the  naval  plan  of  the 
Conservative  Government.

Not  only  Church  of  England  people,  but  all  Victorians 
will  be  glad  to  see  a  fine  building  take  the  place  of 
that  which  has  lasted  so  many  years,  but  which  is  no  f 
longer  suitable.  In  his  charge  to  the  synod,  the 
Bishop  said  that  In  all  parts  of  Vancouver  Island  there 
is  growth.  New  churches  are  being  built  and  new 
clergymen  being  appointed.  Bishop  Roper  has  spent 
much  time  among  the  people  of  Vancouver  Island,  and 
has  learned  the  needs  of  Church  of  England  people  in 
most,  if  not  all  parts  of  his  diocese. 


A  line  yacht  sailed  into  Victoria  harbor  last  week. 
This  was  the  Adventuress,  which  left  Boston  less  than 
a  year  ago,  came  round  the  Horn  to  San  Francisco, 
where  she  took  her  owner  and  his  party  on  board. 
Then  she  went  North  to  Behring  Sea,  hunting  whales, 
bear  and  other  hi$  game.  It  was  hoped  by  Mr.  Bor- 
den and  Mr.  Roy  F.  Andrews,  of  the  great  National 
Museum  in  New  York,  that  a  bowhead  whale  would 
have  been  captured.  Though  this  has  not  been  done. 
the  party  brought  back  some  tine  bear  skins  and  elks' 
heads,  learned  a  lot  about  the  life  of  animals  in 
Alaska,  and  took  many  beautiful  moving  pictures, 
which  some  of  you  may  see.  Mr.  Borden  is  a  Chi- 
cago millionaire,  and  there  are  not  many  ways  in 
which  a  rich  man  can  get  so  much  real  enjoyment  as 
that   which   he   has  chosen. 


In  no  province  in  Canada  are  there  so  many  dif- 
ferences of  soil  and  climate  as  in  British  Columbia. 
In  most  other  provinces  there  is  one  large  Govern- 
ment farm,  where  all  the  grains,  fruit  and  vegetables 
can  be  grown  so  that  all  the  farmers  can  learn  how 
farming  can  be  most  profitably  done.  But  the  men 
who  belong  to  the  Agricultural  Department  of  British 
Columbia  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  same 
purpose  will  be  best  served  here  by  taking  small  hold 
ings  in  many  widely  separated  districts,  and  showing 
neighbors  how  much  can  be  grown  from  them.  Such 
little  model  farms  are  to  be  opened  at  once  in  Chilli- 
wack,  Edgewood,  Rock  Creek,  Grand  Forks  and 
Armstrong.  Only  the  crops  suited  to  the  district  will 
be  grown  on  any  of  these,  but  no  pains  will  be  spared 
to  make  these  the  largest  possible. 


In  Chicago  next  month  there  will  be  a  great  ex- 
hibition of  natural  products.  British  Columbia's  Ag- 
ricultural Department  has  sent  a  splendid  exhibit.  It 
contains  plaster  casts  of  all  the  food  fishes,  speci- 
.,  i  of  all  our  timber,  native  wild  animals,  grains  and 
grasses,  end  pictures  of  scenery,  and  fruit  both  fresh 
and  bottled.  This  exhibit  will  tell  the  people  of  the 
United  States  more  about  this  country  than  many 
volumes.  Deputy  Minister  Scott  will  go  to  answer 
all  questions  and  to  describe  the  exhibit.  One  of 
the  most  interesting  of  these  is  the  model  of  a 
C.  P.  R.  irrigated  farm.  Of  course  there  Is  coal  and 
ore  of  all  the  kinds  found  in  the  Province.  Victoria 
school  children  should  petition  the  department  to  put 
up  the  exhibit  when  it  comes  back  so  that  they  can  all 
see    it.

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A  NATION'S  GROWING  PAINS 


HILE  trade  has  been  good  hi  I  I 

ada,  and  there  Is  oven  prospect 
of  an  excellent  harvest,  some  of 
the  boom  conditions  of  the  last 
few  years  have  in  recent  months

prosperit)   is  based  on  the  solid  foundation  of 
great  natural  resources.     The  following  article 
giye's  the  impressions  of  an     American     ob- 
server,   who  combines   warm,  admiration .    of 
British  institutions  with"  shrewd  judgment,  who 
has  visited  Canada  on  several  occasions,  and 
who  has  lately  returned  from  a  tour  through 
the  Dominion. 

In  the  drama  of  the  British  Empire,  Can- 
ada  is  in  the  limelight.  Since  July,  1900,  Over 
two  and  a  half  millions  havt  booked  for  a 
chance  to  participate  in  her  efforts.  While 
in  the  main  she  has  received  admiration  and 
n*  rited  ap&foVat,  yet  there  lias  been  giumb-- 
lirig  because  of  failure  to  secure  reserved  seats 
(in  the  gallery),  and  an  odd  hiss  from  a  war 
god.  None  the  less,  she  is  playing  her  part 
well,  and  still,  holds  the  attention  of  the 
civilized  world. 


■ 

Upon  disembarking  there,  you  recognize  a 
new  atmosphere,  freighted  with  the  spirit  .of 
progress.  To  travel  in  a  parlor  car  from  old 
Quebec,  with  its  narrow  streets,  to  the  wide 
avenues  of  new  homes  in  the  cities  of .  the 
plains,  and  on  to  the  limpid  Pacific,  means  a 
luxurious  outing,  ah  educational  expansion,  re- 
sulting, probably  for  the  healthy  man,  in  in- 
fection witli  the  Canadian  fever. 

■  Canada  is  building  one  wing  of  the  Em- 
pire. The  task  of  laying  carefully  the  founda- 
tion of  an  Imperial  civilization,  of  controlling 
harmoniously  the  policies  of  nine  great  prov- 
inces (whose  interests  sometimes  clash),  is 
a  stupendous  undertaking.  But  it  is  being  ac- 
complished in  masterly  fashion.'  Canada  has 
produced  her  own  far-sighted  statesmen,  her 
clear-headed  financiers,  and  a  race  of  progres- 
sive business  men,  intelligent  farmers  and 
mechanics,  constituting  an  alert  people  of  in- 
tegrity, capable  of  directing  her  enormous 
Construction  work,  the  development  of  her  re- 
sources, and  also  of  inspiring  higher  ideals  and 
standards  of  civilization  into  the  millions 
flocking  to  her  opportunities. 

The  far-reaching  propagandism  of  the 
Dominion  emigration  officials  has  been  su- 
premely satisfactory — to  the  Dominion.  As  a 
result,  the  sons  and  daughters  of  industry  in 
every  civilized  nation  have  turned  their  faces 
toward  Canada,  and  millions  are  lifting  their 
feet  in  that  direction.  Each  Province  has  also 
sent  its  quota  of  emigration  delegates  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  these  have  fervently 
presented  the  openings  and  attractions  peculiar 
to  their  several  localities.  In  many  cases  the 
delegates  have  been  men  born  in  the  Old 
Country,  who,  like  Jacob,  migrated  with  only 
a  staff,  but  returned  rich  in  possessions,  flocks 
and  herds.  Tons  of  letters  from  relatives  and 
friends  beyond  the  sea,  who  have  already  made 
good,  are  reporting  that  "the  half  has  not 
been  told."  The  question  with  thousands  in 
the  British  Isles  has  been:  "What  part  of 
Canada  shall  I  go  to5"  The  movement  was 
mi  tremendous  during  February,  March,  April 
and  May  last,  that  the  Canadian  steamers 
could  not  carry  the  second  and  third-class 
passengers.  Many  were  compelled  to  go  by 
the  United  States'  routes. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  if,  out  of  all 
this,  host  of  new  arrivals,  some  of  the-  most 
prosperous  or  best  advertised  points  should 
have  received  a  hundred  or  a  thousand  more 
than  there  was  immediate  demand  for.  Where 
such  has  been  the  case  the  consequent  reports 
of  failure  to  obtain  work  have  created  a  very 
unfavorable  impression.  This  is  a  local 
quantitative  difficulty. 

The  towns  in  Canada  have  grown  at  the 
expense  of  agricultural  development,  a  mis- 
fake  not  easy  to  control.  Great  fortunes  have 
been  made  because  of  amazing  municipal 
growth,  and  this  has  developed  an  abnormal 
•  condition.  Towns  have  been  plotted,  great 
suburban  tracts  have  been  surveyed  and  sold 
as  building  lots,  farm  lands  have  been  sold  in 
small  subdivisions,  until  the  booming  of  this 
■  class  of  property  became  recklessly  absurd. 
It  is  to  be  feared  that  thousands  of  pounds 
iiave  been  buried  where  it  will  bring  an  un- 
satisfactory return,  while  golden  opportunities 
lie  waiting.  The  Western  bankers  did  Can- 
ada a  great  service  when  they  sagaciously  dis- 
countenanced this  "wild  cat"  speculation  by 
calling  a  halt;  but  the  halt  has  interfered  also 
with  legitimate  building,  and  has  seriously  af- 
fected the  artizans.  This  is  a  difficulty  im- 
posed by  a  policy  of  caution. 

In  view  of  the  soundness  of  Canada's 
municipal  interests,  her  industrial  activities  and 
agricultural  progress,  It  was  expected  that 
mohey  from  England  would  flow  as  freely  as 
usual.  Perhaps  the  Balkan  situation  accounts 
for  the  disappointment.  In  P*>%.at  any  rate,

Canada's  outlook  is  bright.  Instead  of 
jine,  she  will  soon  have  finished  three  main 
lines  of  her  great  transcontinental  railway. 
The  Canadian  Northern  has  9,000  men  em- 
ployed between  Toronto  and  Ottawa,  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  has  20,000  men  working 
between  Winnipeg  and  the  Pacific  Coast.  These 
arteries  of  commerce  will  thrill  the  Dominion's 
activities  into  lively  circulation  when  operat- 
ing. The  latest  bank  reports  show  "high- 
water  mark,  reaching  new  records.  It  has 
been  a  great  year  for  Canada's  fisheries.  The 
crops  of  the  Dominion  are  magnificent,  being 
early,  heavy  and  of  extra  quality.

T  was  Mark  Twain  who  complain- 
ed that  people  kept  talking  and 
talking  about  the  weather,  but 
nobody  ever  did  anything  about 
it.  This  just  reproach  may  be  re- 
moved as  the  result  of  some  very  important 
discoveries  that  have  been  made  by  a  little 
group  of  American  meteorologists.  These 
scientists  have  been  carefully  observing  the  sun 
for  ten  years,  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  our  weather  is  due  to  changes  upon  the 
surface  of  the  sun,  says  The  Toronto  Mail  and 
Empire.  They  say  that  the  sun  spots  are  re- 
sponsible. When  the  spots  are  many  and 
large  the  weather  is  apt  to  be  cold.  When 
they  are  small  and  few,  the  weather  will  prob- 
ably be  warm.  The  inferences  are  questioned 
by  some  other  scientists,  but  their  chief  scien- 
tific discovery,  namely,  that  the  radiation  of 
heat  from  the  sun  is  not  constant,  is  being  gen- 
erally accepted,  and  is  considered  of  great  value 
to  future  observations. 

The  discovery  that  there  was  ho  "solar 
constant,"  as  it  is  called,  namely,  that  the 
amount  of  heat  radiated  by  the  sun  is  not  con- 
stant, but  fluctuates  almost  as  much  as  the 
amount  nf  to  at  fonerar^ 


f 


to  the  invention  by  Prof.  S.  P.  Langley,  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institute,  of  a  remarkable  instru- 
ment he  called  the  bolometer.    This  apparatus 
-Isna-thermometer  of  such  surpassing  sensitive- 


cent  was  recorded  in  the  heat  radiated  from 
the  part  of  the  sun  covered  by  a  spot  and  the 
clear  portion.  This  in  itself  is  an  important 
discovery,  for  previously  it  was  believed  that 
there  was  no  fluctuation  in  the  amount  of  heat 
radiated,  and  that  the  presence  of  spots  had 
no  effect  upon  the  escape  of  the  sun's  heat. 
This  discovery,  taken  with  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  meteorological  data,  such  as  tempera- 
tures in  the  year  when  the  sun's  spots  were 
most  numerous,  has  prompted  the  scientists  to 
venture  the  opinion  that  the  presence  of  sun 
spots  makes  for  cold  weather.  This  inference 
is  contradicted  by  other  scientists,  who  point 
out  that  in  the  same  year  California  might 
have  a  very  cold  Winter  and  Alaska  a  vers 
warm  one.  If  the  sun  spots  influenced  the 
climate,  would  their  effect  not  be  general? 

Those  who  do  not  share  the  sun  spot  the- 
ory believe  that  the  earth's  weather  is  caused 
fey  local  atmospheric  conditions,  originating  in 
the  envelope  of  atmosphere  that  extends  for 
a  few  miles  about  the  globe,  and  confined  to 
it.  However  the  atmospheric  theory  has  been 
proved  to  be  incorrect  in  the  matter  of  a^Solar 
ccmstant,  for  while  it  was  known  that  the 
amount  of  heat  that  reached  the  earth  from 
the  sun  varied  greatly,  it  was  suppos 


ness  that  it  will  record  a  millionth  of  a  degree 
of  heat.  Equipped  with  bolometers,  a  special 
post  of  observation  was  established  near  the 
summit  of  Mount^Whitney,  in  California,  and 
another  in  Algiers.  The  object  of  making  the 
observations  from  two  widely  separated  sta- 
tions was  to  insure  against  error  due  to  local 
atmospheric  causes.  For  ten  years  the  bolo- 
meters have  been  at  work  in  California  and 
Africa,  and  the  scientists  believe  that  the  time 
has  been  long  enough  to  justify  them  in  mak- 
ing some  important  generalizations  concerning 
sun  spots. 

LIGHT  ON  SUN  SPOTS 

They  have  found,  for  instance,  that  sun 
spots  appear  and  disappear  with  a  certain  regu- 
larity. Every  eleven  years  the  sun  spots  reach 
a  maximum  as  regards  number  and  area.  Four 
years  later  they  have  reached  a  minimum, 
from  which  they  gradually  increase  for  seven 
years.  They  have  also  found  that  the  sun 
spots  have  a  controlling  effect  upon  the  amount 
of  heat  radiated  from  the  sun.  They  act  as  a 
sort  of  blanket,  and  less  heat  comes  from  the 
portion  of  the  sun  under  the  spots  than  from 
the  other  portions.      A  difference   of  25   per

ILL  the  great  stretches  of  Arctic 
territory  which  Canada  owns  ever 
be  of  real  use  to  mankind?  Al- 
aska has  its  minerals,  but  if  there 
be  no  minerals  in  the  country 
East  of  the  monutains  belonging  to  Canada, 
what  is  there  to  support  a  population?  As  fat 
East  as  Labrador,  where  the  Eskimos  and  a 
few  missionaries  reign  supreme,  there  are  im- 
mense areas  which  ought  to  be  turned  to  s-.me 
account  for  the  good  o»  Canada  and  humanity 
in  general,  says  The  Toronto  Mail  and  Empire. 
It  seems  to  be  possible  to  grow  high-class 
grains  and  vegetables  up  as  far  as  the  Arctic 
Circle.  The  Canadian  Government  Inspector 
of  Indian  Posts,  who  was  recently  in  Ottawa, 
exhibited  vegetables  grown  at  Fort  McPheison 
that  would  have  done  credit  to  a  Southern  On- 
tario farm.  Territory  capable  of  producing 
foodstuffs  has  an  assured  future,  but  it  Is  the 
great  Arctic  wastes,  where  now  the  trapper  and 
hunter  and  nomad  Eskimo  alone  disturb  the 
solitude,  that  will  in  future  years  be  the  sub- 
ject of  statesmanlike  concern.  The  most  ob- 
vious of  all  uses  is  the  propagation  of  domesti- 
cated reindeer,  to  furnish  nourishing  meat  to  a 
population  that  must  have  meat  to  exist.  In 
fact,  the  reindeer  is  said  by  some  experts  to 
be  the  coming  rival  of  the  beef  animals  of  our 
civilization.  It  may  yet  furnish  the  meat  our 
exhausting  commercial  processes  would  de- 
prive us  of  by  the  depletion  of  the  cattle  sup- 
plies of  the  world. 

A  REINDEER  EXPERT'S  OPINION 

An  interesting  monograph  on  the  subject  of 
reindeer  propagation  and  its  possibilities  has 
been  written  at  the  request  of  Premier  Borden, 
by  Mr.  Conrad  Siem,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Siem 
was  in  the  early  nineties  managing  owner  of 
trading  posts  in  Alaska,  and  while  there  was 
attracted  by  the  proposition  that  the  domesti- 
cated reindeer  of  Siberia  should  be  imported 
in  sufficient  numbers  into  Alaska  to  form  a 
food  reserve  of  incalculable  value  to  the  min- 
ing population.  He  undertook  to  carry  out 
a  scheme  of  bartering  for  reindeer  with  the 
Siberian  nomads,  and  enlisted  the  support  of 
a  high  church  official  who  had  been  superin- 
tending mission  work  in  Alaska.  This  church- 
man appropriated  the  idea  and  campaigned  in 
the  United  States  on  behalf  of  the  reindeer 
propagation  movement,  finally  inducing  the 
United  States  Government  to  get  Russia's  con- 


sent to  the  export  of  domesticated  reindeer 
from  the  Siberian  nomads'  herds.  These  no- 
mads, the  Tschukschees,  were  averse  to  sell- 
ing refndeer  for  export,  because  it  would  lessen 
their  trade  in  reindeer  hides  t'^r  the  Eskimo, 
of  the  North  American  Continent,  but  finally 
an  American  Government  purchasing  station 
was  established  in  charge  of  Mr.  Siem.  After 
much  trouble,  and  some  risk,  he  had  collected 
several  hundred  deer,  and  conditions  began  to 
look  promising. 

A  BLACK  EYE  TO  THE  MOVEMENT 

But,  through  mishap,  the  transports  which 
were  to  have  come  for  the  deer  did  not  arrive 
until  very  late.  The  Spanish- American  War 
had  diverted  attention.  Then,  after  being 
transported,  the  deer  were  driven  a  thousand 
miles  in  Alaska  to  Port  Barrow,  where  whaling 
crews  were  reported  to  be  starving,  but  of 
course  this  was  a  failure.  Stories  of  starving 
miners  stirred  the  United  States  Congress  to 
appropriate  $500,000  to  buy  more  deer  in 
Lapland.  These  starved  to  death  on  the  sterile 
Alaskan  coast.  Then  it  transpired  that  the 
Treasury  Department  had  not  obtained  Rus- 
sian permission  for  the  exportation  of  the  deer 
after  all,  and  the  United  States  had  to  replace 
them.  The  mix-up  was  so  complete,  and  gave 
the  deer  importation  idea  such  a  black  eye,  that 
it  was  dropped  with  a  thud.  The  net  result  of 
the  mismanagement  of  the  whole  scheme  was 
the  closing  of  the  Siberian  outlet  for  the  deer 
and  the  formation  of  an  unsympathetic  public 
opinion  on  the  scheme.  But,  as  Mr.  Siem 
points  out,  the  fiasco  .does  not  alter  the  merits 
of  the  reindeer  as  food  animals,  or  their  value 
in  countries  whose  conditions  are  the  counter- 
part of  Siberian  conditions.  The  difficulties 
that  would  have  to  be  faced  by  any  Govern- 
ment seeking  to  transplant  the  domesticated 
reindeer  to  new  territory  would  be  to  obtain 
efficient  herders.  The  Eskimos  are  too  much 
given  to  hunting  and  trading  to  keep  herds. 
Mr.  Siem  thinks  that  French-Canadian  habi- 
tants would  be  the  most  suitable  of  any  class 
of  pioneers  for  such  work. 

THE  ESKIMOS  HARD  TO  TEACH 

When  the  first  Siberian  herds  were  trans- 
planted to  Alaska,  Tschukschee  herdsmen  were 
brought  to  teach  the  Eskimos  to  take  care  of 
the  deer.  Then  it  was  determined  to  try  Lap- 
landers as  teachers.  Most  of  these  broke  away 
whtf  .the  fold  discoveries  were  on,  and  be- 


came rich  owners  of  mining  properties.  It  was 
soon  evident  that  it  would  require  years  and 
years  to  metamorphose  the  Eskimo-  into  a  pa- 
tient, careful  keeper  of  herds.  So  the  industry 
has  not  progressed  in  any  particular.  Yet  the 
stretches  of  the  North  are  capable  of  sustain- 
ing ten  million  reindeer.  The  pastures  are  rich, 
though  buried  most  of  the  time  under  the 
snow.  The  reindeer  is  one  of  the  most  easily 
herded  of  animals.  A  few  herders  and  a  few 
dogs  can. look  after  thousands  of  them.  They 
are  able  to  locate  the  moss  pastures  under 
three  or  four  feet  of  snow.  They  never  stam- 
peded in  a  blizzard,  but  kept  on  feeding.  The 
meat  is  nourishing  and  palatable.  Every  es- 
sential condition  for  a  successful  transplanta- 
tion is  on  hand.  What  is  necessary  is  practical 
and  businesslike  handling  of  the  infant  indus- 
try. Mr.  Siem  says  the  Dominion  Government 
could  well  afford  to  go  into  the  matter  thor- 
oughly.

GERMAN  CITY'S  CELEBRATION 


The  city  of  Cassel  recently  celebrated  its 
one  thousandth  anniversary.  All  the  festivities 
took  place  in  beautiful  Autumn^  weather,  and 
the  Kaiser  was  represented  by  his  son,  Prince 
August,  who  was  present  with  other  princes  at 
all  the  functions. 

A  historical  pageant  closed  the  long  pro- 
gramme of  festivities.  One  of  the  groups  rep- 
resenting the  state  entry  of  the  Empress  Kun- 
igunde  into  the  town  in  1013,  was  the  most 
imposing,  and  extremely  interesting  on  account 
of  the  costumes,  which  were  faithfully  copied 
from  historical  pictures. 

Noted  artists  and  historians  arranged  the 
pageant,  the  procession  taking  four  hours.  It 
was  composed  of  4,000  persons,  1,500  horses 
and  many  historical  equipages  and  bands. 

The  enthusiasm  was  great,  the  city  was  il- 
luminated and  schools  were  closed  for  three 
days.

local  atmosphere  accounted  for  the  difference, 
and  that  the  amount  of  radiation  as  far  as  the 
sun  was  concerned  was  constant.  This,  how- 
ever, has  been  shown  to  be  a  fallacy,  and  Pro- 
fessors Abbot  and  Fowle,  who  conducted  the 
experiments,  believe  that  the  current  ideas 
about  the  cause  of  changes  in  the  weather  will 
be  shown  to  be  equally  fallacious. 

FORECASTING  WEATHER  MONTHS  AHEAD 

If  their  theory  is  right,  and  the  coming  and 
disappearing  of  sun  spots  can  be  predicted 
years  or  months  in  advance,  it  follows  that  it 
should  be  possible  to  make  weather  forecasts 
six  months  or  so  ahead  of  time.  It  would  not 
be  possible  to  know,  of  course,  that  it  would, 
rain  on  a  given  day  in  the  future,  but  it  would 
be  known  whether  the  Winter  would  be  a  se- 
vere or  a  mild  one,  whether  the  Spring  would 
be  late  of  early,  whether  the  Summer  would  be 
wet  or  dry.  In  other  words,  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  know  as  much  as  the  patent  medicine 
almanacs  pretend  to  know.  That  this  know- 
ledge would  mean  the  saving  of  many  millions 
of  dollars  a  year  is  plain  after  a  moment's 
thought.  Farmers,  for  instance,  would  know 
what  sort  of  a  crop  to  sow  in  order  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  coming  season.  Manufacturers 
would  know  what  sort  of  clothing  would  be 
most  seasonable,  and  all  industries  that  are 
more  or  less  dependent  upon  the  weather  would 
be  able  to  calculate  precisely  for  months  in  ad- 
vance. Some  such  stride  in  the  science  of 
meteorology  might  be  reasonably  expected.  It 
is  long  overdue.

MORE    LIGHT    ON    OLD    ROME 


Commendatore  Boni,  who  has  charge  of 
the  excavations  in  the  Forum  and  on  the  Pala- 
tine Hill,  has  just  announced  new  and  im- 
portant discoveries  in  the  Domus  Flavia  on 
the  latter.  His  workmen  have  laid  bare  several 
huts  with  hearthstones  still  intact  which,  were 
undoubtedly  occupied  by  shepherds  before  the 
legendary  foundation  of  Rome  in  753  B.C. 

But  before  he  came  to  these,  however,  sev-, 
eral  houses  which  from  their  inscriptions 
showed  them  to  belong  to  the  time  of  Sull  and 
the  Gracchi  came  to  light.  Under  the  House 
of  Livia  a  subterranean  apartment  was  also 
discovered  full  of  the  debris  of  centuries,  in- 
cluding numerous  objects  and  utensils  of.  the 
fifth  and  sixth  centuries  left  behind  by  the  bar- 
barians who  burned  Rome. 

The  site  of  these  discoveries,  the  Domus 
Flavia,  was  the  palace  of  the  Emperor  Domitia, 
begun  by  his  father,  Vespasian,  about  A.  D.  69. 
The  House  of  Livia  derives  its  name  from  the 
wife  of  the  Emperor  Tiberius,  who  died  in 
A.  D.  29.  Sulla  will  be  recalled  as  the  rival  of 
Marius,  while  the.  Gracchi  were  those  brothers, 
Tiberius  and  Caius,  sons  of  the  famous  Cor- 
nelia, who,  according,  to  the  legend,  when 
asked  to  show  her  jewels,  presented  her  sons.

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PRESERVING    HISTORIC    BUILDINGS 


The  last  session  of  the  British  Parliament 
enacted  one  law  which  meets  with  universal 
approval.  It  is  called  the  "Ancient  Monu- 
ments Act,"  and  the  credit  for  its  passage  is 
due  to  Lord  Beauchamp. 

In  the  future,  says  The  London  Times 
there  is  no  reason  why  such  a  building  as 
Tattershali  Castle  should  be  despoiled  it  the 
First  Commissioner  of  Works,  with  whom  rests 
the  power  of  putting  the  new  l.rv  rn  motion, 
acts  with  energy  and  promptitude.

or  architectural  interest/'  with  the  exception 
of  a  structure  occupied  (otherwise  than  Cor 
caretaking)  as  a  dwelling  house,  but  the  ap- 
plication of  the  act  still  depended  upon  the 
consent  of  the  owners  of  monuments. 

Lately  the  spectre  of  the  wealthy  American 
prepared  to  give  fabulous  sums  for  the  power 
to  tear  down  a  ruin  and  transport  it  across  the 
Atlantic  has  been  conjured  up  in  order  to  raise 
the  market  for  ancient  monuments,  a  much 
more  serious  risk  has  arisen  in  the  shape  of 
persons  dealing  in  valuable  fittings  and  mov- 
able details  of  old  buildings.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  trade  the  structure  is  bought,  and 
the  artistic  work  that  it  contains  is  torn  out 
and  sold  for  use  in  modern  buildings. 

PROTECTIVE  LEGISLATION 

It  is  obvious  that  in  relation  to -such  traffic 
the  mere  scheduling  of  monuments  or  any 
other  arrangement  devoid  of  some  machinery 
for  arresting  destruction  merely  attracts  the 
destroyer.  Hence  the  existence  of  the  Royal 
Commissions,  which  have  been  at  work  for 
the  last  five  years  examining  and  scheduling 
places  of  historic  interest  in  England,  Scotland 
and  Wales,  and  which  have  already  made 
valuable  reports,  is  an  additional  reason  for 
protective  legislation.  At  the  same  time  the 
Commissions  form  a  nucleus  for  an  authora- 
tive  advisory  body  to  share  with  the'  Com- 
missioners of  Works  the  responsibility  of  re- 
strictive action. 

These  considerations  have  been  in  the 
minds  of  the  framers  of  the  new  act,  which  not 
only  amends  but  consolidates  the  existing  law. 
In  the  first  place,  it  authorizes  the  purchase  ot 
monuments  either  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Works  or  by  the  Council  of  any  county  or 
borough,  or"  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  London;  but  such  a  purchase  can  be  carried 
out  only  by  agreement  with  the  owner.  The 
gift  or  devise  of  a  monument  to  the  same 
bodies  is  also  authorized.  The  alternative 
machinery  of  guardianship  is  then  provided,  as 
in  the  existing  acts,  and  the  effect  of  guardian- 
ship is  explained. 

By  constituting  the  Commissioners  of 
Works  or  the  local  authority  guardians  of  his 
monument,  the  owner  does  not  divest  himself 
of  any  right  of  property  except  that  of  de- 
struction, active  or  passive;  in  other  words, 
the  guardians  of  the  monument  may  restrain 
the  owner  from  injuring  it,  and  may,  concur- 
rently with  the  owner,  do  any  work  necessary 
to  maintain  and  protect  it. 

So  far  the  act  follows  on   previous  lines, 
and  can  only  be  applied  with  (he  consent  of 
the  owner.     On  this  stem  is  grafted  the  com- 
pulsory machinery  of  the  act.        An     Ancient 
Monuments  Board,  representative  of  the  three 
History  Monument  Commissions,  the  Societies 
of  Antiquaries  of  London  and  Scotland,     and 
other  artistic  bodies,   is  to  be  constituted     by 
the  Commissioners  of  Works,  and  upon  their 
report  that  any  monument  is  in  danger  of  de- 
struction, removal  or  damage,  and     that     the 
preservation   of  the  monument   is  of  national 
importance,   the  Commissioners  may  make  a 
preservation   order,   placing     the     monument 
under  their  protection,  and  while  such  an  order 
is  in  force  the     monument     cannot     be     de- 
molished, removed,  added  to,  or  altered  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Commissioners. 
PRESERVING   MONUMENTS 
Moreover,  if,  pending  a  preservation  order, 
it  appears  likely  that  the  monument  will,  from 
the  neglect  of  the  owner,  fall  into  decay,  the 
Commissioners  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Treasury,  constitute  themselves  guardians,  and 
may  then  execute  preservative  works.       The 
Ancient  Monuments  Board  is  authorized  to  in- 
spect any  monument  which  it  believes  to  be  in 
danger;  and  in  a  case  of  urgency  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Works  may  make     a  preservation 
order  on  their  own  initiative,  without  waiting 
for  the  Board's  advice. 


A  preservation  order  is  only  a  temporary 
measure.  It  has  effect  for  eighteen  months; 
after  that  time  it  ceases  to  operate,  unless 
confirmed  by  Parliament..  The  Commission- 
ers oi  Works  may  bring  in  a  bill  to  confirm 
the  order,  and  that  this  bill  may,  if  opposed 
by  the  owner,  be  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee after  the  manner  of  a  private  bill.  Thus 
the  right  of  an  owner  to  show,  if  he  can,  that 
he  should  not  be  deprived  of  his  powers  of  de- 
struction is  effectively  saved. 

There  Is  a  further  piece  of  machinery  de- 
signed to  keep  the  Commissioners  of  Works 
acquainted  with  the  area  of  their  work.  They 
are,  after  notice  to  the  owners  to  prepare  and 
publish  a  list  of  monuments  of  national  im- 
portance, and  when  a  monument  is  included 
in  this  list  the  owner  must,  under  a  penalty, 
give  a  month's  notice, to  the  Commissioners 
of  any  proposed  work  of  demolition,  removal, 
alteration,  or  addition.

THE  FIRST  STEAM  FERRY 

The  first  steam  ferry  in  the  world  made'its 
first  trip  between  New  York  and  Hoboken  102 
years  agov  /  The  craft  was  the  invention    of 
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John  Stevens,  who,  Was  a  pioneer  in 'many  other 

inventions.  He  was  the  father  of  the  United 
States  patent  system.  He  invented  the  first 
condensing,  double-acting  engine- ever  built  in 
America.  In  1807  he  constructed  the  steam- 
boat Phoenix,  a  side-wheeler,  completing  it 
only  a  few  days  after  Fulton  made  his  epochal 
trip  on  the  Hudson,  and  two  years  before  the 
first  steamboat  was  run  on  the  St.  Lawrence, 
by  Mr.  Molson,  of  Montreal.  Shut  out  frorn 
that  river  by  Fulton's  priority,  Stevens,  in 
1808,  took  his  vessel  around  by  the  sea  to  the 
Delaware,  and  was  the  first  to  navigate  the 
open  ocean  in  a  steam  craft.  Later  he  secured 
the  first  American  patent  for  a  steam  railway 
locomotive.  His  steam  ferry  was  successful, 
and  the  waters  around  New  York  have  ever 
since  swarmed  with  such  craft,  although  the 
building  of  bridges  and  tubes  has  now  decreased 
their  usefulness.  The  first  to  suggest  the  utility 
of  steam  ferry  boats  in  America  was  Thomas 
Paine,  who  advanced  his  scheme  in  1778, 
years  before  the  building  of  the  first  steamboat.

What  is  thunder? 

Blow  air  into  a  perfectly  tight  paper  bag 
until  it  is  full.     Hold  the  bag  so  that  none  of 
the  air  can  escape,  and  strike  it  sharply    and  - 
•suddenly.     There  will  be  an  explosion  like  the 
crack  of  a  pistol. 

That  is  what  thunder  is! 

The  scientific  explanation  for  it  is  the  ex- 
pansion, compression  and  sudden  escape  of 
air.    It  is  '#  ?i»ne  things  that  happen    in    a 


New  Australian  industries  are  to  follow  on 
the  irrigation  scheme  of  the  Government.  Par- 
ticulars are  given  of  recent  experiments  in  to- 
bacco growing  in  the  Murrumbidgee  irrigation 
area  of  New  South  Wales.  A  tobacco  expert 
was  induced  to  devote  himself  to  growing  to- 
bacco at  Yanco,  and  to  give  advice  and  assist- 
ance to  other  settlers  on  the  area.  The  expert 
says  that  the  yield  at  Yanco  is  about  1,250  lbs. 
of  dry  leaf  to  the  acre.  He  adds  that  the  lauds 
of  Murrumbidgee  will  later  give  1,500  pounds 
per  acre  when  better  worked. 

The  dry  leaf  is  worth  from  eighteen  to 
thirty-one  cents  per  pound,  or  from  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars  to  four  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars  per  acre.  It  takes  but  six 
months  to  produce  the  article  ready  for 
market.  A  selector,  with  the  assistance 
of  two  members  of  his  family,  could 
comfortably  look  after  a  ten-acre  allot-  - 
ment,  which  would  return  him  a  mini- 
mum of  twenty-eight  hundred  dollars  gross 
for  the  sale  of  his  crop.  For  curing  the  leaf  the 
grower  will  require  to  expend  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  upon  a  building,  while  outside 
assistance,  together  with  maintenance  of  his 
family  at  the  area,  is  estimated  at  three  hundred 
dollars. 

The  production  of  tobacco  last  season  at 
Yanco  amounted  to  10,000  lbs.

The  next  oldest,  Johanna, 
six,  seems  predestined  to  become  a  painter, 
and  Tatjana,  four,  sings. 

"She  has  a  wonderful  voice  for  a  child," 
says  Kubelik,  "and  we  are  very  proud  of  her. 
That  is,  1  am  proud.  My  wife  does  not  like 
it  because  Tatjana  looks  like  me,  but  aside 
from  that  we  are  perfectly  happy." 

The  fifth  child,  Clara,  five  years  old,  is 
described  as  the  "little  mother"  of  the  group.

Professor  Hans  Delbruck,  professor  of  his 
tory  at  the  University  of  Berlin,  lectured     at 
University  College,  London,  on  "Numbers  in 
History." 

Professor  Delbruck  said  that  the  first  point 
to  which  in  any  history  of  war  they    had     to 
direct  attention   was  the  number  of  the  war- 
riors.    It  was  a  recognized  fact  that  Moltke  dis- 
played great  genius  in  1870  when  lie  directed  a 
monstrous  mass  of  his  troops  from  one  centre, 
drew  them  up  abreast,  and  made  them  act  to- 
gether hi  battle.     To  direct  such  a  mass  united- 
ly was,   even  with  railways,  roads,  telegraphs 
and   a  general  staff,  an  exceedingly     difficult 
task,  and  if  it  was  so  difficult,  with  such  aid  by 
such  a  man,  then  all  those  reports  which  we 
had  received  of  similar  armies  in  olden  time.' — 
Assyrians,  Persians,  Gauls,  Huns,  or  Germans 
— were  struck  out  of  history.     At  the  first  sight 
the  glory  of  the  Greek  victories  might     seem 
diminished   by   taking     away     the     numerical 
superiority  of  Xerxes'  army,  but  on  the  contrary 
the  performance  was     much     greater.       The 
Greeks  had  not  to  fight  enormous  hordes     of 
Asiatic  people,  divested  of  any  soldiery  or  even 
manly  virtue,  driven  into  the  battle  by  whips, 
but  an  army  of  the  best  soldiery,  which  could 
be  overcome  only  by  the  union  of  the  brave 
fighting  of  the  mass  of  the  people  with     the 
strategical  guidance  of  generab  who  had  not 
been  surpassed  in  the  world's  history.     It  was 
not   the   quantity   but   the   quality   of   enemies 
that  endangered  the  freedom  of  Greece. 

Professor  Delbruck,  in  the  second  part  of 
his  lecture,  said  that  all  the  statements  about 
the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Germans  and 
Gauls  who,  according  to  Roman  sources  had 
been  vanquished,  were  just  as  worthless  as  the 
tales  of  the  Greeks  about  the  army  of  Xerxes. 
■  Why  did  not  the  Romans  profit  by  their  num- 
ber to  take  possession  of  Germany?  The  task 
was  perhaps  not  impossible,  but  extremely  dif- 
ficult. The  country  which  could  not  supply 
enough  food  for  its  own  inhabitants  could  not 
nourish  a  hostile  army,  and  Germany  had  no 
roads  along  which  supplies  could  be  trans- 
ported. It  seemed  sufficient  to  the  Romans  not 
to  fight  the  barbarians  offensively,  but  only  to 
protect  the  Empire  against  invasion,  and  the 
whole  of  the  army  was  placed  on  the  borders. 
This  system  lasted  for  about  three  centuries.  It 
was  the  longest  period  of  peace  the  world  ever 
saw. 

In  the  military  exploits  of  the  Normans, 
they  Saw,  even  better  than  anywhere  else,  that 
the  number  of  the  Normans  never  could  have 
been  very  great.  As  to  the  battle  of  Hastings, 
harmony  had  not  yet  been  attained  among  the 
j    scholars  of  this  country.     He  presumed,  how^ 
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cartridge  shell  when  you  presss  the  tngger.of 
a  gun  or  pistol.  In  fact,  that  is  really  a  bet- 
ter explanation  of  thunder  than  the  paper  bag 
-experiment,  because  it  has,  all  the  elements 
that  cause  thunder.  The  spark  caused  by  the 
cap  causes  the  ignition  of  the  powder,  forming 
a  gas  which  pushes  the  bullet  out  of  the  barrel 
of  the  gun  and  when  the  gas  comes  in  contact 
with  the  air,  it  makes  a  roaring,  crackling 
sound  trying  to  get  through,  because  the  pres- 
sure of  the  gas  is  greater  than  the  air. 

The  thunder,  therefore,  is  the  result  of  the 
lightning. 

Now,  what  is  lightning? 
We  don't  know.       Nobody  knows.       We 
know  that  it  is  electricity — which   is  another 
way  of  saying  we  don't  know,     because     we 
don't  know  what  electricity  is.     But  we  have 
a  general  idea  of  what  lightning  does  to  make 
the  thunder.     There  is  electricity  in  the  air  all 
the  time.  '  Sometimes  we  feel  sure  of  it  more 
than  we  do  at  others — or  at  least  we  are  more 
conscious  of  it  being  there  at  one  time  than  at 
another.     This  is  due  to  the  condition  of  the 
atmosphere.     If  a  good  breeze  is  blowing  and 
the  mixture  of  water  and  gas  and  dust  that  we 
call  air  is  kept  stirring  we  don't  feel  the  elec- 
tricity much. 

But  if  there  is  not  much  of  a  breeze  the  air 
feels  heavy  and  oppressive  and  seems  to  be 
filled  with  moisture.  It  is.  It  is  filled  with 
particles  of  water  we  call  droplets,  which, 
in  large  groups,  are  rain  clouds,  and  when 
these  clouds  run  into  a  cool  strata  of  air  they 
condense  and  form  rain  drops. 

These  droplets  are  curious  things — curious 
because  they  are  so  small.  It  takes  300  tril- 
lion of  them  to  make  one  drop  of  rain.  And 
it  is  in  the  making  of  the  drops  of  rain  that 
the  lightning  comes.  The  surface  of  every 
droplet  is  covered  with  electricity.  This 
brings  out  another  curious  fact.  When  you 
take  two  balls  of  the  same  size  and  make  one 
ball  of  them  you  find  that  the  surface  of  the 
one  big  ball  is  really  smaller  than  the  sum  of 
the  surface  of  the  two  original  balls.  So  that 
when  the  300  trillion  droplets  form  the  single 
drop  of  rain  there  is  an  enormous  amount  of 
electricity  left  over  after  the  surface  of  the 
rain  drop  is  covered  as  full  as  it  will  hold. 

This  great  excess  has  got  to  go  somewhere 
else.  Whenever  there  seems  to  be  a  good 
place  for  it  to  go— to  another  rain  cloud  or  to 
the  earth— a  lot  of  these  electrical  partictes  get 
together  and  make  a  sudden  break  for  it,  mak- 
ing a  lightning  flash.  They  "go  through  the 
air  so  fast  they  heat  it  considerably. 

The  heat  causes  the  air  to  expand,  to  be- 
come greater  in  volume  than  it  w#s  originally, 
and  this  volume  of  air— just  like  the  gas  in  the 
gun  barrel  or  the  air  in  the  bag  when  you  hit 
it— has  got  to  distribute  itself  over  the  at- 
mosphere, and  it  starts  doinf  so  with  a  roar 
and  a  bang  when  the  gas  is  shot  out  of  the  gun 
barrel  and  when  the  compressed  air  is  re- 
leased from  the  paper  bag. 
That  is  what  thunder  is.

LONDON,  THE  FASCINATING 

The    first  thing  that  impressed  me  was  the 
greyish  tinge  of  smoke  that  was  over  every- 
thing, a  faint    haze;    and    the  next    that,    as 
a  city     street     for     street     and     square     for 
square,  it  was  not  so  strident  as  New  York,  not 
nearly  so  harsh,  writes  Theodore  Dreiser,  in 
The    Century    Magazine,    describing    his  visit 
to  London.     The  traffic  was    less    noisy,    the 
people  were  more  thoughtful  and  considerate, 
the   so-called    rush    which   characterizes   New 
York   was  less  foolish.      There   is  something 
rowdyish  and  ill-mannered  about  the  street  life 
of  New  York.     This  is  not  true  of  London.     It 
struck  me  as  simple,  sedate,  thoughtful,  and  I 
could  only  conclude  that  it  sprang  from  a  less 
stirring  atmosphere  of  opportunity.      1   fancy 
it  is  harder  to  get  along  in  London.     People  do 
not  change  from  one  thing  to  another  so  much. 
I  do  not  believe  that  it  is  given  to  any 
writer  wholly  to  suggest  a  city.     The  mind  is 
like  a  voracious  fish:  it  would  like  to  eat  up 
all  the   experiences  and   characteristics   of  a 
city  or  a  nation,  but  this,  fortunately,  is  not 
possible.    My  own  mind  was  husy  pounding  at 
the  gates  of  fact,  but  all  the- while  I  was  there 
I  got  only  a  little  way.     I  remember  being 
Stniclc  with  the  nature  Of  St.  James'  -Park, 
which  was  near  my  hotel;  the  great  column  to 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  at  the  end  of  the 
street;  the  whirl  of  life  in  Trafalgar  Square  and 
Piccadilly  Circus,  which  were  both  very  near. 
An  office  1  visited  in  a  narrow  street  in- 
terested   me,    and    the  storm   of   cabs   which 
whirled  by  all  corners  of  this  region.     It  was 
described  to  me  as  the  centre  of  London,  and 
The  heavy  trading  section  was  farther  East, 
hotels,  smart  shops  and  the  like  were  all  here. 
The   heavy   trading   section   was  father   East, 
along  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  and  between 
that  and  Regent  Street,  where  my  little  hotel 
was  located,  lay  the  financial  section,  sprawling 
about  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  and  the   Bank  of 
England.     One  could  go  out  of  this  great  cen- 
tral world  easily  enough,  but  it  was  only,  ap- 
parently, to  get  into  minojeentres.     It  was  all 
decidedly   pleasing,    because   it   was   new   and 
strange,    and    because  there   was  a   world  of 
civility  which  does  not  exist  in  America. 

The  amazing  metropolitan  atmosphere  in 
which  I  found  myself  satified  me  completely 
for  the  times  being.     Life  here  was  so  complex 
and  so  extended  that  in  days  and  days  that 
involved  visits — breakfasts,  luncheons,  dinners, 
suppers — with  one  personage  and  another,  po- 
litical, social,  artistic,  I  was  still  busy  snatching 
glimpses  of  the  great  lake  of  life  that  spread 
on  every  hand.     In  so  far  as  1  could  judge  on 
so  short  a  notice,  London  seemed  to  me  to 
represent   a   mood — a   uniform,    conservative 
state  of  being,  neither  brilliant  nor  gay  any- 
where, though  interesting  always.     About  Pic- 
cadilly Circus,  Trafalgar  Square,  Charing  Cross 
and  the  Strand  1  suppose  the  average  Londoner 
would  insist  that  London  is  very  gay;  but  I 
could  not  see  it.     Certainly  it  was  not  gay  as 
similar  sections  in  New  York  are  gay.      It  is 
not  in  the  Londoner  himself  to  be  so.     On  the 
other  hand,  I  should  not  say  that  the  city  is 
depressing — far    from    it — though    there    are 
many   who   have   told  me   they  found^  it  so. 
All  the  while  I  was  in  London  I  was  never 
tired  of  looking  at  the  dreary  streets  and  con- 
gratulating myself  that  they  composed  so  well. 
I  do  not  wonder  that  Whistler  found  much  to 
admire  at  Chelsea,  or  that  Turner  could  paint 
water  scenes.     1  could,  too,  if  I  were  an  artist. 
As  it  was  I  could  see  Goldsmith  and  Lamb  and 
Gray  and  Dickens  and  much  of  Shakespeare 

in  all  that  I  saw  there.

The  shortage  of  water  in  country  districts 
might  be  obviated     if     there    were    sufficient 
storage  for  the    rainfall,    says    The    London 
Chronicle.    It  is  a  matter  of  tank  or  well  accom- 
modation— and  the  owner  of  cottage  property 
does  not  as  a  rule  provide  either.     The  usual 
forty-gallon  oil  barrel  owned    by   the    tenant 
is    an    inadequate   supplement   to   the   spring 
water  well  or  pump.     In  wet  weather  the  bar- 
rel overflows,  the  cottage  walls     reek     with 
damp,  and  the  yard  is  often  a  quagmire.  Given 
the  average  rainfall  for  the  district  and  the 
roof  area  of  the  cottage  it  is  an  easy  matter  to 
work  out  the  quantity  of  water  thus  wasted. 
In  a  very  dry  corner  of  dry  East  Anglia,  from 
a  cottage  and  outbuildings  no  bigger  than  the 
average  agricultural  laborer's,  it  is  possible  to 
collect  and  store  t.ooo  gallons  of  clean  rain 
water.
